We  are  here  to  serve  your  needs.  We  really  appreciate  your 
interest  and  business  and  will  do  anything  we  can  to  make  auc¬ 
tion  bidding  by  mail  more  enjoyable  for  you.  We  look  forward 
to  receiving  your  bids. 

□  Mail  your  bid  sheet  as  early  as  possible.  This  is  particularly  im¬ 
portant  if  you  are  a  new  bidder,  for  it  takes  us  time  to  check  your 
references.  Also,  this  helps  to  assure  that  your  bid  sheet  will  be  re¬ 
ceived  before  the  mail  bid  deadline.  A  bid  sheet  mailed  a  few  days  be¬ 
fore  the  sale  might  not  reach  us  until  a  week  later— at  which  time  the 
coins  will  have  been  sold  to  others!

Early  American  Coins 

Among  colonial  and  other  early  pieces 
are  a  number  of  interesting  Massachusetts 
silver  coins,  examples  of  the  1779  Rhode 
Island  Ship  Token  in  two  metals,  Mint  State 
specimens  of  William  Wood’s  copper  Hibernia 
coinage  made  in  England,  Rosa  Americana 
issues  also  by  Wood,  interesting  examples  of 
state  copper  coinage,  the  silver  Myddelton 
token  used  to  illustrate  the  Guide  Book,  a 
Kentucky  token  with  the  rarely-seen 
FIELDINGS  edge  lettering,  several  1 787  Fugio 
cents  including  the  first  specimen  of  a  rare 
“pattern”  variety  with  a  pedigree  going  back 
to  before  the  ANA’s  founding,  and  tokens 
pertaining  to  George  Washington. 

U.S.  Copper  and  Nickel  Coins 

Among  half  cents  will  be  found  popular 
dates  as  well  as  a  few  scarce  items,  notably 
the  1793.  Large  cents  comprise  multiple  ex¬ 
amples  of  the  rare  1 793  Chain  and  Wreath, 
the  key  1799,  and  many  later  dates,  includ¬ 


ing  numerous  Condition  Census  Mint  State 
pieces  in  the  Matron  Head  and  Braided  Hair 
formats. 

Among  later  cents  will  be  found  several 
of  the  famous  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents,  a 
legendary  (fewer  than  12  are  known)  Proof 
1857  Flying  Eagle  cent,  and  multiple  speci¬ 
mens  of  the  famous  1877  Proof,  not  to 
overlook  other  desiderata  such  as  a  1873 
Double  LIBERTY,  three  1894  Doubled  Date 
cents,  the  low-mintage  1909  Indian,  the 
always  popular  1909-S  V.D.B.  Lincoln,  the 
1955  Doubled  Die,  and  more. 

Among  nickel  coins  will  be  found  an 
impressive  selection  of  three-cent  pieces,  in¬ 
cluding  the  highly  desired  Proofs  of  1 865  (of 
unappreciated  rarity),  1877, 1878,  and  1887/ 
6,  the  latter  being  one  of  the  few  overdated 
United  States  coins  occurring  in  Proof  finish. 
Nickel  five-cent  pieces  include  Shield,  Lib¬ 
erty,  Buffalo,  and  Jefferson  types,  with  high¬ 
lights  in  each  series.  Issues  such  as  1 877  and 
1878  (renowned  for  their  low  mintage  and 
Proof-only  status) ,  more  Proof  1 883  Liberty 
nickels  without  CENTS  than  we’ve  ever  had 
in  a  single  sale,  the  key  1885  and  1886 
Liberty  Head  nickels,  some  really  worth¬ 
while  Mint  State  and  Proof  Buffalo  nickels, 
and  two  presentation  Proof  1938  Jefferson 
nickels  accompanied  by  documents  signed 
by  the  designer  which  will  surely  attract 
specialists  in  those  series. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  that  all  bid¬ 
ders  should  consult  the  Index  to  the  sale,  for 
virtually  every  United  States  specialty  ap¬ 
pears  in  more  than  one  place  in  the  cata¬ 
logue — and  we  don’t  want  you  to  miss  a 
single  listing! 

U.S.  Silver  Coins 

Half  dimes  range  from  1 792  to  1 873  and 
include  three  rare  1 792  half  dismes  and  an 
example  of  the  classic  1802.  Dimes  com¬ 
mence  with  the  first  year  of  issue,  1 796,  and 
continue  through  modern  times.  Along  the 
way  are  numerous  Uncirculated  and  Proof 
early  dates,  Liberty  Seated  and  Barber  issues, 
and  Mercury  dimes. 

The  short-lived  twenty-cent  series  in- 
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eludes  several  rare  Proofs.  Quarter  dollars 
include  1796,  numerous  high-grade  Liberty 
Seated  coins,  Barber  quarters  highlighted  by 
an  especially  nice  Gem  Uncirculated  1 90 1  -S, 
a  wide  selection  of  Standing  Liberties,  and 
some  worthwhile  Washington  quarters. 

Half  dollars  range  from  1794  onward 
and  include  rare  Overton-listed  varieties,  high- 
grade  Capped  Bust  pieces,  Liberty  Seated 
coins  (numerous  Uncirculated  and  Proof  is¬ 
sues  and  a  rare  AU  1855-S  will  be  found, 
among  others),  Barber  halves,  and  many 
Mint  State  Walking  Liberty  50-cent  pieces.  It 
is  appropriate  to  mention  here  the  fabulous 
1814  half  dollar  struck  in  platinum,  one  of 
just  three  known,  a  classic  rarity  of  interest  to 
half  dollar  specialists  as  well  as  pattern  col¬ 
lectors.  It  may  be  many  years  before  another 
appears  on  the  market. 

Silver  dollars  include  the  rare  1794,  an 
unusual  variety  of  1795  with  a  silver  plug, 
numerous  other  1 795- 1 803  varieties,  beau¬ 
tiful  Gobrecht  dollars  of  1 836  and  1 839,  and 
Liberty  Seated  dollars  of  the  1 840- 1 873  span. 
Morgan  silver  dollars  will  satisfy  the  begin¬ 
ning  collector,  the  advanced  specialist,  and 
the  dealer  or  investor  who  wishes  to  buy  in 
quantity.  Rare  issues  such  as  the  1879-CC, 
1889-CC,  and  1893-S  will  be  found,  as  will 
be  the  rare  (just  200  minted)  1878  Proof 
dollar  with  seven  tailfeathers  and  reverse  of 
’78  and  “The  King  of  Morgan  Dollars,"  the 
much-acclaimed  1895  (of  which  two  Proofs 
are  presented  for  bidding  competition) .  Peace 
dollars  from  1 92 1  to  1 935  include  all  variet¬ 
ies,  highlighted  by  an  MS-64  1934-S. 

In  the  trade  dollar  series:  scarce  and  rare 
Proofs  as  well  as  one  of  the  finest  known 
1878-CC  rarities,  an  MS-65  example. 

U.S.  Gold  Coins 

Among  gold  dollars  will  be  found  such 
delicacies  as  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins, 
the  rare  1875  (of  which  just  400  business 
strikes  were  made) ,  and  an  exceedingly  rare 
Proof  1878,  the  latter  being  from  a  partial 
Proof  set  of  gold  coins  of  the  year  including 
the  quarter  eagle  and  $3  gold.  Just  20  of  each 
Proof  coin  were  made! 


Quarter  eagles  include  early  as  well  as 
late  dates  (highlighted  by  a  rare  1 808) ,  while 
$3  pieces  range  from  1 854  to  the  1 880s  and 
comprise  “type”  coins  as  well  as  several  rare 
varieties.  A  Mint  State  1871  will  be  of  more 
than  passing  interest  to  the  specialist.  The  $4 
gold  Stella  has  always  been  high  on  the 
popularity  list,  and  the  last  time  we  con¬ 
ducted  an  ANA  convention  sale,  in  Atlanta  in 
1989,  we  featured  one  of  these  as  the  cover 
coin.  Now  we  offer  a  beautiful  1879  Flowing 
Hair  in  Proof-66  grade,  certainly  one  of  the 
finest  extant. 

Half  eagles  range  from  the  first  year  of 
issue,  1795,  through  the  last  year  of  issue, 
1929,  and  include  many  scarce  and  rare 
pieces.  $10  gold  coins  cover  a  span  which 
comprises  three  centuries  and  include  nu¬ 
merous  rarities,  including  early  issues,  scarce 
Liberty  Head  coins,  the  rare  1907  Indian 
with  wire  rim  and  with  periods  before  and 
after  the  reverse  legends  (one  of  500  such 
coins  minted),  a  superb  gem  1908,  and  the 
very  rare  1920-S. 

Double  eagles,  always  impressive  and 
always  interesting  to  catalogue,  are  repre¬ 
sented  by  rare  varieties  as  well  as  “type” 
coins.  We  mention  one  of  the  finest  known 
1 866-S  without  motto  (a  sleeper  if  there  ever 
was  one!) ,  some  really  nice  Carson  City  coins, 
a  fabulous  Proof-67  MCMVII  High  Relief 
(with  some  other  really  nice  High  Relief 
double  eagles  keeping  it  company),  and  a 
nice  selection  of  popular  later  Saint-Gaudens 
pieces— no  great  rarities,  but  some  nice  dates, 
mints,  and  “type”  coins. 

Other  U.S.  Issues 

Among  other  United  States  items  are  the 
very  first  copy  of  the  very  first  edition  of  the 
most  popular  numismatic  book  ever  pub¬ 
lished:  a  1 94  7  edition  of  A  Guide  Book  of  U.S. 
Coins  personally  inscribed  by  Richard  S.  Yeo¬ 
man  to  Stuart  Mosher,  and  tracing  its  pedi¬ 
gree  to  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  very  first 
copy  of  the  very  first  edition  of  A  Handbook 
of  U.S.  Coins ,  inscribed  by  Richard  S.  Yeo¬ 
man  to  his  father,  will  likewise  be  in  the 
limelight. 


Proof  sets  (including  two  of  the  rare  year 
of  1877),  mint  sets,  Hawaiian  coins,  a  fabu¬ 
lous  hoard  of  Morgan  dollars  put  away  dur¬ 
ing  the  Treasury  release  of  the  early  1 960s,  a 
group  of  American  gold  coins  consigned  by 
the  central  bank  of  an  important  foreign 
country,  and  many  more  treats  await  you. 

Pattern  coins  in  the  ANA  1891-1991 
Centennial  Auction  are  highlighted  by  the 
previously-mentioned  1814  half  dollar  in 
platinum,  one  of  just  three  known  (one  of 
which  is  permanently  in  the  Smithsonian 
Institution).  Numerous  other  seldom-seen 
and  eminently  desirable  patterns  will  be  found 
of  denominations  from  cents  to  gold. 

Territorial  coins  could  make  a  small  but 
important  catalogue  on  their  own.  Various 
denominations  from  fractional  California  is¬ 
sues  to  impressive  $50  gold  octagonal  “slugs” 
are  offered,  plus  several  interesting  and  im¬ 
portant  patterns,  the  latter  tracing  their  pedi¬ 
grees  to  our  sale  of  the  Henry  Clifford  Collec¬ 
tion  a  few  years  ago. 

Mint  errors  in  the  sale  are  primarily  from 
an  old-time  collection  that  has  been  off  the 
market  for  years.  Presented  are  large  cents, 
Indian  cents,  nickels,  and  other  issues  in¬ 
cluding  a  number  of  almost  unbelievable 
multiple-struck  issues.  Sure  to  command  at¬ 
tention  are  a  number  of  extremely  rare  gold 
coin  errors  from  the  dollar  to  the  double 
eagle,  a  memorable  group. 

Among  commemorative  coins  will  be 
found  many  silver  and  gold  issues,  including 
a  number  of  MS-66,  MS-67,  and  MS-68 
silver  half  dollars,  such  coins  being  among 
the  finest  ever  certified. 

Tokens  and  medals,  relatively  few  in 
number,  include  a  rare  Western  mining  medal 
of  the  1920s,  a  life-saving  medal,  and  other 
highlights. 

Paper  money  is  represented  by  a  modest 
but  quite  interesting  selection  of  large-  and 
small-size  notes  from  a  wide  period  in  time. 

World  and  Ancient  Coins 

Canadian  coins  form  a  special  section  of 


the  catalogue  and  include  1858  plain-  and 
reeded-edge  Specimen  five-cent,  1 0-cent,  and 
20-cent  pieces,  each  a  great  rarity.  A  lovely 
1921  silver  five-cent  piece,  the  key  date  in 
the  series,  will  attract  attention  as  will  an 
example  of  the  1921  half  dollar,  the  issue 
which  is  known  as  “The  King  of  Canadian 
Coins.”  Five  notable  1948  prooflike  silver 
dollars,  Specimen  sets  of  1911,  1929,  1947 
Maple  Leaf,  and  1948,  the  famous  1916-C 
gold  sovereign,  an  amazing  hoard  of  New¬ 
foundland  $2  gold  pieces,  and  other  Cana¬ 
dian  issues  will  attract  attention  on  both 
sides  of  the  border. 

Among  other  world  coins  will  be  found 
an  important  selection  of  Polish  coins  high¬ 
lighted  by  a  pattern  1 762  thaler  of  Augustus 
III  and  an  impressive  20-ducat  medal  of 
Vladislav  IV  of  1 646.  An  important  collection 
of  Swedish  coins  comprises  early  riksdalers 
and  many  high-grade,  low-mintage  issues  of 
the  1820s.  Gold  coins  of  South  America, 
Russia,  Switzerland,  and  other  countries  are 
of  interest  and  importance. 

Among  ancient  coins  in  the  catalogue 
are  issues  of  Athens  and  Carthaginian  North 
Africa.

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One  Hundred  Years  of  the  ANA 

1891-1991

For  100  years  the  affairs  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  have  been  chronicled  by 
The  Numismatist.  Month  after  month,  year  after 
year,  the  people,  places,  things,  and  events  per¬ 
taining  to  the  organization  have  been  presented  in 
graphic  detail.  While  today  those  on  the  ANA 
roster  regularly  receive  The  Numismatist  each 
month,  it  was  not  always  so.  At  one  time  two 
issues  per  month  were  published,  and  a  couple  of 
other  times  it  seemed  all  but  certain  that  the 
journal  would  cease  publication.  All  of  this  was 
long  ago,  and  in  recent  years  the  publication  has 
been  nearly  as  regular  as  the  proverbial  clock¬ 
work. 

George  F.  Heath,  M.D. 

George  F.  Heath,  of  Monroe,  Michigan,  was  a 
man  of  many  talents.  First  and  foremost  he  was  a 
medical  doctor,  but  beyond  that  he  could  claim 
expertise  as  a  journalist,  scholar  in  the  classics, 
and  collector.  At  one  time  he  even  served  as 
mayor  of  his  home  town. 

In  1888  he  decided  to  launch  a  publication 
about  coin  collecting.  The  American  Numisma¬ 
tist,  a  modest  four-page  leaflet  bearing  the  date  of 
September-October,  was  essentially  a  vehicle  for 
the  good  doctor  to  dispose  of  duplicate  coins.  For 
example,  for  $1.25  a  reader  could  order  Packet 
No.  14  containing  10  mixed  dime-size  world 
silver  coins.  “Bargains  in  coins  will  be  continually 
offered  the  collector,”  Heath  noted,  going  on  to 
say  that  “they  shall  get  full  value  of  their  money.” 
Metaphors  were  a  specialty  with  Heath,  and  in  the 
very  first  issue  he  noted:  “Without  further  ado  we 
launch  our  frail  bark  on  the  journalistic  seas,  and 
with  clear  skies  and  a  flowing  sail  go  out  on  our 
mission. ”  Little  did  he  realize  that  he  was  christen¬ 
ing  the  most  important  non-profit  coin  journal 
ever  created. 

After  the  first  issue  the  name  was  shortened  to 
The  Numismatist,  the  title  we  know  today. 

The  November-December  1889  issue  advised 
readers  that  interest  in  the  publication  had  fallen 
short  of  expectations  and  that  the  end  was  near. 
“The Numismatist,  having  filled  out  the  measure 
of  its  days,  draws  the  draperies  of  its  couch  about 
it,  and  lays  down  the  present  dreams.  Farewell!” 


The  postmortem  was  premature,  and  after  a  lapse 
of  two  months,  lo  and  behold,  The  Numismatist 
reappeared  with  the  March  1890  issue.  Among 
other  things  that  particular  issue  advised  readers 
that  1 804  silver  dollars  were  quite  valuable  and 
anyone  desiring  an  example  would  have  to  pay 
$300  to  $400  to  get  one. 

The  ANA  is  Born 

In  the  meantime  Dr.  Heath  was  thinking  about 
numismatics  and  its  future.  Why  not  create  a 
nationwide  non-profit  organization?  The  more  he 
thought  about  it,  the  more  sensible  the  proposal 
became.  After  printing  an  inquiry  or  two  on  the 
subject,  he  resolved  that  there  was  enough  inter¬ 
est  to  launch  a  group,  and  in  the  autumn  of  1 89 1 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  was  born. 
Almost  immediately  it  was  decided  to  have  an 
official  magazine.  Being  of  a  modest  nature,  Heath 
did  not  encourage  the  charter  members  of  the 
ANA  to  adopt  The  Numismatist.  Instead,  with  his 
blessing  a  general  hobby  journal  titled  Plain  Talk, 
featuring  a  coin  column  by  Charles  Tatman,  was 
named.  Perhaps  fortunately  for  the  future  of  The 
Numismatist,  it  soon  developed  that  Charles 
Tatman,  who  traveled  widely,  was  not  able  to 
properly  reflect  the  news  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  in  his  Plain  Talk  column.  By 
default  The  Numismatist  was  named  as  its  suc¬ 
cessor. 

The  first  ANA  convention— the  one  for  which 
we  are  now  celebrating  the  100th  anniversary— 
was  held  at  the  Commercial  Hotel  in  Chicago,  on 
Wednesday,  October  7,  1 89 1 .  In  attendance  were 
Dr.  George  F.  Heath,  W.G.  Jerrems,  Jr.,  J.A. 
Heckelman,  J.S.  Brydon,  and  David  Harlowe. 
Jerrems  was  named  president. 

It  may  come  as  a  surprise  to  learn  that  the  use 
of  numbers  to  grade  coins  dates  back  nearly  1 00 
years.  In  the  February  1 892  issue  of  The  Numis¬ 
matist  Joseph  Hooper  proposed  a  list  whereby 
Roman  numerals  represented  coin  conditions.  1 
was  for  a  coin  described  as  a  “Mint  Brilliant  Proof,” 
while  II  was  an  “ordinary  Proof.”  Ill  represented 
Uncirculated,  while  IV  stood  for  Extremely  Fine,  V 
for  Very  Fine,  increasing  in  number  to  X  for  Fair, 
XI  for  Poor,  and  XII  for  Very  Poor.  “While  sped- 
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mens  in  the  lower  order  of  conditions  are  better 
than  none  at  all,  still  the  aim  of  the  collector  should 
never  be  below  VI  or  Fine,”  Hooper  stated. 

From  time  to  time  biographies  of  leading  nu¬ 
mismatists  were  given,  including  Ed.  Frossard, 
Lorin  G.  Parmelee,  Lyman  H.  Low,  and  Heath 
himself. 

In  1 892  and  1 893  a  prime  topic  of  the  day  was 
the  Columbian  half  dollar,  America’s  First  com¬ 
memorative  silver  coin,  issued  in  conjunction 
with  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  in  Chi¬ 
cago.  The  publication  in  1893  of  Mint  Marks,  by 
Augustus  G.  Heaton,  the  First  detailed  study  of 
collecting  coins  from  branch  mints,  was  duly 
reported  and  advertised  in  The  Numismatist.  Be¬ 
fore  long  the  traditional  way  of  collecting  coins  by 
date  (without  reference  as  to  whether  a  coin  had 
a  mint  letter)  was  set  aside,  and  it  became  quite 
important  whether  an  identifying  letter  such  as  C, 
D,  CC,  0,  or  S  appeared. 

Coin  Investment 

Investment  was  mentioned  for  the  First  time  in 
the-November  1893  issue:  “A  good  coin,  or  series 
of  coins,  bought  judiciously  will  never  depreciate 
in  value.  On  the  contrary,  with  the  increasing 
attention  given  the  science  by  men  of  learning  and 
our  public  institutions,  and  with  the  large  orga¬ 
nized  bodies  of  collectors  coming  on,  this  must 
produce  a  demand  that  cannot  fail  to  enhance  the 
value  of  desirable  coins.  A  cabinet  of  good  coins  is 
a  good  investment,  gives  you  good,  instructive 
and  entertaining  company  while  you  have  it,  and 
good  returns  on  your  investment  should  necessity 
compel  you  to  give  it  up.” 

Heath  visited  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposi¬ 
tion,  and  lamented  that  the  only  rare  coin  exhibit 
was  that  mounted  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  the 
Government  Building,  which  he  found  to  be  “ar¬ 
ranged  in  so  jumbled  and  amateurish  a  manner 
but  that  little  beneFit  could  be  derived  from  it.” 
However,  not  all  was  lost,  for  he  continued:  “If, 
however,  the  exhibit  was  designed  to  interest  the 
novice,  as  we  must  believe  it  was,  it  was  a  decided 
success.  All  day  long  the  space  around  the  cases 
was  crowded  by  an  anxious  and  expectant  mass 
of  humanity,  and  the  comments  on  the  coins,  one 
could  hear  from  the  tyro,  were  decidedly  refresh¬ 
ing  and  interesting.”  The  main  attraction  was  the 
“widow’s  mite”  of  biblical  fame,  with  the  1804 
silver  dollar  and  the  unique  1849  double  eagle 
coming  in  for  their  share  of  attention  as  well. 

In  the  same  year  the  American  economy  was 
having  difficulties,  and  all  across  America  hard¬ 


ship  was  felt.  Apparently  this  had  little  impact  on 
the  rare  coin  market,  per  this  commentary:  “There 
is  no  possible  doubt  but  the  depressed  condition  of 
the  time  has  its  effect  on  the  coin  market.  Coin 
buying  like  any  other  collecting  is  a  luxury,  and 
such  luxuries  usually  come  from  the  surplus  over 
and  above  the  living  and  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
purchaser.  The  result  of  the  stringent  times  is 
consequently  the  dropping  to  a  great  extent  of 
luxuries  from  the  list,  numismatics,  philately, 
anthropology,  and  all  the  archaeologies  and 
collectings  where  cash  enters  as  a  medium  of 
exchange  have  to  suffer.  One  collector  who  usu¬ 
ally  puts  $500  annually  in  coins  writes  he  has 
made  less  than  one  fourth  that  investment  in  the 
past  year,  and  we  doubt  not  but  that  this  propor¬ 
tion  of  falling  off  will  follow  with  most  collectors. 

“And  yet  the  dealers  say  the  season  has  been 
quite  a  fair  one;  that  there  has  not  been  an 
appreciable  dropping  off  in  trade.  This  is  probably 
due  to  two  causes:  The  largely  increased  number 
of  buyers  of  late,  and  the  fact  that  many  of  our 
monied  collectors  see  in  these  close  times  many 
opportunities  to  invest  their  surplus  cash  in  stan¬ 
dard  coins  at  such  prices  as  will  ultimately  bring 
them  large  returns  in  their  investment.” 

A  Tour  Among  Coin  Dealers 

At  the  annual  convention  held  in  Detroit  in 
1 894  it  was  reported  that  1 9 1  people  were  in  good 
standing  as  ANA  members.  Many  were  from 
Massachusetts  and  Michigan,  each  with  24  mem¬ 
bers,  followed  by  New  York  with  20,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  with  16,  Illinois  14,  Indiana  10,  Rhode  Island 
and  New  Jersey  with  seven  each,  Wisconsin  six, 
Nebraska  Five,  Ohio  four,  Connecticut  four,  and 
with  three  each,  Iowa,  North  Carolina,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  and  Virginia.  Several  other  states  had  one  or 
two  each,  and  about  two  dozen  members  were 
located  in  foreign  countries. 

In  the  January  1 895  issue  of  The  Numismatist 
Augustus  G.  Heaton,  then  president  of  the  ANA, 
contributed  an  article,  “A  Tour  Among  the  Coin 
Dealers,”  which  gave  brief  sketches  of  visits  to  the 
Scott  Stamp  &  Coin  Company,  the  New  York 
Stamp  &  Coin  Company,  Ed.  Frossard,  the  Chap¬ 
man  brothers,  and  others  located  in  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Boston,  and  other  Eastern  cities, 
ending  with  Stevens  &  Company  in  Chicago. 

The  Morgan  silver  dollar,  which  had  been 
minted  since  1878,  was  mentioned  regularly  in 
print.  In  May  1 895  it  was  noted  that  the  National 
Sculpture  Society  and  the  American  Numismatic 
and  Archaeological  Society  were  together  con- 
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ducting  a  contest,  with  prizes  of  $300  and  $200, 
for  the  best  and  second  best  designs  for  a  new 
silver  dollar.  Another  article,  “Uncle  Sam’s  Ugly 
Dollar,"  noted  that  coins  of  France  and  England 
were  far  superior  to  those  found  on  United  States 
coinage. 

Problems 

After  an  auspicious  start,  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  lapsed  into  slumber,  and  by  the 
autumn  of  1896  Heath,  despite  repeated  efforts, 
was  unable  to  secure  any  information  to  print  in 
The  Numismatist.  In  the  December  issue  he  noted: 
“The  editor  has  not  been  able  to  get  any  Associa¬ 
tion  news.  Just  what  the  trouble  is  he  is  unable  to 
diagnose.  On  this,  however,  he  is  sure,  the  trouble 
is  somewhere  near  the  head,  for  the  body  is  very 
much  alive.  It  is  not  dead,  but  seemingly  sleepeth; 
somnolently,  solemnly,  silently,  sweetly.  The  editor 
has  too  much  faith  in  the  American  numismatist 
to  imagine  for  a  moment  that  such  a  body  as  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  can  cease  to 
exist.  It  will  awaken  to  renewed  activities  and  go 
on  revivified  and  renewed  to  a  stronger  and  more 
vigorous  life.  It  cannot,  must  not,  be  otherwise. 
This  magazine  cannot,  however,  afford  to  remain 
with  the  inactive  body  longer,  and  until  it  arises 
with  new  habiliments  and  energy,  shall  remain 
detached  and  independent.  In  the  meantime  its 
efforts  shall  be  toward  resuscitation.  Vive  le  ANA.” 

Heath  stated  that  The  Numismatist  would  no 
longer  be  the  official  journal  of  the  ANA.  During 
the  next  year,  1897,  The  Numismatist  was  pub¬ 
lished  independently,  and  any  news  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  if  indeed  there  was  any,  did  not  find  its 
way  into  print,  except  for  an  encouragement  for 
members  to  nominate  new  officers  for  the  year 
beginning  October  1  st.  Finally,  in  November  1 898, 
Heath  gave  a  brief  history  of  the  ANA,  noting  that 
recent  conventions  had  been  failures,  but  that  250 
members  were  in  good  standing  and  once  again 
The  Numismatist  would  be  the  group’s  official 
journal.  From  that  long-ago  time  of  uncertainty 
progress  continued  upward,  and  during  ensuing 
years  the  ANA  and  The  Numismatist  reinforced 
each  other. 

By  1899  the  most  famous  United  States  coin 
was  certainly  the  1804  silver  dollar,  an  issue 
which  was  the  subject  of  many  editorial  mentions 
and  articles,  one  such  article  occupying  four  pages 
in  the  March  issue.  “There  are  in  existence  today 
from  12  to  15  specimens  valued  from  $300  to 
$1 ,000,  according  to  condition,”  it  was  stated. 

All  during  this  time  the  ANA  had  no  address  to

call  its  own.  Monroe,  Michigan,  where  Editor 
Heath  lived,  continued  to  be  the  location  of  The 
Numismatist ,  but  official  ANA  business  was  con¬ 
ducted  at  various  addresses  as  presidents,  treasur¬ 
ers,  and  secretaries  changed.  Indeed,  it  was  not 
until  the  1960s  that  the  ANA  had  a  permanent 
home. 

In  the  March  1900  issue  Heath  commented  as 
follows:  “ . . .  success  in  coin  study  is  to  go  slowly 
over  each  specimen,  examine  it  with  reference  to 
size,  weight  and  material,  view  the  portrait  from 
different  positions,  study  the  armor  and  decora¬ 
tions,  decipher,  letter  by  letter,  the  inscriptions, 
studying  the  abbreviations— in  short,  follow  the 
order  in  which  our  descriptions  are  given.  Attend 
to  only  one  thing  at  a  time.  To  dwell  on  each  topic 
until  a  perfect  mastery  of  that  is  secured  is  a  sure 
way  to  make  acquisitions  profitable  and  subse¬ 
quent  progress  easy,  rapid  and  delightful.” 

Young  Collectors 

From  the  very  beginning  of  The  Numismatist, 
Heath  viewed  young  people  as  the  strength  and 
future  of  the  hobby.  In  April  1900  he  printed  this 
charge:  “We  have  many  young  collectors  among 
our  readers.  Many  have  just  entered  upon  the 
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collecting  and  study  of  coins.  They  are  the  class 
from  which  numismatists  are  made  and  are  the 
hope  of  our  science.  They  want  to  buy  coins  at 
right  prices.  We  want  to  encourage  such,  to  stimu¬ 
late  their  ambitions  and  to  put  them  in  touch  with 
dealers  or  others  who  will  cater  to  their  wants.”  To 
encourage  professionals  to  act  accordingly,  Heath 
offered  free  advertisements  for  the  next  half  year 
to  any  dealer  caring  to  place  special  offers  of  coins 
or  coin  packets  for  youthful  buyers. 

Readers  of  the  June  1901  issue  were  undoubt¬ 
edly  encouraged  when  they  encountered  this  com¬ 
mentary:  “Our  Association  is  large  and  in  much 
better  shape  than  before,  and  is  going  to  keep  on 
growing.  ”  In  October  Heath  continued  in  the  same 
vein:  “The  Association  has  made  rapid  progress. 
Never  before  has  it  been  so  prosperous,  and  never 
was  its  future  so  bright  and  promising  as  now.  The 
secretary  has  plenty  of  application  blanks  and  will 
be  glad  to  send  to  anyone  who  will  ask.” 

Popularity  Trends 

Coin  popularity  trends  change  over  a  period  of 
time,  and  at  the  turn  of  the  century  among  the 
most  desired  series  in  American  numismatics  were 
trade  tokens  and  encased  postage  stamps.  Very 
few  people  collected  Morgan  dollars,  Barber  dimes, 
quarters  and  half  dollars  or,  for  that  matter,  Indian 
cents.  Heading  the  ANA  in  1 903  was  Benjamin  P. 
Wright,  M.D.,  a  specialist  in  tokens  and  medals. 
He  was  pleased  to  report  that  450  names,  a  new 
high,  were  on  the  ANA  membership  roster. 

The  market  was  strong  on  all  fronts,  and  an 
account  noted  the  following:  “Specimens  of  U.S. 
coins  are  rapidly  appreciating  in  value.  Cents 
which  could  be  bought  for  $10  a  few  years  ago 
now  demand  twice  that  amount.  A  dealer  lately 
showed  us  an  1 809  cent  which  he  sold  four  years 
ago  for  $2.50  and  which  he  had  now  purchased  at 
$5.  Gold  of  the  rarer  dates  and  mints  in  Fine 
condition  is  in  great  demand,  while  the  territorial 
gold  is  practically  unobtainable  and,  strange  to 
say,  the  more  prices  advance,  the  greater  the 
demand  of  amateurs.” 

In  the  meantime  new  commemorative  coins 
were  issued,  including  the  1900  Lafayette  silver 
dollar  and  two  varieties  of  gold  dollars  issued  in 
connection  with  the  forthcoming  Louisiana  Pur¬ 
chase  Exposition.  In  the  December  1903  issue 
appeared  a  modest  advertisement  by  one  B.  Max 
Mehl,  a  Fort  Worth,  Texas  shoe  clerk  who  in  his 
spare  time  sold  coins.  From  this  beginning  Mehl 
would  go  on  to  be  the  most  prominent  numismatic 
figure  of  the  first  half  of  the  20th  century.  In  1 904 


Wayte  Raymond  advertised  his  beginning  busi¬ 
ness.  Raymond  would  become  a  leading  producer 
of  coin  albums  and  reference  books  and  one  of  the 
most  respected  individuals  in  the  hobby.  In  the 
meantime  the  1804  silver  dollar  continued  to 
garner  headlines,  so  many  in  fact  that  over  a 
period  of  years  it  was  by  far  the  most  discussed 
single  coin  in  the  pages  of  The  Numismatist. 

Particularly  active  on  the  numismatic  scene 
during  this  era  was  Farran  Zerbe,  who  had  the 
franchise  for  selling  1903-dated  Louisiana  Pur¬ 
chase  Exposition  gold  dollars,  and  who  would 
later  handle  other  commemorative  issues  as  well. 
An  avid  traveler,  Zerbe  sent  many  dispatches  to 
The  Numismatist  telling  of  visits  to  San  Francisco, 
Denver,  and  other  locations,  and  of  the  numis¬ 
matic  experiences  he  had  while  there.  In  due 
course  Zerbe  was  elected  president  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Association.  Today  the  highest 
honor  given  by  the  ANA,  the  Farran  Zerbe  Award, 
is  named  after  him. 

Virgil  M.  Brand 

In  the  May  1905  issue  Virgil  M.  Brand,  a 
wealthy  Chicago  brewer  who  would  go  on  to 
acquire  over  300,000  numismatic  specimens, 
shared  with  readers  his  insights  and  philosophies 
in  numismatics.  “Perhaps  the  chief  value  of  col¬ 
lecting  is  that  it  arouses  so  keen  an  interest  in  the 
objects  collected,  that  research  and  study  concern¬ 
ing  them,  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
uninteresting  and  irksome  might  have  received 
little  or  no  attention,  becomes  an  attractive  recre¬ 
ation,  and  in  consequence  made  much  more  thor¬ 
ough  and  comprehensive.  A  prompt  reward  for 
the  expended  effort  is  a  greatly  increased  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  collected  objects.  Knowledge  gained 
through  an  absorbing  interest  in  the  things  to 
which  it  relates  is  fixed  far  more  firmly  in  the  mind 
than  if  acquired  with  no  such  incentive.  Nor  will 
the  impulse  toward  the  acquisition  of  knowledge, 
thus  given,  easily  exhaust  itself  as  it  will  be 
constantly  regenerated  by  the  discovery  of  new 
material.” 

As  B.  Max  Mehl  hit  his  stride,  more  about  him 
appeared  in  print.  In  1 905  he  shared  his  views  of 
numismatics,  prefacing  his  statement  as  follows: 
“As  a  hobby  or  diverting  pursuit,  the  collecting  of 
rare  coins  affords  more  pleasure  and  greater  inter¬ 
est  than  any  collectible  object.” 

In  the  early  years  many  people  gave  their 
comments  on  the  advantages  of  numismatics. 
Coin  collecting  was  coming  of  age,  and  writers 
outdid  each  other  in  their  endorsements.  “Hobbies 
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[such  as  coin  collecting]  help  one  to  forget  sorrow 
and  give  us  pleasure  in  the  present,”  editor  Heath 
wrote  in  1906.  “These  are  among  the  best  things 
in  life,  promoters  of  health,  peace  and  happiness.” 

Among  the  most  active  collectors  that  year  was 
John  A.  Beck,  a  Pittsburgh  industrialist,  who 
apparently  was  trying  to  corner  the  market  in  $50 
gold  pieces  of  various  types,  noting  that  his  collec¬ 
tion  had  56  such  “slugs,”  including  nine  Wass, 
Molitor  pieces  and  one  Kellogg  coin. 

As  luck  would  have  it  the  far- ranging  Farran 
Zerbe  was  in  San  Francisco  on  April  18,  1906 
during  the  fateful  earthquake.  Luckily  he  escaped, 
but  unfortunately  he  had  to  report  that  a  number 
of  important  collections  and  other  numismatic 
holdings  were  totally  destroyed  in  the  tremors  and 
the  resulting  conflagration.  In  the  same  year  it  was 
reported  in  the  pages  of  The  Numismatist  that  a 
record  $2, 1 63  had  been  paid  for  a  $5  gold  piece  of 
1822,  thereby  eclipsing  the  1804  silver  dollar  as 
the  most  valuable  American  coin.  “The  price 
surprised  coin  dealers  and  collectors,”  an  account 
noted. 

Among  the  important  numismatic  happenings 
in  1907  was  the  appearance  of  two  highly  ac¬ 
claimed  designs,  both  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens, 
America’s  pre-eminent  sculptor  at  the  time.  His 
Indian  $  1 0  gold  piece  and  his  spectacular  MCMVII 
High  Relief  $20  both  attracted  wide  admiration. 
The  new  $20  pieces  soon  became  popular  items 
for  speculation  and  the  price  soared  from  face 
value  to  $30,  a  50  percent  appreciation  in  a  matter 
of  days.  The  new  coins  lacked  the  customary 
motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,  which  had  been  omit¬ 
ted  at  the  request  of  President  Roosevelt.  The 
following  year  Congress  intervened  and  restored 
the  sentiment.  Created  at  the  personal  urging  of 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  the  Saint-Gaudens 
coins  launched  a  new  era  in  the  beauty  of  pieces 
made  for  circulation,  and  during  the  next  decade 
other  artists  from  the  private  sector  would  rede¬ 
sign  all  denominations  from  the  cent  upward. 

The  year  1 908  saw  the  passing  of  Dr.  George  F. 
Heath,  the  founder  of  the  ANA.  An  era  had  ended, 
but  Heath  would  have  been  pleased  to  know  that 
the  seed  he  so  carefully  planted  and  nourished 
would  outlive  him  and  go  on  to  heights  of  success 
which  he  never  dreamed  possible.  Farran  Zerbe, 
then  president  of  the  ANA,  made  a  private  trans¬ 
action  with  Heath’s  widow  and  personally  ac¬ 
quired  The  Numismatist,  much  to  the  dismay  of 
onlookers  who  felt  the  ANA  itself  should  have 
obtained  title.  As  it  turned  out,  while  Heath  for 
many  years  had  subsidized  the  magazine  and  had 


not  been  concerned  with  whether  it  was  profit¬ 
able,  Zerbe,  faced  with  continued  unprofitability, 
decided  he  had  made  an  error.  In  1911,  W.W.C. 
Wilson,  a  wealthy  Canadian  member,  purchased 
the  magazine  from  Zerbe  and  presented  it  to  the 
ANA  as  a  gift. 

Meanwhile,  conventions  continued  to  be  popu¬ 
lar.  The  1908  enclave  was  held  in  Philadelphia 
and  saw  an  average  attendance  of  about  30 
members  at  various  events.  Attracting  particular 
attention  at  the  gathering  was  Captain  John  W. 
Haseltine,  an  old-time  dealer,  who  regaled  listen¬ 
ers  with  stories  of  his  life  in  numismatics  and  his 
handling  of  many  great  rarities.  Henry  Chapman 
conducted  the  ANA  auction  sale,  which  saw  about 
75  people  in  attendance,  including  a  number  of 
Chapman’s  local  clients  who  were  not  members  of 
the  Association. 

Investment  continued  to  be  a  prime  appeal  of 
numismatics,  and  a  1908  article  noted  that  “col¬ 
lectors  are  increasing,  the  demand  for  U.S.  cents, 
half  dollars  and  gold  cannot  be  supplied  except  at 
advancing  prices,”  and  “the  buyers  of  real  fine 
coins  have  made  enormous  profits  in  the  past,  but 
we  venture  to  say  that  the  buyers  of  rare  speci¬ 
mens  today  will  realize  quadruple  the  investment 
inside  of  10  years.” 

Elder  vs.  Zerbe 

By  that  time  Thomas  L.  Elder  was  one  of 
America’s  leading  dealers.  He  and  Zerbe  were 
adversaries,  and  what  Zerbe  considered  to  be 
numismatic  merchandising,  Elder  considered  to 
be  misleading  advertising  and  exploitation.  The 
two  jousted  in  print,  with  the  situation  coming  to 
a  head  in  1909,  when  it  was  alleged  that  Zerbe 
had  rigged  election  results  by  padding  the  ANA 
membership  rolls  by  signing  up  “members”  who 
really  weren’t  interested  in  the  ANA.  Both  Zerbe 
and  Elder  continued  to  be  prominent  in  the  hobby 
for  decades  thereafter.  Soon  their  disputes  were 
either  forgotten  or  no  longer  found  their  way  into 
print. 

The  identity  of  “America’s  leading  numismatic 
dealer”  has  always  been  subject  to  multiple  claims, 
and  in  1909  a  contender  was  Henry  Chapman, 
who  pointed  out  that  he  had  sold  the  world’s 
highest  priced  coin,  a  Brasher  doubloon  for  $6,200 
and  had  captured  a  record  price  for  an  1 804  silver 
dollar,  $3,600.  In  the  same  year  it  was  revealed 
that  the  cent  was  being  redesigned  by  Victor  D. 
Brenner.  In  due  course  Lincoln  cents  appeared  in 
circulation  that  summer  and  were  enthusiastically 
received  by  the  public. 
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Howland  Wood,  a  prominent  numismatist  on 
the  scene,  presented  advice  for  beginning  collec¬ 
tors,  noting  that  at  the  beginning  a  coin  enthusiast 
should  not  plunge  in  quickly  and  buy  indiscrimi¬ 
nately.  Further:  “Don’t  try  to  collect  everything; 
you  will  never  catch  up  with  your  contract.  Also 
you  will  not  enjoy  what  you  have  ...  A  library 
goes  hand-in-hand  with  a  collection  of  coins.  It  is 
better  to  collect  a  few  series  and  know  your  subject 
than  to  attempt  to  collect  everything  and  think 
you  know  it  all  but  really  know  nothing.” 

In  the  May  1911  issue  of  The  Numismatist 
William  H.  Woodin,  who  years  later  would  be¬ 
come  secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  and  who  was  an  ardent  coin  collector,  told 
of  the  investment  appeal  of  the  hobby,  suggest¬ 
ing,  “Now,  there  are  just  as  many  opportunities  to 
the  careful  far-seeing  collector  today  as  [years 
ago] .  Take  the  line  of  mintmarks  on  United  States 
silver  coins.  See  how  they  have  advanced  in  value 
during  the  last  few  months,  and  yet  I  am  sure  a  few 
years  hence  present  values  will  seem  absurdly 
low.”  Woodin  went  on  to  state  that  scarce  gold 
coins  were  a  bargain,  and  that  die  varieties  offered 
an  unexplored  field  for  profit. 

In  the  same  issue  Edgar  H.  Adams,  America’s 
most  prominent  numismatic  scholar  at  the  time, 
announced  the  discovery  of  an  1 854-S  gold  quar¬ 
ter  eagle.  According  to  the  Mint  Report  of  1854 
some  246  quarter  eagles  were  struck  at  San 
Francisco,  but  it  was  believed  that  all  had  disap¬ 
peared.  Now  one  came  to  light.  Over  the  next 
several  decades  a  half  dozen  or  so  others  would  be 
discovered.  In  1912  Adams  would  be  named  as 
editor  of  The  Numismatist,  a  post  he  held  for  a 
regretfully  short  time.  During  this  era  Adams  was 
active  in  several  fronts  and  produced  standard 
reference  books  on  the  subject  of  territorial  gold 
coins  and  United  States  pattern  issues.  In  1912 
Congress  granted  the  American  Numismatic  As¬ 
sociation  a  federal  charter,  a  distinction  which  few 
other  organizations  had. 

In  January  1913  collectors  were  treated  to  the 
announcement  that  a  new  design  of  nickel  five- 
cent  piece  would  soon  be  issued.  In  due  course 
James  Earle  Fraser’s  Indian-“Buffalo”  design  made 
its  appearance  to  replace  the  Liberty  Head  style.  A 
commentary  in  The  Numismatist  criticized  the 
new  piece  and  suggested  that  Columbia  (Miss 
Liberty)  might  have  been  a  better  representation. 

Grading 

Edgar  H.  Adams  penned  a  few  paragraphs  on 
the  subject  of  grading,  noting  that  some  catalogu¬ 


ers  describe  a  coin’s  condition  as  it  appears  to  the 
unaided  eye,  while  some  buyers  judge  condition 
by  means  of  high  powered  magnification,  a  situ¬ 
ation  certainly  to  cause  conflict  of  opinion.  H.O. 
Granberg  in  February  1913  discussed  the  general 
topic  of  grading  and  noted  that  there  was  no 
consistency.  Adjectival  grading  standards  were 
proposed  to  include  the  grades  Poor,  Fair,  Good, 
Very  Good,  Fine,  Very  Fine,  Uncirculated,  and 
Proof.  It  was  suggested  that  these  could  be  further 
modified  by  such  words  as  “brilliant,”  “dull,” 
“tarnished,”  “fingermarked,”  “scratched,” 
“rubbed,"  etc.  In  other  words,  the  more  descrip¬ 
tion  that  could  be  given,  the  better  it  would  be  for 
everyone.  For  copper  coins  the  color  should  be 
described.  Further,  the  quality  of  striking  such  as 
“evenly  struck,”  “weak,”  or  “strong  impression” 
should  be  used  in  all  cases  in  which  such  are 
merited. 

Among  the  highlights  of  1914  was  an  exhibit 
staged  by  the  sister  organization  of  the  ANA,  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  in  New  York  City. 
Held  from  January  1 7th  through  February  18th, 
the  event  showcased  rarities  in  all  series,  includ¬ 
ing  multiple  examples  of  famous  classics. 

At  the  annual  convention  held  that  year  in 
Springfield,  Massachusetts  it  was  noted  that  579 
active  members  were  on  the  ANA  rolls. 

In  1915  dealer  Thomas  L.  Elder  reviewed 
American  numismatics  in  the  March  issue  of  The 
Numismatist ,  noting  in  part:  “There  are  perhaps 
several  thousand  coin  collectors  in  America.  Only 
a  few  of  these  are  numismatists  or  well-posted 
students  who  have  given  the  subject  serious 
study,  or  who  have  really  important  collections. 
Of  this  latter  group  there  are  surely  not  over  500. 
But  there  are  many  who  take  some  kind  of  an 
interest  in  coins  and  in  the  collecting  of  them. 
There  are  in  America  perhaps  25  persons  who 
advertise  themselves  as  coin  dealers.  Of  those 
who  deal  in  coins  and  medals  there  are  perhaps 
not  over  a  half  a  dozen  who  deal  exclusively  in 
coins.  There  are  several  millionaire  coin  concerns 
in  Europe,  but  all  of  these  combine  coins  and 
medals  with  either  jewelry,  gems,  antiques,  or  art 
objects.  There  are  at  present  several  collections  in 
America  worth  several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
each.  These  include  the  Brand,  Bement,  and 
Granberg  collections.  Mr.  Brand’s  is  likely  the 
most  important  of  all  and  includes  possibly  300,000 
coins,  worth  well  toward  a  million  dollars.” 

Elder  went  on  to  say  that  many  collectors  are 
guided  by  fads  and  popularity  of  the  moment,  and 
that  series  in  demand  in  one  era  fall  out  of  demand

in  another.  To  increase  interest  in  coin  collecting, 
Elder  suggested  that  a  pamphlet,  “setting  forth  the 
aims,  objects,  value  and  pleasures  of  coin  collect¬ 
ing,  with  considerable  reference  to  its  relation  to 
history,  art,  archaeology,  portraiture  and  her¬ 
aldry,”  should  be  created  and  distributed  widely 
free  of  charge.  Another  situation  addressed  by 
Elder  was  the  coin  designs,  particularly  the  Barber 
dime,  quarter,  and  half  dollar,  which  he  felt  were 
“almost  unparalleled  in  modern  issues  for  ugli¬ 
ness,  and  in  no  way  indicative  of  the  power  and 
progress  of  the  United  States.”  Further,  these 
particular  designs  “should  be  considered  unac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  smallest  islands  of  the  seas.”  Art 
and  sculpture  organizations  should  come  to  the 
fore  and  demand  a  change  in  coinage  he  sug¬ 
gested. 

Possibly  the  single  most  important  piece  of 
numismatic  news  in  1 9 1 5  was  the  appearance  of 
the  1 9 1 5-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi¬ 
tion  commemoratives,  a  set  containing  five  coins 
from  the  half  dollar  through  two  varieties  of  the 
$50  gold.  The  ANA  convention  that  year  was  held 
in  the  Exposition  city,  San  Francisco. 

New  Silver  Designs 

Among  news  for  the  year  1916  was  the  wel¬ 
come  announcement  that  the  dime,  quarter,  and 


half  dollar  would  be  redesigned.  Adolph  A. 
Weinman  created  what  would  become  known  as 
the  “Mercury”  dime  and  the  Liberty  Walking  half 
dollar,  while  Hermon  MacNeil  created  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Liberty  quarter.  “Collectors  will  await  with 
deep  interest  the  appearance  of  the  new  coins.” 
The  Numismatist  noted.  The  same  year  saw  the 
discontinuation  of  regular  Proof  coins,  a  suspen¬ 
sion  which  would  remain  in  effect  until  1936. 

In  1 9 1 7  and  1918  much  attention  was  paid  to 
the  World  War  in  Europe  and  its  effect  on  numis¬ 
matics,  primarily  through  the  disruption  of  Europe 
currencies  and  the  creation  by  Germany,  England, 
and  others  of  political,  commemorative,  and  other 
medals.  In  America  collectors  were  informed  that 
the  Pittman  silver  bill  had  been  signed  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Woodrow  Wilson  and  the  process  of  melting 
350  million  silver  dollars  was  taking  place.  The 
coins  were  not  missed,  and  in  1919  The  Numis¬ 
matist  commented:  “The  dollars  coined  since 
1878  have  not  been  popular  with  collectors,  com¬ 
pared  with  other  United  States  issues,  and  the 
number  in  the  hands  of  dealers  or  collectors  is 
probably  small.”  How  surprised  a  reader  of  1919 
would  be  to  learn  that  over  a  half  century  later  in 
the  1 990s  Morgan  dollars  would  be  right  at  the  top 
of  the  popularity  list! 

In  July  1919  Frank  G.  Duffield  began  the  first 
installment  of  an  article,  “A  Trial  List  of  the 
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Countermarked  Modem  Coins  of  the  World,  ”  which 
classified  counterstamps  placed  on  various  coin 
denominations.  Duffield  was  to  serve  over  two 
decades  as  editor  of  The  Numismatist ,  the  longest 
tenure  of  anyone  in  that  post. 

In  March  1920  Duffield  suggested  that  coins 
were  an  especially  good  investment,  for  the  cost  of 
living  had  risen  higher  than  the  value  of  coins  in 
proportion,  and  the  area  of  numismatics  was  long 
overdue  for  an  increase.  New  commemoratives 
were  coming  on  the  scene,  and  the  1920s  would 
see  several  varieties  of  gold  issues  plus  numerous 
silver  half  dollars.  Each  issue  was  discussed  at 
length  in  The  Numismatist,  with  collectors  prais¬ 
ing  or  condemning  it.  The  same  decade  saw  Moritz 
Wormser  serve  six  terms  as  president  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  the  longest 
time  anyone  ever  occupied  that  office.  At  the 
convention  held  in  Chicago,  Samuel  W.  Brown 
displayed  a  1913  Liberty  Head  nickel,  a  coin 
previously  unknown  to  numismatists.  Later  re¬ 
search  was  to  suggest  that  Brown  himself  had 
made  the  coins  when  he  was  employed  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  in  1913. 

In  1921  the  first  book  on  coin  investment  was 
published,  United  States  Coins  With  a  Good  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Future,  by  Theodore  J.  Venn,  a  Chi¬ 
cago  collector.  The  publisher  was  Norman  Shultz, 
a  dealer  who  was  just  beginning  his  career  and 
who  would  pursue  professional  numismatics  well 
into  the  1980s.  The  1921  Peace  silver  dollar, 
produced  as  the  result  of  a  suggestion  made  by  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  for  a  “peace” 
coin,  was  widely  admired. 

In  1 923  several  writers  were  prompted  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  state  of  the  hobby.  Thomas  L.  Elder 
stated  that  years  earlier  there  were  many  collec¬ 
tors  who  formed  large  cabinets,  but  now  most  had 
quit  collecting  and  had  not  been  replaced  by  new 
buyers.  Dealer  Julius  Guttag  suggested  that  one 
problem  was  that  “years  ago  the  dealer  gave  freely 
of  his  knowledge  and  endeavored  to  educate  the 
new  collector  as  much  as  possible,”  whereas 
“today  many  dealers  make  it  their  aim  to  keep  the 
collector  uninformed.”  Very  few  dealers  had  any 
interest  in  publishing  books,  Guttag  further  noted. 

In  1 923  Wayte  Raymond  paid  about  $  1 00,000 
for  the  James  W.  Ellsworth  Collection,  the  highest 
figure  ever  paid  for  an  American  coin  holding. 
Financing  was  provided  in  part  by  John  Work 
Garrett,  Baltimore  numismatist,  who  was  given 
first  choice  of  items  he  needed  from  the  vast 
holding. 


A  Challenge  by  Elder 

The  November  1 924  issue  of  The  Numismatist 
contained  a  challenge  to  the  hobby  from  Thomas 
L.  Elder,  who  suggested  that  present  day  collec¬ 
tors  should  “prepare  and  pave  the  way  for  those 
numismatists  who  are  yet  to  come,  for  those  who 
shall  take  our  places  in  collecting.”  To  do  this, 
more  books  should  be  published  on  the  subject  of 
American  numismatics  and  attention  should  be 
paid  to  certain  series  which  had  been  neglected  up 
to  that  point.  Once  again  it  was  suggested  that 
young  people  today  are  the  important  collectors  of 
tomorrow. 

In  the  meantime  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  was  continuing  to  grow,  and  mem¬ 
bership  was  close  to  the  1,000  mark.  The  rela¬ 
tively  new  entertainment  medium  of  radio  was 
sweeping  the  nation,  and  in  February  1925  ANA 
President  Moritz  Wormser  broadcast  an  address 
on  coin  collecting.  It  was  well  received,  and  before 
long  numerous  other  numismatists  were  heard  on 
the  airwaves.  In  the  same  year  several  new  vari¬ 
eties  of  commemorative  half  dollars  were  issued 
including  the  California  Diamond  Jubilee,  Fort 
Vancouver  Centennial,  and  Stone  Mountain  Me¬ 
morial.  Discussions  of  these  and  other 
commemoratives  occupied  many  paragraphs  of 
print.  In  general  numismatists  felt  that  such  issues 
should  be  released  in  moderation  and  at  a  cost 
affordable  to  all.  Any  unsold  pieces  should  be 
melted,  instead  of  being  wholesaled  at  a  discount. 
Finding  coins  in  circulation  was  becoming  a  popu¬ 
lar  pastime,  and  occasionally  collectors  would 
write  to  the  editor  of  The  Numismatist  to  tell  of 
scarce  items  retrieved  from  pocket  change.  In 
1926  Will  W.  Neil  related  that  he  had  found  a 
complete  set  of  dates  and  mints  of  silver  dollars 
from  1878  to  1904  and  the  best  part  of  a  second 
set,  the  latter  complete  except  for  a  1903-0, 
“which  is  a  tough  fellow  to  find.  ”  He  noted  that  he 
had  personally  examined  the  fantastic  quantity  of 
over  five  million  coins. 

Although  gold  $2.50  pieces  were  produced  in 
the  1 920s  they  were  scarce  in  banks,  and  by  1 928 
common  dates  were  being  advertised  for  $3.75 
each.  It  was  a  popular  pastime  for  tellers  to  snatch 
from  circulation  any  that  were  presented  over  the 
counter.  Half  dollars,  while  not  trading  at  a  pre¬ 
mium,  were  infrequently  seen  in  circulation,  lead¬ 
ing  Frank  Duffield  to  suggest  that  perhaps  in  the 
future  they  would  be  used  only  for  commemora¬ 
tive  purposes  and  that  the  highest  circulating 
silver  denomination  would  be  the  quarter.  As  it 
turned  out,  half  dollars  were  to  reappear  in  quan- 
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tity  in  circulation  in  the  1 930s  and  remain  popular 
until  the  1960s,  after  which  time  they  were  once 
again  infrequently  seen. 

The  year  1928  saw  the  production  of  the 
Hawaiian  Sesquicentennial  commemorative  half 
dollar,  minted  to  the  extent  of  just  10,008  pieces. 
Shortly  after  the  initial  announcement,  all  avail¬ 
able  supplies  were  distributed.  Certain  commemo¬ 
rative  issues  were  getting  bad  press,  a  situation 
spearheaded  by  the  Oregon  Trail  half  dollars  is¬ 
sued  by  an  organization  in  New  York  City,  distant 
from  the  real  Oregon  Trail  which  led  through  the 
American  Northwest.  First  produced  in  1926, 
Oregon  Trail  half  dollars  were  again  made  in 
1928,  although  there  was  no  demand  for  them. 
Undaunted,  the  issuers  kept  producing  them 
through  the  year  1939,  much  to  the  consternation 
of  numismatists  who  were  forced  to  buy  repetitive 
issues  in  order  to  keep  their  collections  complete. 
As  more  types  of  commemoratives  were  issued  by 
various  commissions  around  the  United  States, 
interest  in  commemoratives  grew,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  decade  such  coins  were  a  popular  collecting 
specialty  with  many. 

In  the  late  1920s  M.L.  Beistle,  a  Pennsylvania 
manufacturer  of  boxes  and  other  cardboard  goods, 
produced  a  series  of  album  pages  with  holes  faced 
with  celluloid  slides.  In  due  course  these  were 
licensed  to  the  Scott  Stamp  &  Coin  Company  and 
to  Wayte  Raymond,  who  by  1930  had  on  the 
market  a  series  of  popular  albums  in  loose-leaf 
format.  This  would  furnish  great  impetus  to  col¬ 
lecting  modern  series  by  date  and  mintmark  se¬ 
quence.  Whereas  in  1926  all  Proof  Liberty  nickels 
were  worth  about  25  to  30  cents  each,  regardless 
of  date  (a  rare  1 885  cost  no  more  than  a  relatively 
common  date  of  the  1 900s) ,  by  the  end  of  the 
1 930s  such  scarce  dates  as  1 885  and  1 886  would 
sell  for  multiples  of  common  date  levels.  Scarce 
Indian  cents,  Lincoln  cents,  “Mercury”  dimes,  and 
other  series  multiplied  in  value.  Joining  these 
albums  in  the  1930s  were  the  so-called  “penny 
boards”  produced  by  Whitman,  a  line  eventually 
expanded  to  include  many  different  series.  Up  to 
this  time  there  had  been  no  regularly  published 
guide  to  coin  values.  The  Standard  Catalogue  oj 
United  States  Coins,  by  Wayte  Raymond,  was 
launched  in  1934  and  was  published  at  regular 
intervals  thereafter,  to  be  joined  in  1941  by 
Whitman’s  Handbook  of  US.  Coins  (a  guide  to 
dealers’  buying  prices)  and  in  1946  by  the  im¬ 
mensely  popular  Guide  Book  oj  United  States 
Coins ,  also  by  Whitman.  The  latter  two  books 
were  compiled  by  Richard  S.  Yeoman. 


Although  the  1 930s  were  unfortunate  ones  on 
the  national  economic  scene  in  America,  coin 
collecting  prospered,  and  in  1936  it  actually  hit  a 
peak,  a  situation  caused  by  a  proliferation  of 
commemorative  half  dollar  varieties  produced  that 
year.  By  the  end  of  the  decade  the  old  order  of 
dealers  had  changed,  and  names  such  as  Lyman 
H.  Low,  Henry  and  S.  Hudson  Chapman,  and 
William  Hesslein  had  been  replaced  by  new  names 
including  Kosoff,  Stack,  Bebee,  and  New  Nether¬ 
lands  Coin  Company.  B.  Max  Mehl  spent  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  annually  on  adver¬ 
tising  in  the  1930s,  selling  for  $1  a  book  which 
suggested  that  rare  coins  such  as  1913  Liberty 
Head  nickels,  1894-S  dimes,  etc.  could  be  found 
in  pocket  change,  thereby  providing  funds  to  pay 
off  the  mortgage  on  the  ranch  or  to  send  a  child  to 
college.  The  ANA  lauded  Mehl  for  all  he  was  doing 
to  promote  the  hobby.  Mehl  remained  active  until 
his- death  in  1957,  by  which  time  he  had  been  in 
business  for  53  years. 

Collectors  and  Collections 

The  decade  of  the  1930s  also  saw  the  Buffalo 
nickel  replaced  by  the  Jefferson  design  (in  1938) 
and  the  Standing  Liberty  quarter  replaced  in  1 932 
by  the  Washington  motif.  The  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  was  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  collectors  and 
issued  mimeographed  price  lists  of  current  coins  as 
well  as  issues  dating  back  one  or  two  decades.  For 
example,  in  1932  one  could  order  the  following 
items,  among  others,  for  face  value  plus  a  han¬ 
dling  charge:  1907-D  $5,  1914-D  $5,  1925-D 
$20,  1926-D  $20,  1927-D  $20  (a  coin  which 
would  be  worth  several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
by  the  1 990s!) ,  1 93 1  and  1 932  Philadelphia  Mint 
$20  pieces,  1926-S,  1927-S,  and  1931-S  $20 
pieces,  and  more.  The  estate  of  Virgil  Brand,  who 
had  died  in  1 926,  was  being  dispersed  by  his  two 
brothers,  and  vast  quantities  of  legendary  rarities 
came  on  the  market.  In  the  meantime  another 
collector  was  becoming  known  for  amassing  quan¬ 
tities  of  rare  coins,  Colonel  E.H.R.  Green,  who 
among  other  things  acquired  all  five  known  1913 
Liberty  Head  nickels.  Green  collected  actively  in 
the  1 920s  and  1 930s  until  his  death  in  1 936,  after 
which  his  material  came  on  the  market  through  a 
series  of  private  transactions. 

The  great  commemorative  boom  of  1 935- 1 936 
probably  doubled  or  tripled  the  number  of  people 
interested  in  coin  collecting.  The  market  for  such 
coins  came  to  a  screeching  halt  in  the  summer  of 
the  latter  year,  and  prices  slumped.  However,  the 
coin  market  as  a  whole  did  well  as  collectors 
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shifted  their  interest  to  other  series.  Buffalo  nick¬ 
els,  Lincoln  cents,  gold  coins,  and  other  series  hit 
new  highs. 

From  1910  through  1935  the  membership 
roster  of  the  ANA  increased  by  775  names,  an 
average  of  3 1  per  year.  Then  in  one  single  year, 
1935  to  1936,  the  roster  jumped  by  465  names. 
By  the  end  of  1 937  the  total  membership  stood  at 
2,577,  a  record  high.  The  annual  ANA  conven¬ 
tions  were  becoming  very  elaborate  affairs,  often 
with  films,  stage  shows,  and  other  entertainment, 
combined  with  the  reading  of  numismatic  papers 
and  the  conducting  of  auction  sales.  Contempo¬ 
rary  reports  indicate  that  just  about  everyone  had 
a  dandy  time.  Camaraderie  was  the  order  of  the 
day,  and  although  buying  and  selling  took  place, 
more  of  interest  were  such  things  as  the  sharing  of 
new  discoveries,  the  discussion  of  coin  types  and 
varieties,  and  other  artistic,  historical,  and  numis¬ 
matic  pursuits. 

Prominent  on  the  numismatic  scene  in  the 
1 930s  was  Harry  X  Boosel,  who  at  one  time  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  was  the 
Washington  correspondent  for  the  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  magazine.  His  interest  and  participa¬ 
tion  in  numismatics  was  to  continue  into  the 
1990s,  ranking  him  as  the  dean  of  past  ANA 
officers. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  decade  of  the  1 940s 
America  was  preoccupied  with  World  War  II. 
Many  numismatists  set  their  coins  aside  and 
donned  uniforms  to  serve  in  Europe,  the  Pacific, 
and  other  theaters  of  combat.  Those  who  re¬ 
mained  on  the  home  front  saw  coin  collecting 
continue  its  activity,  then  in  1 943  take  a  big  jump 
forward  as  a  wave  of  investment  enthusiasm 
swept  the  hobby.  It  was  a  time  of  monetary 
inflation,  goods  and  services  were  scarce,  and 
coins  represented  an  area  in  which  to  spend 
money.  Values  of  certain  issues  doubled  and 
tripled,  and  by  1945  the  price  structure  of  Indian 
cents,  Buffalo  nickels,  Proof  coins,  and  other 
issues  bore  scant  resemblance  to  the  levels  of  just 
a  decade  earlier. 

A  number  of  important  collections  came  on  the 
market,  including  the  Dunham,  Boyd,  Flanagan, 
and  Bell  holdings. 

In  the  meantime  Baltimore  banker  Louis 
Eliasberg  embarked  on  a  project  which  no  one  had 
ever  attempted  before:  to  obtain  one  of  each  and 
every  date  and  mintmark  of  United  States  coin 
from  the  half  cent  to  $20  gold.  By  1 950  his  search 
was  complete.  A  generous  man,  Eliasberg  exhib¬ 
ited  his  collection  widely  and  responded  to  inquir¬

ies  from  collectors  and  the  public. 

Growth  of  the  ANA 

The  American  Numismatic  Association  contin¬ 
ued  to  grow.  New  names  took  the  place  of  old  ones 
both  on  the  collector  and  dealer  fronts.  Enthusi¬ 
asm  was  the  order  of  the  day,  and  every  so  often 
some  would  send  a  “how  I  started  collecting” 
article  to  the  editor  of  The  Numismatist ,  who 
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published  it  for  all  to  read.  Die  varieties  were 
studied  with  particular  care,  and  a  special  focus 
was  placed  on  large  cents  of  the  1 793-1857  era. 
During  the  decade  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  and 
Howard  N.  Newcomb  each  complied  references, 
Sheldon  on  cents  1793-1814  and  Newcomb  on 
cents  1816-1957  (no  cents  were  coined  in  the 
year  1815).  This  trend  did  not  please  Frank 
Duffield,  who  had  written  earlier  that  “consider¬ 
able  eyesight  and  much  valuable  time  had  been 
spent  in  ferreting  out  some  minute  die  break  or 
irregularity  in  our  standard  coinage,"  and  that 
“with  the  same  patience  and  care  other  more 
commendable  achievements  may  be  attained.” 
Duffield  notwithstanding,  interest  in  die  varieties 
increased  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Among  the  rarities  coming  on  the  market  in  the 
1940s  were  several  specimens  of  the  double  eagle 
of  1933,  one  of  which  was  advertised  for  sale  in 
the  February  1 94 1  issue  of  The  Numismatist.  The 
government  took  the  position  that  none  had  been 
officially  released  and  set  about  confiscating  the 
examples  it  could  find.  The  government  took 
action  on  other  fronts  as  well,  especially  with 
regard  to  citizens  and  coin  dealers  owning  gold 
coins,  which  had  been  restricted  following  a  dec¬ 
laration  by  President  Franklin  Roosevelt  in  1 933. 
Convicted  of  the  “crime”  of  holding  gold  coins 
without  the  proper  permit  was  well-liked  and 
respected  San  Francisco  dealer  Hugo  Landecker, 
58  years  old,  the  father  of  five  children,  who  was 
sentenced  to  two  years  in  jail.  Not  able  to  face  this 
humiliation,  Landecker  poisoned  himself,  a  loss  to 
everyone  concerned. 

Over  the  years  there  had  been  very  little  liaison 
between  collectors  and  the  government,  and  from 
time  to  time  the  numismatic  fraternity  was  ha¬ 
rassed  by  government  agents  seeking  to  confis¬ 
cate  all  United  States  pattern  coins  (atone  time  the 
government  took  the  position  they  were  illegal; 
this  position  was  later  rescinded) ,  all  Confederate 
States  of  America  paper  money  notes  (at  one  time 
the  government  said  that  as  heir  to  the  Confed¬ 
eracy,  it  had  the  right  to  seize  all  notes;  this  too 
was  rescinded) ,  1 933  double  eagles,  gold  coins  of 
various  types,  etc. 

A  new  buyer  was  prominent  on  the  market  in 
the  1940s,  His  Majesty  Farouk  II,  king  of  Egypt. 
Using  funds  from  the  royal  Egyptian  treasury 
Farouk  went  on  a  buying  spree  and  acquired  vast 
collections  in  different  series,  including  coins, 
stamps,  art,  and  even  pornography.  A  military 
junta  forced  him  into  exile  in  the  early  1 950s,  after 
which  his  collection  was  disbursed  at  auction.  By 


that  time  he  had  held  an  honorary  membership  in 
the  American  Numismatic  Association  for  nearly 
ten  years.  In  America  his  main  suppliers  were 
Hans  M.F.  Schulman,  Robert  Friedberg,  Abe  Kosoff, 
and  Abner  Kreisberg.  Several  of  these  individuals 
attended  the  Farouk  auction  and  were  able  to  buy 
back  at  lesser  prices  many  items  sold  to  the  king 
earlier.  Among  collectors  attending  the  Farouk 
sale  were  Honorable  and  Mrs.  R.  Henry  Norweb, 
who  were  well  on  their  way  to  acquiring  one  of  the 
finest  holdings  of  United  States  and  Canadian 
coins  ever  gathered. 

While  most  members  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  collected  coins,  no  specialty 
was  too  obscure  to  attract  interest.  Some  areas  had 
many  followers,  such  as  the  field  of  currency. 
Obsolete  paper  money,  foreign  issues,  federal 
notes,  and  other  paper  money  formed  the  subject 
of  countless  articles  and  news  notes.  In  1941  it 
was  announced  that  the  currency  collection  of 
Albert  A.  Grinnell,  a  Detroit,  Michigan  owner  of  a 
chain  of  music  stores,  was  to  come  on  the  market 
through  dealer  Barney  Bluestone.  In  his  own  way, 
Grinnell  was  to  currency  what  Virgil  Brand  was  to 
coins — he  had  virtually  everything.  As  collectors 
such  as  Grinnell  faded  from  view,  new  enthusiasts 
including  William  Philpott  and  Amon  Carter,  Jr. 
took  their  place.  Robert  Friedberg’ s  book,  Paper 
Money  of  the  United  States,  first  issued  in  the 
1950s,  provided  a  standard  pricing  reference  and 
further  increased  interest. 

Medals  formed  another  area  of  specialty  which 
was  the  subject  of  numerous  articles,  news  notes, 
and  features.  Indeed,  the  pages  of  The  Numisma¬ 
tist  devoted  more  space  to  medals  than  they  did  to 
20th  century  United  States  coins,  simply  because 
each  medal  had  its  own  story  to  tell,  whereas 
varieties  of  Lincoln  cents,  for  example,  were  apt  to 
differ  from  each  other  only  by  date  and  mintmark. 
Transportation  tokens,  Civil  War  tokens,  Hard 
Times  tokens,  and  merchants’  cards  formed  still 
other  specialties,  while  the  tokens  and  medals  of 
George  Washington,  political  medals,  “money” 
used  in  William  Jennings  Bryan’s  presidential 
campaigns  of  1896  and  1900,  and  numerous 
other  byways  of  numismatics  each  had  their 
devotees.  In  due  course  a  number  of  specialized 
societies  and  organizations  would  be  formed  to 
further  knowledge  in  such  specialties. 

The  decade  of  the  1940s  saw  several  signifi¬ 
cant  changes  in  American  coinage.  The  composi¬ 
tion  of  the  Lincoln  cent  changed  several  times, 
most  notably  in  1 943  when  zinc-coated  steel  was 
employed  for  a  year.  Nickel  went  to  war  in  1 942, 
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and  Jefferson  five-cent  pieces  were  made  of  a 
silver  alloy. 

The  topic  of  coin  grading  continued  to  make  the 
news,  and  in  1 94  7  Burton  H.  Saxton  decried  what 
he  called  “twilight  zones  of  classification”  such  as 
Poor,  Fair,  About  Good,  Good,  Very  Good,  About 
Fine,  About  Very  Fine,  Very  Fine  Plus,  Good  Very 
Fine,  About  Extremely  Fine,  About  Uncirculated, 
Uncirculated,  Brilliant  Proof,  etc.  Fie  suggested 
that  a  very  basic  system  would  be  entirely  ad¬ 
equate  and  could  consist  simply  of  these  bench¬ 
marks:  Good,  Very  Good,  Fine,  Very  Fine,  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine,  Uncirculated,  and  Proof.  As  it  turned 
out,  grading  would  become  more  complex,  not 
simpler,  and  as  years  went  by  and  as  coin  values 
increased,  more  and  more  gradations  were  added. 
In  1949  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  devised  a  market 
system  for  large  cents  which  involved  assigning 
numbers  from  1  through  70  to  coin  grades,  1 
being  worn  nearly  smooth  or  Basal  State  and  70 
being  absolutely  perfect.  Sheldon’s  scheme  was 
that  the  grade  of  a  coin  if  multiplied  by  a  value 
notation  for  a  given  large  cent  (known  as  basal 
values;  a  scarce  large  cent  had  a  higher  basal 
value  than  a  common  one)  would  yield  the  market 
price. 

This  system  worked  for  two  or  three  years  and 
then  fell  apart.  Flowever,  numbers  had  a  special 
appeal  for  the  scientific  minded  as  they  seemed  to 
imply  precision  in  an  area  which  was  otherwise 
subjective,  so  rather  than  discarding  the  Sheldon 
numbers  they  were  expanded  to  include  series 
from  tokens  to  Morgan  silver  dollars.  Eventually 
in  the  late  1970s  the  American  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation  itself  adopted  a  numerical  grading  system 
based  on  the  Sheldon  concept.  By  the  mid-1980s 
it  had  been  enlarged  to  include  1 1  different  minute 
variations  in  the  Uncirculated  classification  alone, 
numbers  such  as  MS-60,  MS-61,  MS-62,  MS-63 
continuously  through  MS- 70. 

The  grading  remained  a  bugbear  and  to  this  day 
has  not  been  resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  every¬ 
one.  The  more  that  is  said  about  grading  in  print, 
the  more  there  seems  to  be  yet  to  say.  It  is  a  subject 
in  which  anyone  can  be  an  expert  and  have  an 
opinion. 

Numismatic  Periodicals 

For  many  years  The  Numismatist  stood  as  the 
most  popular  monthly  journal.  In  1935  the  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Scrapbook  was  founded  by  Lee  F.  Hewitt, 
a  Chicago  printer,  and  by  the  1 940s  it  had  grown 
to  a  circulation  exceeding  that  of  the  official  ANA 
publication.  In  1952  Chet  Krause  oflola,  Wiscon¬ 


sin  launched  Numismatic  News  on  a  biweekly 
basis.  This  tabloid-sized  newspaper  became  very 
popular  and  did  its  part  to  broaden  interest  in  the 
hobby.  In  1960  Coin  World  was  born,  the  first 
weekly  publication.  It  was  an  immediate  success, 
and  within  a  few  years  the  circulation  had  climbed 
to  over  150,000,  an  amazing  figure.  In  1963  the 
Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  made  its  debut  as  an 
arbiter  of  market  values.  These  and  other  periodi¬ 
cals  reached  wide  audiences  and  helped  fan  the 
flames  of  numismatic  interest. 

The  market  continued  to  rise  after  World  War  II 
had  ended,  but  by  1948-1949  it  paused  to  catch 
up  with  itself.  A  slump  ensued,  ANA  membership 
growth  ceased,  and  dealers  for  the  first  time  within 
memory  had  more  coins  than  they  had  customers 
for  them.  As  it  turned  out,  the  dip  was  but  short¬ 
lived,  and  by  the  early  1950s  growth  resumed, 
this  time  with  a  vigor  not  heretofore  known.  Proof 
sets  had  been  minted  from  1936  through  1942 
and  had  been  discontinued  in  the  latter  year  due 
to  the  war  effort.  Now  in  1 950  they  were  available 
once  again,  and  interest  was  intense.  By  1 952  the 
price  of  a  1950  set,  issued  for  $2.10,  had  multi¬ 
plied  several  times,  and  the  Mint  found  itself 
deluged  with  more  orders  than  it  could  handle. 

Coins  as  an  investment  medium  caught  on  like 
wildfire,  and  before  long  thousands  of  people  were 
buying  Proof  sets,  bank-wrapped  rolls  of  coins, 
and  other  pieces  they  knew  nothing  about,  except 
that  they  were  a  sure-fire  way  to  make  money. 
Still,  investment  played  a  back  seat  to  numismat¬ 
ics  in  general,  and  most  coin  buyers  of  the  1950s 
decade  were  collectors.  The  ANA  resumed  its 
growth,  and  Lewis  M.  Reagan,  general  secretary 
of  the  ANA,  handled  most  business  and  other 
matters  of  the  Association  as  presidents,  vice 
presidents  and  board  members  came  and  went. 
Reagan  literally  carried  the  ANA  in  his  briefcase 
when  he  left  his  home  town  of  Wichita,  Kansas. 
Occupying  the  president’s  chair  during  the  decade 
were  M.  Vernon  Sheldon,  Joseph  Moss,  J.  Hewitt 
ludd,  Leonel  C.  Panosh,  and  Admiral  Oscar  H. 
Dodson,  to  be  followed  in  the  next  decade  by  C.C. 
(“Tim”)  Shroyer,  P.K.  Anderson,  Matt  Rothert, 
Arthur  Sipe,  and  Herbert  M.  Bergen.  By  this  time 
presidents  served  a  two-year  term  and  could  not 
be  reelected.  In  1971  John  J.  Pittman  was  elected 
president,  followed  by  the  first  woman  to  occupy 
that  office,  Virginia  Culver,  after  which  Virgil 
Hancock,  Grover  C.  Criswell,  George  D.  Hatie, 
Adna  G.  Wilde,  and  Q.  David  Bowers  served  in  the 
post.  Then  followed  Florence  Schook,  Stephen 
Taylor,  Kenneth  Hallenbeck,  and  the  current  presi- 
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dent-elect,  Edward  Rochette. 

To  continue  the  thread  of  commentary  from  the 
1950s,  by  1956  investing  in  Proof  sets  had  be¬ 
come  so  popular  that  Cincinnati  dealer  Sol  Kaplan 
initiated  a  bid  and  ask  system  on  a  chalk  board  at 
conventions.  Now  for  the  first  time  in  numismatic 
history  the  price  of  a  coin  could  change  in  a  matter 
of  minutes!  Coins  were  indeed  a  good  investment, 
and  just  about  anyone  who  took  the  plunge  in 
1950  found  his  or  her  investment  multiplied 
many  times  in  value  by  1960. 

The  20-year  span  from  1960  to  1 980  was  one 
of  the  most  important  in  the  annals  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Association.  The  market  changed 
dramatically,  the  very  essence  of  numismatics 
was  redefined  by  many,  and  the  Association  itself 
came  to  occupy  a  permanent  home. 

In  1960  two  things  happened  to  affect  coins 
and  the  collecting  of  them  on  the  American  scene. 
Coin  World,  the  first  weekly  newspaper,  was 
launched  and,  as  noted,  within  a  few  years  had 
climbed  from  zero  circulation  to  over  1 50,000.  For 
the  first  time  prices  were  available  in  print  on  a 
weekly  basis.  Soon  Numismatic  News  began  a 
weekly  publication  schedule  as  well. 

In  the  same  year,  1960,  the  Philadelphia  and 
Denver  mint  produced  cents  with  small  dates  and 
large  dates.  The  Small  Date  Philadelphia  coins 
became  very  valuable,  and  a  $50  bag  of  them 
jumped  in  value  to  over  $12,000!  News  of  the 
bonanza  was  carried  nationwide  by  various  me¬ 
dia,  and  citizens  everywhere  looked  at  their  change 
and  went  to  their  banks  to  obtain  these  golden 
pennies  in  the  hope  of  literally  making  a  fortune 
overnight.  Many  indeed  found  what  they  were 
seeking.  This  spurred  a  renewed  interest  in  bank- 
wrapped  rolls,  and  before  long  bid  and  ask  prices 
for  rolls  were  posted  by  many  dealers  as  well  as 
the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter.  An  investment  me¬ 
dium  similar  to  the  stock  market  was  envisioned. 

In  Houston,  Texas  a  group  of  physicians  pooled 
their  resources  and  announced  that  no  deal  was 
too  large  for  them  to  buy.  In  Indiana  another  group 
of  investors  did  likewise.  Rolls  doubled  and  tripled 
in  value.  In  the  meantime  traditional  collecting  of 
older  coins  such  as  large  cents,  early  silver  dollars, 
Liberty  Seated  coins,  and  the  like  was  generally 
ignored,  especially  by  newcomers  who  were 
dazzled  by  the  allure  of  quick  profits.  A  bellwether 
of  the  market  was  the  1950-D  nickel,  a  $2  roll  of 
which  was  worth  over  $  1 ,200  by  1 964 !  Then  the 
market  crashed,  not  all  at  once,  but  over  a  period 
of  months.  By  1966  few  people  would  even  look 
at  rolls  or  Proof  sets.  They  were  an  anathema,  and 


no  one  wanted  them.  The  prices  of  colonials,  large 
cents,  half  cents,  early  silver,  and  other  United 
States  coins  which  had  not  participated  in  the 
market  boom  were  less  affected  by  the  market 
slump,  but  still  there  was  a  general  malaise. 

Despite  market  conditions  in  the  mid-1960s, 
the  American  Numismatic  Association,  largely 
with  the  help  of  the  Professional  Numismatists 
Guild,  was  able  to  raise  funds  from  dealers  and 
others  to  finance  the  construction  of  ANA  Head¬ 
quarters.  At  first  several  sites  were  considered, 
then  the  selection  was  narrowed  down  to  Omaha, 
Nebraska  and  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  with 
the  latter  finally  selected.  An  attractive  one-story 
Headquarters  structure  of  steel  and  concrete  was 
erected  on  a  site  leased  on  the  campus  of  Colorado 
College  for  $  1  per  year.  For  the  first  time  the  affairs 
of  the  ANA  could  be  conducted  under  one  roof. 

Before  many  years  had  turned  on  the  calendar, 
the  -ANA  outgrew  its  space,  and  a  second  floor 
addition  was  built.  The  library,  services  to  clubs, 
publication  of  The  Numismatist,  and  other  affairs 
were  concentrated  in  a  single  spot,  which  resulted 
in  increased  efficiency  and  more  services.  Much  of 
the  credit  for  the  success  goes  to  Edward  C. 
Rochette,  formerly  of  Numismatic  News,  who 
came  to  Colorado  Springs  to  be  executive  director 
of  the  ANA,  a  post  he  held  for  many  years 
thereafter. 

The  1970s 

Beginning  in  the  late  1960s  the  market  awoke, 
picked  up  momentum,  and  by  the  early  1970s 
investment  was  once  again  a  catchword.  The 
market  progressed  onward  and  upward  until  1973, 
when  the  prices  of  gold  coins  in  particular  hit  a 
snag.  Then  followed  a  quiet  era  through  about 
1 9  76 .  In  1 9  7  7  the  market  began  to  surge  forward 
again,  and  this  time  it  knew  no  limits.  Numerous 
new  firms  were  formed  to  capitalize  on  coin 
investment,  countless  predictions  were  made,  and 
prophecies  became  self-fulfilling.  Helping  matters 
was  a  nationwide,  indeed  worldwide,  speculation 
in  the  price  of  silver  and  gold  bullion. 

As  the  1970s  drew  to  a  close,  numerous  coins 
had  increased  in  value  five  to  ten  times  or  more 
their  worth  a  decade  earlier.  Silver  bullion  flirted 
with  the  $50  per  ounce  level,  and  gold  bullion 
went  over  $800  per  ounce.  Predictions  were  aplenty 
that  gold  would  soon  be  at  $2,000  per  ounce, 
$3,000  or  even  $4,000. 

In  the  meantime  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  continued  its  growth.  In  1 9  7 7  a  book, 
Official  ANA  Grading  Standardsjor  United  States 
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Coins,  was  created  by  Abe  Kosoff  and  Kenneth 
Bressett,  with  an  introduction  by  Q.  David  Bow¬ 
ers.  Modifying  the  old  Sheldon  system  of  num¬ 
bers,  the  new  guide  treated  all  coins  from  half 
cents  to  double  eagles  and  gave  descriptions  of 
various  grade  levels.  Not  long  thereafter  the  ANA 
Certification  Service  (AN ACS)  began  grading  coins 
for  a  fee.  Packages  containing  coins  poured  into 
ANA  Headquarters,  and  soon  the  Association  had 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  profit  in  its 
coffers.  By  the  end  of  the  1970s  the  figure  was  in 
the  millions. 

While  investment  interest  multiplied,  numis¬ 
matic  interest  didn’t,  and  for  a  period  of  a  decade 
or  so  the  membership  of  the  ANA  remained  around 
30,000.  Coin  investors,  it  seemed,  were  not  par¬ 
ticularly  interested  in  learning  about  the  art,  his¬ 
tory  and  romance  of  coins.  All  that  mattered  was 
the  price.  In  April  1980  the  market  came  to  a 
screeching  halt,  values  dropped,  and  investors 
rubbed  their  heads  in  bewilderment.  The  price  of 
gold  and  silver  bullion  plummeted,  and  there  was 
great  consternation. 

The  1980s 

As  investors  retreated  during  the  early  1980s, 
collecting  interest  increased  in  such  series  as 
Liberty  Seated  coins,  Capped  Bust  coinage, 
colonials,  half  cents  and  large  cents— traditional 
numismatic  items.  While  the  Garrett  Collection 
auction  sale  did  spectacularly  well  during  the 
active  market  of  1 9  79  and  1980  and  even  during 
the  slump  year  of  1 98 1 ,  the  Eliasberg  Collection  of 
U.S.  Gold  Coins  also  did  well  during  a  low  point  in 
the  market  in  1982,  proving  that  high  quality 
numismatic  items  and  rarities  do  not  go  out  of 
style.  Indeed,  certain  records  set  in  the  Garrett  and 
Eliasberg  auction  sales  have  not  been  equaled  to 
the  present  day. 

The  scene  remained  relatively  quiet  through 
the  early  1980s,  until  midpoint  in  the  decade 
when  investment  again  became  a  watchword. 
Numerous  new  investment  firms  arose,  and  be¬ 
fore  long  coin  advertisements  were  appearing  in 
the  Wall  Street  Journal,  airline  magazines,  finan¬ 
cial  digests,  and  just  about  everywhere  else.  Many 
companies  pledged  to  sell  only  AN  A-certified  coins, 
bringing  even  more  money  into  the  ANA’S  till. 

To  help  with  the  ANA  Certification  Service  the 
ANA  enlisted  the  talents  of  Kenneth  E.  Bressett,  a 
long-term  numismatist  who  had  succeeded  Rich¬ 
ard  S.  Yeoman  as  editor  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins. 

In  1 986  the  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service 


was  launched  in  California  by  a  group  of  dealers, 
to  be  followed  in  1987  by  the  Numismatic  Guar¬ 
anty  Corporation.  These  services  sonically  en¬ 
cased  coins  in  plastic  “slabs”  and  identified  them 
with  a  numerical  grade  such  as  MS-6 1 ,  MS-63,  or 
MS-65 .  It  was  asserted  that  at  long  last  coins  could 
be  permanently  encapsulated  with  a  grade  so 
accurate  that  they  could  be  bought,  sold  and 
traded  without  even  looking  at  them.  Vast  new 
markets  were  envisioned,  including  Wall  Street 
investors  who  would  be  able  to  buy  and  sell  such 
things  much  as  common  stocks. 

Indeed,  Wall  Street  became  interested,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  decade  a  number  of  coin  investment 
funds  were  either  in  the  works  or  had  been 
launched,  with  the  best  known  being  that  floated 
by  Kidder,  Peabody  and  Company,  the  American 
Rare  Coin  Fund  Limited  Partnership. 

The  1990s 

The  market  ran  out  of  steam  in  spring  1990, 
dreams  of  profits  evaporated,  and  the  market  saw 
a  decline.  The  situation  was  quite  familiar  to  those 
who  had  experienced  the  market  breaks  of  1965 
and  1980,  but  it  was  new  to  many  fresh-faced 
investors  who  thought  that  coins  could  only  go 
up. 

In  the  meantime,  like  the  refrain  of  an  old 
familiar  song,  the  market  for  colonials,  half  cents, 
large  cents,  and  traditional  numismatic  items  re¬ 
mained  strong,  for  they  did  not  participate  in  the 
investment  boom  to  begin  with.  History  repeats 
itself,  as  is  well  known. 

The  1 99 1  centennial  year  saw  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  standing  at  a  new  high  in 
stature,  accomplishments  and  services.  Indeed, 
over  20  different  facilities  were  made  available  to 
its  constituency,  ranging  from  mail-order  numis¬ 
matic  learning  courses,  to  borrowing  books  by 
mail,  to  conducting  seminars,  to  authenticating 
coins  for  a  fee.  If  the  ANA  was  not  all  things  to  all 
people,  it  came  quite  close. 

When  Dr.  George  F.  Heath  founded  the  ANA  in 
1 98 1  he  could  never  have  envisioned  that  tens  of 
thousands  of  members  all  over  the  world  would 
look  to  the  ANA  for  leadership  and  direction. 

Now  in  1 99 1  with  1 00  fruitful  and  very  inter¬ 
esting  years  behind  us,  we  look  forward  to  the 
bicentennial  in  209 1 ,  with,  we  know,  a  new  cast 
of  collectors,  dealers,  popularity  trends,  and  ANA 
services.  Perhaps  it  will  be  vastly  different  from 
what  we  know  today  in  1991,  but  we  hope  that 
traditional  numismatics  will  still  be  the  key  ele¬ 
ment.

Full  denomination  and  date,  most  peripheral  letters  softly  struck  up,  as  made. 
Pleasing,  semi-oval  flan.  Intermediate  reverse  date,  numerous  rust  pits  visible 
in  the  center,  within  the  beaded  border.

Finer  than  the  Noe  plate  coin,  long  believed  to  be  the  finest  known  speci¬ 
men  of  this  state  of  the  dies.  Obverse  off  center  toward  its  base,  leaving 
a  wide  border  at  the  top,  but  affecting  only  the  very  tops  of  NM.  This  ob¬ 
verse  off  centering  is  typical  of  the  variety  and  is  seen  as  well  on  the  Noe 
plate  coin,  for  example.  Sharp  and  perfectly  formed  tree  and  inner  beaded 
border.  Other  letters  of  the  legend  sharp  and  well  struck  (save  for  the  lowest 
four,  which  were  softly  struck  due  to  the  miscentering) .  Perfectly  centered 
and  struck  reverse,  with  all  letters  sharp.  Lovely,  light  gray  and  iridescent 
blue,  with  faint  golden  highlights.  Undoubtedly,  the  finest  known  of  this 
variety. 

From  our  sale  of  the  Norweb  Collection,  October  1987,  Lot  1185;  earlier, 
purchased  privately  from  Henry  Chapman  before  1913. 

Slightly  earlier  states  of  these  dies  than  pictured  in  Noe’s  reference,  but  not  early  enough  to  create 
a  new  intermediate  state. 

Four  specimens  of  this  variety  definitely  traced  by  us:  this  coin,  ex  Norweb;  the  Noe  plate  coin- 
sold  in  New  Netherlands  60th  Sale,  Lot  206,  now  in  an  important  eastern  collection;  ANS  Collec¬ 
tion;  New  England  Collection.  None  in  the  great  sales  of  Massachusetts  silver  coins  lately  missing 
from  the  Roper,  Picker,  MHS  (1970),  and  Steams  sales.

Planchet  chipped  at  base  of  obverse,  two  digs 
in  the  centers  of  both  sides.  Light  silver  gray  overall.  Full  tree  and  root  struc¬ 
ture,  most  obverse  letters  fully  legible.  Full  denomination  and  date,  most 
reverse  letters,  similarly,  fully  legible.  Clear  “S”  bend  in  the  flan,  a  result 
of  the  manufacturing  process,  and  not  a  so-called  “witch  piece.” 

The  "S"  bend  visible  on  the  flan  of  this  piece,  with  the  clear  elongation  of  the  letters  HV  and 
the  denticles  at  the  top  of  the  obverse,  strongly  suggests  the  use  of  rocker  dies.  This  observation 
has  been  made  before,  most  notably  in  our  cataloguing  of  the  outstanding  Norweb  Collection  of 
Massachusetts  silver  coins.  More  recently,  it  has  been  the  focus  of  a  paper  delivered  at  the  1991 
ANS  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference,  by  Richard  Doty,  a  numismatic  curator  on  the  staff  of 
the  National  Numismatic  Collection  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution.

Medium 
thick  flan.  Rarity-7-,  the  first  we  have  handled  since  Norweb:1227.  At¬ 
tractive,  deep  tan  on  a  somewhat  glossy  planchet,  with  smooth  surfaces. 
Obverse  slightly  off  center  toward  the  lower  left,  but  this  is  typical  of  the 
London  Elephant  token.  Small  rim  dent  at  4:30  on  obverse;  couple  of  faint 
staple  scratches  on  reverse.  Otherwise,  a  nice  example  of  a  rare  and  very 
infrequently  offered  variety. 

The  London  Elephant  tokens,  and  their  later,  related  Carolina  and  New  England  cousins,  have 
long  been  ascribed  to  the  "Royal  African  Company,"  but  this  is  erroneous.  The  "Royal  African 
Company' '  seems  never  to  have  made  a  profit  for  its  stockholders,  and  in  fact,  its  monopoly  on 
the  trade  to  the  west  coast  of  Africa  was  subverted  by  its  own  directors,  who  traded  independently 
of  the  company,  to  their  own  personal  profit.  A  few  short  years  after  its  founding,  the  company's 
possessions  in  Vtfest  Africa  were  lost  to  the  Dutch,  who  diverted  trade  to  their  own  East  India  Com¬ 
pany.  During  this  short-lived  business  venture,  the  chief  imports  from  West  Africa  shipped  in  bot¬ 
toms  owned  or  controlled  by  the  company  were  slaves,  ivory,  hides,  and  wax. 

It  has  been  supposed  that  the  copper  used  to  create  the  planchets  for  the  Elephant  tokens  of 
all  varieties  had  been  obtained  in  Wfest  Africa,  and  was  coined  at  the  Royal  Mint  for  use  by  the 
"Royal  African  Company.”  The  parallel  of  the  Elephant  and  Castle  marked  silver  and  gold  coins 
of  the  late  17th  century  has  been  suggested,  but  recent  research  proposes  that  the  bullion  sources 
for  the  silver  and  gold  coins  so  marked  was  either  Spanish  or  English  in  origin,  and  not  African. 
As  for  copper,  underwater  archaeological  excavation  of  European  wrecks  dating  to  the  1672-1694 
period  found  off  the  west  coast  of  Africa  has  yielded  copper  ingots,  which  upon  analysis,  have  proven 
to  be  of  English  origin.  Indeed,  it  appears  that  at  this  time  the  preponderant  flow  of  commerce 
in  copper  was  from  England  to  Africa,  and  not  the  other  way  around. 

Thken  altogether,  the  unstable  financial  position  of  the  company,  the  inexact  parallel  of  the  Ele¬ 
phant  and  Castle  marked  gold  and  silver  coins,  and  the  now  established  direction  of  the  copper 
trade  to  west  Africa,  all  show  that  it  is  highly  improbable  that  the  “Royal  African  Company"  had 
anything  to  do,  whatsoever,  with  the  Elephant  tokens  popularly  attributed  to  it.

The  obverse  is  the  same  die  as  Norweb:3561,  made  to  resemble  a  Fugio 
hub,  bearing  just  the  completed  sundial  and  sunface  above.  Legends  and 
date  were  not  added  to  the  die  at  this  stage.  The  reverse  is  essentially  the 
same  as  the  Norweb  coin’s,  save  that  it  is  in  a  later  state  of  finishing.  On 
Newman  reverse  BB,  an  All-Seeing  Eye  has  been  added  in  the  center,  within 
the  circle  inscribed  AMERICAN  CONGRESS.

Damon  Douglas  believed  that  his  obverse  99  and  reverse  YY  were  fabrications,  a  conclusion  deli¬ 
cately  suggested  by  the  editors  of  The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  in  their  comment  to  Crosby's 
announcement  of  the  discovery  of  the  trial  piece  from  an  original  Fugio  hub  (Norweb:3512).  In 
Volume  36  (January  1902),  p.  80,  the  editors  of  The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  noted: 
...  the  silver  and  brass  examples  of  a  copper  coin  which  appeared  in  Mr.  Bushnell's 
Collection,  some  30  years  ago;  when  these  were  offered  in  the  auction  room,  the  well- 
remembered  reticence  of  their  former  owner  as  to  the  source  from  which  he  obtained  them, 
after  an  obscurity  of  over  half  a  century,  seemed  to  cloud  their  authenticity  in  the  eyes 
of  buyers,  some  of  whom  remembered  certain  unique  "Hard  Times  tokens"  and  the  "Good 
Samaritan  Shilling' '  in  the  same  cabinet.  .  .  Eds.

J.  Chalmers,  an  Annapolis,  Maryland  silversmith,  struck  his  own  coins  in  1783  ostensibly  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  sound  circulating  medium  in  contradistinction  to  the  cut.  plugged,  and  counterstamped  Spanish 
silver  fractions  then  in  circulation  in  the  area.  However,  nondestructive  elemental  analysis  by  specific 
gravity  techniques  has  shown  that  Chalmers  issues  were  considerably  lower  in  fineness  than  the 
Spanish  silver  which  served  as  their  bullion.  Apparently,  Chalmers  lowered  the  fineness  in  his  coins, 
although  their  weights  were  sound,  to  provide  a  profit  margin  for  his  operation.

In  his  The  Early  Coins  of  America,  Sylvester  S.  Crosby  states 
regarding  the  Myddelton  token  that  “in  beauty  of  design  and  execution, 
these  tokens  are  unsurpassed  by  any  piece  issued  for  American  circulation.” 


The  Myddelton  token  dated  1796  was  struck  in  Boulton  and  Watt’s  Soho  Mint,  intended  for  distri¬ 
bution  by  Philip  Parry  Price  Myddelton,  an  entrepreneur  who  owned  a  large  amount  of  land  in  Ken¬ 
tucky  and  who  advertised  in  England  for  settlers  to  populate  it.  The  venture  was  never  completed. 
The  tokens,  said  to  have  been  engraved  by  Conrad  Kuchler,  the  author  of  the  famous  Washington 
"Seasons”  medals,  probably  never  circulated. 

The  obverse  bears  a  representation  of  Britannia  presenting  two  infants  to  Kentucky,  who  carries 
a  staff  surmounted  by  a  liberty  cap.  Behind  her  is  a  cornucopia,  while  before  is  a  victory  wreath 
surrounding  a  young  tree.  The  reverse  depicts  Britannia  downcast  and  dejected,  her  spear  reversed. 
At  her  feet  lie  fallen  scales  of  justice,  fasces  surmounted  by  a  liberty  cap,  and  the  hUt  of  a  broken 
sword.

Rarity-4.  VF-20/30.  Stripped  and  sulphur  darkened,  a  candidate  for  judi¬ 
cious  retoning  following  the  instructions  described  by  Dr.  William  H.  Shel¬ 
don  in  his  Penny  Whimsy.  Early  state  of  the  obverse,  the  forked  breaks  very 
faint  and  rim  crumbling  below  lowest  curls  of  hair.  Both  surfaces  microscop¬ 
ically  porous,  yet  considerable  detail  visible  in  Liberty’s  hair  strands.  Re¬ 
verse  typically  much  sharper  and  of  a  higher  grade  than  obverse,  as  al¬ 
ways  found  on  this  type.  This  is  a  very  popular  type  coin,  with  periods 
added  after  the  words  LIBERTY  and  the  date  on  the  obverse,  with  full 
AMERICA  reverse  inscription.  The  Periods  variety  Chain  cent  is  the  second 
rarest  of  the  collectible  varieties  of  the  type. 

When  the  Chain  cent  variety  was  released  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  itu  obverse  and  reverse  de¬ 
signs  met  with  almost  universal  condemnation.  Contemporary  newspaper  accounts  noted  that  Liberty’s 
appearance  suggested  either  a  disheveled,  wild-eyed  "radical,”  or  a  wind-blown  female  not  at  all 
in  keeping  with  the  expected  appearance  of  the  goddess  of  Liberty.  The  reverse,  with  its  interlocked 
chain  of  13  links,  was  taken  as  more  representative  of  a  symbol  of  slavery  than  of  liberty.  That 
the  reverse  type  harkens  back  to  the  interlocked  rings  used  as  reverse  types  on  the  Fugio  cents. 
1776  Continental  Currency  coinage,  and  the  earlier  fractional  Continental  Currency  paper  issues  seems 
to  have  been  forgotten  by  contemporaries.  The  near  universal  opprobrium  resulted  in  a  quick  re¬ 
verse  change,  with  the  wreath  type  introduced  later  in  the  year.  This  was  followed  almost  immedi¬ 
ately  by  a  redesign  of  the  obverse,  which  rearranged  Liberty's  hair  into  more  sedately  tumbling 
serried  locks,  and  added  a  liberty  cap  and  pole  behind  her  head,  to  strengthen  the  association  with 
liberty. 


It  can  be  argued  that  one  is  most  free  when  one  is  fighting  for  one's  freedom,  and  in  the  years 
immediately  following  its  attainment.  This  observation  can  be  argued  to  pertain  to  both  the  political 
and  cultural  life  of  a  people  and  a  nation.  Once  a  revolution  has  been  successfully  waged  and  "free¬ 
dom"  newly  won,  political  and  social  institutions  need  either  to  be  created  or  renovated,  to  govern 
in  an  orderly  fashion  the  intercourse  of  peoples  and  their  daily  lives.  It  is  axiomatic,  therefore,  that 
any  institutions  created  to  order  and  regulate  life  necessarily  constrain  the  individual's  liberty  and 
freedom  of  action. 

With  these  comments  in  mind,  the  iconography  of  the  early-date  large  cents  may  be  illustrative. 
The  first  year  of  issue,  1793,  showed  Miss  Liberty  with  freely  streaming  hair,  being  completely  un¬ 
bound,  free  to  follow  the  wind.  By  1794  Liberty's  hair  was  more  restrained  in  a  carefully  delineated 
rank  of  curls,  whose  ends,  nevertheless,  seem  to  be  streaming  free  behind  her  head.  By  1796,  Liberty’s 
hair  was  partially  bound  behind  her  head,  perhaps,  in  the  current  context,  symbolic  of  the  social 
restraint  being  imposed  upon  the  life  of  the  nation  by  the  newly  created  republican  institutions  of 
government.  By  1808,  with  the  introduction  of  the  Classic  Head  type,  Liberty's  hair  is  more  con¬ 
strained,  her  head  now  being  girded  by  a  fillet,  and  her  curls  are  much  more  restrained  in  the  way 
they  tumble  down  behind  her  shoulder.  The  Matron  Head  cent  obverse  type,  introduced  in  1816, 
now  shows  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet,  and  her  hair  behind  tied  into  a  bun.  Only  two  or  three  curls 
now  tumble  freely  back  behind  her  head.  The  Young  Head  type  of  1835-1857  not  only  shows  Liberty's 
hair  restrained  by  a  coronet,  but  the  bun  behind  is  tied  in  a  series  of  cords.  Those  few  curls  that 
stream  down  behind  her  neck  are  much  tighter  and  confined. 

Of  course,  this  essay  is  purely  subjective  and  represents  the  opinions  only  of  the  present  cata¬ 
loguer.  Nevertheless  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  social  institutions  in  the  new  republic  of  the 
United  States  grow  and  mature,  there  is  a  definite  progression  in  the  obverse  type  of  the  large  cent 
from  the  unrestrained  wildness  of  1793  to  the  sedate  and  unimaginative  type  of  the  final  years 
of  the  denomination.

146  1856  Flying  Eagle.  Proof-63.  An  exceptional  specimen,  with  highly  at¬ 
tractive  fiery  orange  reverse  color,  pleasing  pale  golden  brown  obverse. 
Sharply  struck.  Brightly  reflective  surfaces  which  are  nearly  wholly  mark 
free.  A  beautiful  piece  that  will  highlight  any  collection. 

Many  changes  occurred  in  coinage  design  a  decade  or  so  prior  to  the  Civil  War.  The  half  cent 
and  large  cent  issues  were  discontinued.  The  large  copper  cent  was  replaced  by  smaller  diameter 
coins  of  copper-nickel  content. 

Eary  in  the  1850s,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  began  experimenting  with  different  coin  formats,  in¬ 
cluding  an  alloy  consisting  of  88  parts  copper  and  12  parts  nickel  and  a  planchet  diameter  of  just 
19  millimeters.  Many  patterns  were  prepared-the  most  notable  being  the  Flying  Eagle  patterns 
of  1854  and  1855  struck  on  smaller  planchets  than  those  in  current  use.  The  obverse  motif  of 
the  flying  eagle  was  adopted  from  Christian  Gobrecht's  design  first  used  on  silver  dollars  in  1836. 

By  1856  the  Mint  had  decided  to  incorporate  James  Barton  Longacre's  adaptation  of  Gobrecht's 
Flying  Eagle  motif  in  a  horizontal  position  (as  opposed  to  the  flying  upward  position  originally  seen 
on  the  1836  silver  dollar)  and  the  agricultural  wreath  reverse  design  borrowed  from  Longacre's 
$1  and  $3  gold  coin  designs  of  1854.  The  wreath  of  cotton,  com,  wheat  and  tobacco  encloses 
the  words  ONE  CENT. 

in  order  to  acquaint  influential  parties  with  the  new-format  design,  approximately  600  pieces 
were  struck  and  distributed  among  congressmen,  newspaper  editors,  and  others  of  public  impor¬ 
tance.  In  addition,  a  few  Proofs  were  struck  for  collectors. 

Walter  Breen  notes  in  his  reference,  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  that 
by  early  February  1857  over  634  pieces  had  been  distributed  in  this  manner,  with  a  couple  of 
the  pieces  going  to  the  Mint  Cabinet  Collection. 

Although  no  one  can  determine  how  many  so-called  "original"  pieces  were  struck  in  1856.  as 
opposed  to  1857,  many  believe  that  between  600  and  1,000  were  actually  struck  in  1856. 

it  was  recognized  that  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  was  a  valuable  commodity-as  specimens  were 
selling  for  $2  apiece  in  1859.  It  was  during  this  same  time  that  certain  Mint  officials  were  secretly 
striking  such  diverse  items  as  half  cents  from  the  1840s,  as  well  as  the  rare  1804  silver  dollar. 
It  is  believed  that  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  was  also  restruck  during  the  early  1860s  to  meet 
demand  for  the  issue.  It  is  estimated  that  between  1,000  and  1,500  pieces  were  struck  for  this 
purpose. 

The  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  remains  today  as  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  early  American  coin 
rarities.

147  1856  Flying  Eagle.  Proof-63  (NGC).  A  second  example  of  this  popular, 
low-mintage  issue.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  deep  golden  brown.  The 
Proof  surface  is  somewhat  subdued  beneath  the  toning.  One  or  two  minor 
darker  toning  spots  are  noted  for  accuracy’s  sake.  A  second  opportunity 
to  acquire  a  high-grade  example  of  this  extremely  popular  issue.

148  1856  Flying  Eagle  error.  VF-30.  Unique,  the  only  one  known  to  us. 
Quite  possibly  the  first  small  cent  error!  Broad  struck,  20.2mm  as  opposed 
to  the  expected  19.0mm  diameter.  Struck  between  misaligned  dies,  the 
obverse  slightly  off  center  above  the  planchet,  creating  what  appears  to 
be  an  off-center  strike,  the  reverse  die  properly  positioned,  however.  Clear 
signs  of  double  striking  on  the  reverse,  together  with  a  small  area  of  taper 
at  about  1 :00.  No  signs  of  double  striking  on  the  obverse.  This  exceeding¬ 
ly  important  coin  will  be  a  showpiece  in  the  collection  of  an  advanced  cent 
or  Mint  error  collector.

Veiy 
rare  in  Mint  State. 


150  1858  Flying  Eagle.  Small  Letters.  MS-64,  superb.  Brilliant,  glossy, 
and  attractively  lustrous.  Typical  strike  on  the  reverse.  A  few  small  dark 
toning  spots  can  be  seen  above  the  eagle’s  left  wing  on  the  obverse.  The 
1858  Small  Letters  variety  is  usually  distinguished  from  its  Large  Letters 
counterpart,  as  the  A  and  M  in  AMERICA  are  fully  separated  on  the  Small 
Letters  variety,  but  joined  on  the  Large  Letters  type. 


151  1 859  MS-65.  A  superb  example  of  this  one-year  only  type,  with  the  laurel 
wreath  reverse.  The  obverse  and  reverse  show  fully  unbroken  mint  lustre 
cartwheels.  The  color  is  an  attractive  light  golden  brown.  Two  small  ton¬ 
ing  spots  are  noted  beside  CA  on  the  obverse.  Here  is  an  important  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  small  cent  enthusiast  to  acquire  an  extremely  high-grade  speci¬ 
men  of  this  one-year  type. 


152  1861  MS-65  (NGC).  A  beautiful  example  of  the  lowest-mintage  Civil  War 
era  issue.

The  first  United  States  silver  coin 
made  for  general  circulation.

In  popular  numismatic  mythology  George  Washington  provided  the  bullion  for  the  1 792  half  disme 
from  his  own  silver  table  service  and  a  grateful  nation  honored  his  contribution  by  modelling  the 
head  of  Liberty  on  the  piece  after  Martha  Washington's  own  portrait.  This  is  an  amusing  story 
and  is  probably  incorrect.  Washington  strongly  objected  to  his  portrait  appearing  on  our  nation's 
coinage  as  being  "too  monarchical."  and  would  certainly  have  objected  to  the  use  of  his  spouse’s 
portrait  on  American  coinage.

Walter  Breen  located  a  document  dated  April  9,  1884,  in  which  |.R.  McClintock,  a  Treasury  offi¬ 
cial.  remembered  that  Adam  Eckfeldt  had  told  him  in  conversation  that  day  that  General  Washing¬ 
ton  deposited  bullion  worth  $100  and  requested  that  this  amount  of  half  dismes  be  struck  from 
it.  So,  the  association  of  the  first  president  with  the  silver  half  disme  is  almost  certainly  proven 
even  if  not  in  the  popularly  believed  fashion. 

If  we  accept  McClintock's  recollection  of  Eckfeldt's  own  memory  of  the  circumstances,  then  be¬ 
tween  1 ,500  and  2,000  silver  half  dismes  were  minted.  Dr.  judd  estimated  that  between  200  and 
500  pieces  were  known  to  survive;  Don  Taxay’s  research  led  him  to  place  the  number  known 
between  30  and  75;  today,  we  feel  that  Dr.  Judd's  estimate  is  probably  closer  to  the  fact.  Most 
specimens  are  known  well  worn,  indicating  extensive  use  in  circulation.

That  the  silver  half  disme  was  intended  for  circulation  and  was  not,  strictly,  a  pattern,  seems 
certain  based  upon  a  reference  to  it  in  Washington’s  fourth  annual  address  give  on  November  6, 
1792.  Speaking  of  the  national  coinage,  then  a  subject  of  debate  in  Congress,  Washington  said, 
"There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  dismes;  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circula¬ 
tion  calling  the  first  attention  to  them." 

President  Washington's  reference  in  his  November  6,  1792,  address  served  to  date  the  striking 
of  these  pieces  to  before  that  date,  giving  them,  perhaps,  pride  of  place  in  the  series  of  coins  struck 
by  Mint  personnel.  While  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  required  that  the  Mint  officials  post  surety 
bonds  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  we  know  that  David  Rittenhouse  wrote  to  Washington  on 
July  9,  1792,  asking  the  president's  permission  to  begin  a  small  issue  of  silver  coins,  and  in  a  letter 
of  August  15.  1793,  Thomas  Jefferson  wrote  to  Washington  to  say  that  Albion  Cox,  chief  assayer, 
had  been  engaged  in  Mint  business  despite  the  fact  that  he  had  been  unable  to  post  a  surety  bond. 
The  surety  bond  amounts  were  reduced  on  March  3,  1794  by  Act  of  Congress,  but  it  is  clear  that 
the  nicety  of  the  law  did  not  seem  to  satnd  in  the  way  of  the  coining  of  the  1792  half  dismes.

Based  upon  designs  by  Gilbert  Stu¬ 
art,  the  strongly  republican  spirit  found  in  Scot's  rendition  of  Liberty  on  the  obverse  was  altered 
to  reflect  a  more  aesthetic  style.  On  Stuart's  redesign,  Liberty's  hair  was  shown  bound  by  a  rib¬ 
bon,  with  only  the  lowest  curls  flowing  freely.  In  addition,  her  portrait  was  extended  to  include 
the  bustline,  draped  in  the  style  we  call  "Empire."  The  reverse  design  was  subtly  altered,  with 
the  right  arm  of  the  wreath  encircling  the  eagle  changed  from  olive  to  palm  leaves.

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  an  attractive  rich 
silver  gray  in  the  center,  while  the  peripheries  are  delicately  toned  in  light 
golden  yellow  and  pale  blue.  Somewhat  softly  struck  at  the  top  of  the 
reverse,  the  position  on  the  die  opposite  one  of  the  higher  points  of  the 
reverse.

277  1802  V-l.  VG-10.  Light  silver  gray  on  both  sides.  Coin  slightly  warped 
at  the  top  of  the  obverse,  leaving  a  “bend”  mark  behind.  Other  planchet 
marks  consistent  with  the  grade.  Obverse  much  sharper  than  reverse,  as 
usually  seen.  Typical  obverse  peripheral  damage,  particularly  from  7:00 
to  10:00  mirrored  on  the  reverse.  Very  scarce,  the  rarest  date  in  the 
series;  probably  about  45  or  so  specimens  of  the  1802  half  dime  are  known 
to  survive  in  any  condition.  The  vast  majority  of  this  number,  about  32, 
grade  VG  or  lower.  As  a  measure  of  its  rarity,  this  is  the  first  1802  half 
dime  we  have  handled  in  many,  many  years.  The  exceptional  Norweb  Col¬ 
lection,  which  contained  outstanding  Condition  Census  early  half  dimes, 
lacked  a  specimen  of  the  1802!  Here  is  a  prize  for  its  new  owner,  and  one 
of  the  most  important  single  coins  in  the  present  gala  offering  of  American 
numismatic  rarities.

Here  is  the  authoritative  Walter  Breen  on  the  subject  of  the  1802  half  dime: 

The  most  famous  date  in  the  half  dime  series  is  1802.  When  the  first  specimen  was  recorded 
in  1863,  only  three  could  be  traced  (all  much  worn),  respectively  in  the  W.A.  Lilliendahl,  John 

F.  McCoy,  and  Joseph  J.  Mickley  collections.  Twenty  years  later,  when  the  early  variety  specialist 
Harold  P.  Newlin  sent  his  monograph  (1883)  to  press,  only  16  1802s  were  known.  In  1935,  James 

G.  Macallister  (coin  dealer  and  cataloguer  associated  with  the  illustrious  Wayte  Raymond)  debunked 
the  "16  known"  figure,  claiming  that  he  could  trace  35,  mostly  in  the  Poor  to  VG  range.  Nobody 
has  attempted  a  more  recent  comprehensive  head  count,  but  the  probable  number  is  somewhere 
between  35  and  45.  Of  these,  none  rates  Unc,  only  two  approach  AU,  five  more  are  EF  or  there¬ 
abouts,  four  others  VF,  and  the  other  two  to  three  dozen  are  in  low  grades.

280  1833  V-7.  MS-63.  Pleasingly  struck,  with  all  obverse  stars  showing  full 
central  detail.  Light  golden  brown  across  two-thirds  of  the  obverse,  pale 
gray-blue  toning  on  the  balance;  reverse  nearly  evenly  divided  between 
pale  gray -blue  and  light  champagne. 


279  1829  V-3.  MS-65  (NGC).  A  gorgeous,  glittering  and  beautifully  toned 
gem  specimen!  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  both  toned  in  rich  pale  golden 
brown,  which  are  evenly  distributed  across  both  sides.  The  fields  are  lightly 
reflective,  almost  semiprooflike.  Only  one  other  has  recently  been  graded 
by  NGC  higher  than  the  presently  offered  specimen.  Very  popular  issue 
with  collectors,  as  1829  was  the  first  year  the  denomination  had  been  struck 
since  1805.  A  lovely  example  for  the  advanced  collector. 

When  reintroduced  in  1829,  the  designs  on  both  sides  of  the  half  dime  had  been  revised.  As 
drawn  by  William  Kneass,  the  obverse  showed  a  very  typical  mid-  19th  century  matron,  facing 
left,  wearing  the  cap  of  liberty.  The  reverse  bore  a  somewhat  heraldic  style  eagle,  and  our  coun¬ 
try's  motto  had  been  placed  in  the  field  above  the  eagle's  head.  The  biggest  change  in  the  overall 
design  was  the  indication  of  the  coin’s  denomination,  5  C,  beneath  the  eagle.  Prior  to  1829,  the 
half  dime  bore  no  mark  indicating  its  value. 


284  1854  With  Arrows  at  Date.  MS-65  (NGC).  Gem,  according  to  April 
1991  NGC  Population  Census ,  no  other  example  had  been  graded  higher 
than  the  present  piece.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  light  silver  gray  with 
traces  of  pale  champagne  toning.  A  small  toning  spot  can  be  seen  above 
the  left  arrow  on  the  obverse.  Here  is  an  important  opportunity  for  the  half 
dime  specialist  to  acquire  one  of  the  highest  graded  certified  examples  of 
this  issue.

VF-35  to  EF-40,  exceptionally  high  grade  for  the  vari¬ 
ety.  Rarity-4.  The  celebrated  Norweb  specimen,  Lot  313,  was  graded  VF-20. 
The  majority  of  this  variety  are  found  in  grades  lower  than  VF.  Better  strike 
than  often  seen,  particularly  on  the  obverse;  reverse  typically  soft  in  stars 
to  upper  right  and  clouds  nearby.  Light  silver  gray  on  both  sides,  with  a 
small  area  of  darker  toning  just  above  the  date.  Small  rim  imperfection  on 
reverse  at  about  3:00.  Popular  issue,  not  only  is  it  the  last  year  of  type 
and  the  last  year  the  denomination  was  struck  until  1829,  but  also  be¬ 
cause  of  its  absolute  rarity.

The  reverse  is  mostly  silver  gray,  with  an 
area  of  rich  golden  brown  at  the  top.  A  small  toning  spot  on  liberty's  right 
thigh,  and  another  on  the  reverse  by  the  rim  at  7:00  will  serve  to  hallmark 
this  piece. 
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292  1862  Proof-63.  A  glittering  example,  with  beautiful  silver  gray  and  golden 
brown  toning.

It  is  a  wonder  that  any  Proofs 
were  struck  for  collectors  at  the  U.S.  Mint  in  1862,  as  the  nation  faced 
its  greatest  challenge  to  unity,  and  one  would  have  assumed  that  Mint 
and  government  officials  would  be  more  concerned  with  war  preparations 
than  with  delicacies  for  collectors. 


293  1868  Proof-62.  Rare  date;  only  600  Proofs  were  struck  from  a  total  min¬ 
tage  of  89,200.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  attractively  toned  in  silver 
gray  while  the  peripheries  show  a  darker  charcoal  gray  color  scheme.

There  is  a  small  rim  imperfection  be¬ 
side  the  final  star  on  the  obverse,  noted  for  accuracy’s  sake.  Otherwise, 
this  is  a  very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  issue,  one  made  more  desirable 
by  its  high  grade.

Sharp¬ 
ly  struck,  with  all  stars  showing  frill  detail,  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  curls  individu¬ 
ally  outlined,  and  the  eagle’s  talons  nicely  segmented.  Both  surfaces  are 
lightly  reflective.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  issue,  in  the  perfect  states 
of  both  dies.

In  fact, 
according  to  the  April  1991  NGC  Population  Census,  only  two  1833  dimes 
of  all  varieties  had  been  graded  higher  than  the  presently  offered  speci¬ 
men.  This  piece  is  an  attractive,  rich  silver  gray  on  both  sides,  with  areas 
of  deep  golden  brown  and  faint  blue  toning,  primarily  around  the  base  of 
the  reverse  rim.  A  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  most  fastidious  collector 
to  acquire  an  outstanding  condition  specimen.

Certainly  a  presentation 
strike.  Coined  from  the  same  dies,  in  the  same  die  states,  and  with  identi¬ 
cal  patches  of  roughness  on  both  sides  as  Norweb:447,  a  Proof  strike  from 
these  dies.  Ths  example  has  reflective  surfaces,  with  “flash”  visible  with¬ 
in  the  shield  lines,  exactly  as  the  Norweb  Proof.  Identical  areas  of  rim  rough¬ 
ness  on  the  obverse  above  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  stars.  Beautifully  toned 
in  pale  silver  gray,  iridescent  blue,  and  champagne.  A  notable  specimen 
of  this  issue,  made  more  important  by  its  possible  Proof  status. 

As  we  noted  when  we  catalogued  the  Norweb  Proof,  "It  is  difficult  to  explain  the  lack  of  polish¬ 
ing  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  piece.  It  is  unlike  the  Mint,  even  at  this  period,  to  have 
allowed  a  planchet  intended  for  a  Proof  strike  to  pass  incompletely  polished.  Unrecorded  die  break 
on  the  obverse,  running  from  the  rim  through  the  top  of  the  heavy  fold  on  Liberty's  cap,  bifurcat¬ 
ing  halfway  through  the  cap,  the  upper  arm  extending  downward  to  the  second  fold  above  the 
band,  the  lower  arm  extending  through  the  top  of  T  on  the  band,  the  center  of  Y,  and  disappearing 
into  the  upper  curl.  Very  plain  doubling  over  much  of  the  reverse,  particularly  noticeable  in  the 
letters  of  STATES  OF  and  the  denomination." 


300  1837  Draped  Bust.  MS-62/64.  Lustrous  and  untoned.  Small  rim  imper¬ 
fection  on  obverse  at  7:00. 


301  1838  Liberty  Seated,  Small  Stars.  MS-64  (NGC).  An  outstanding  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  scarce  variety.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  deeply  toned 
in  silver  gray,  iridescent  golden  brown,  and  pale  blue.  According  to  the 
April  1991  NGC  Population  Census,  only  six  1838  Small  Stars  dimes  had 
been  graded  finer  than  this  specimen.

A  pleas¬ 
ing  example  of  this  early  San  Francisco  Mint  issue. 

324  1920  MS-64  PQ  (Hallmark).  Beautifully  toned  in  deep  silver  gray,  golden 
brown,  and  faint  rose.  A  lovely  example  for  the  Mercury  dime  specialist. 


325  1921  MS-63  FB  (PCGS).  A  lustrous,  frosty,  and  highly  attractive  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  low-mintage  issue,  one  of  the  semikeys  in  the  Mercury  dime 
series.  This  will  be  a  prize  for  its  new  owner’s  collection. 


330  1927-D  MS-65  (PCGS).  Lustrous  and  attractive,  an  important  example 
of  this  lower  mintage  Denver  issue. 

Although  the  1927-D  dime  has  a  relatively  high  mintage,  in  MS-65  grade  it  is  very  rare.  Back 
in  the  1950s,  before  the  grade  MS-65  (or  other  numerical  designations  for  that  matter)  was  in¬ 
vented  for  use  on  silver  coins,  and  such  pieces  were  simply  called  "Uncirculated,"  dealer  ioe  Block, 
a  frequent  advertiser  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine,  took  a  fancy  to  this  particular  dime 
issue,  researched  it,  and  determined  how  rare  it  was  in  Uncirculated  condition.  Once  his  findings 
were  published,  others  confirmed  the  rarity  of  the  1927-D,  the  price  rose,  and  ever  since  then  it 
has  been  among  the  most  expensive  coins  in  the  series,  deservedly  so. 


331  1928-D  MS-66  FB  (NGC).  A  beautiful  example  of  this  Denver  Mint  is¬ 
sue.  The  obverse  is  deeply  toned  around  the  rims  in  dark  charcoal,  while 
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the  surface  is  lustrous  and  frosty.  The  reverse  is  an  attractive  combination 
of  silver  gray  and  light  bands  of  darker  charcoal  toning. 

332  1928-S  MS-65  (PCGS).  This  pleasing  example  is  beautifully  toned  in  lus¬ 
trous  silver  gray,  pale  yellow,  and  very  faint  blue  and  rose. 

333  1931-S  MS-63  (ANA  Cache).  Variety  with  very  faint  obverse  hub  dou¬ 
bling,  most  noticeable  at  the  date  and  the  designer’s  initial.  The  obverse 
is  lightly  toned  in  golden  brown,  while  the  reverse  is  mostly  pale  silver  gray.

334  1942/1  Overdate.  MS-60/62.  A  lovely,  lightly  toned  and  lustrous  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  popular  and,  in  this  grade,  quite  rare  wartime  era  overdate. 
The  overdate  is  clear  with  the  aid  of  magnification.  Both  sides  are  lightly 
toned  in  rich  silver  gray.  An  important  opportunity  for  the  “Mercury”  type 
dime  collector.

335  1875-S  MS-62  (PCGS).  Variety  with  filled  mintmark.  An  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  only  San  Francisco  Mint  issue  of  this  denomination.  The  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  are  pleasingly  toned  in  rich  golden  brown.  Mint  lustre 
can  be  seen  creating  attractive  cartwheels  on  both  sides.  Typical  strike  for 
this  issue. 

336  1876  AU-58.  Very  scarce;  only  15,900  20-cent  pieces  were  struck  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  this  year.  The  obverse  is  mostly  pale  silver  gray  with 
an  area  of  dark  golden  brown  around  the  periphery.  The  reverse  is  mostly 
untoned. 


Gem  Proof  1878  20c 


337  1878  Proof-64  (PCGS).  Gem  quality.  According  to  the  May  1991  PCGS 
Population  Report ,  only  1 1  specimens  had  been  graded  higher  than  the 
presently  offered  piece.  A  mere  760  coins,  all  Proofs,  were  struck  this  year, 
of  which  number  only  600  were  believed  to  have  actually  been  sold  to 
collectors.  This  example  is  a  beautifully  toned  deep  gray,  brown,  russet 
and  pale  blue  specimen.  A  beautiful  example  of  this  Proof-only  issue,  struck 
in  the  final  year  of  the  short-lived  denomination. 

When  the  20-cent  piece  was  introduced,  notices  appeared  in  contemporary  issues  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Journal  of  Numismatics  describing  the  new  coin  for  readers  and  noting  that  the  denomination 
had  been  proposed  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  western  and  southwestern  population,  where  Span¬ 
ish  silver  coins  and  their  fractions  still  circulated.

A  lovely  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  first  Overdate  variety  of  the  year,  and  an  excellent  example  for 
the  advanced  collector  of  the  series.

Created  by  one  of  America's  foremost  sculptors,  Hermon  A.  MacNeil.  This  design  replaced  the 
Liberty  Head  type  of  Charles  E.  Barber  which  had  been  employed  since  1892.  Cornelius  Vermeule 
in  his  excellent  reference  titled  Numismatic  Art  in  America,  Aesthetics  of  the  United  States  Coinage, 
describes  the  obverse  motif  as  featuring  "MacNeil's  concept  of  armed  Liberty,  uncovering  her  shield 
and  holding  an  olive  branch  like  the  riding  Victory  of  Roman  triumphal  reliefs  such  as  the  Columns 
of  Trajan  or  Marcus  Aurelius  and  imperial  coins  from  Vitellius  (AD  69)  to  Carcalla  (AD  215).' '  Mac¬ 
Neil's  Liberty  was  "intended  to  express  the  awakening  of  the  country  to  the  need  of  preparedness.' ' 


Gem  Quality  1917  Type  I  Quarter 


363  1917  Type  1.  MS-65  Full  Head.  Sharply  struck  and  pleasingly  frosty  with 
fully  unbroken  mint  lustre  cartwheels  visible  on  both  sides.  An  example 
for  the  collector  who  demands  the  highest  quality. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Type  1  Standing  Liberty  quarter  dollars  were  only  issued  in  the  years 
1916  and  1917,  and  differ  dramatically  from  the  Type  II  quarters  which  appeared  thereafter.  It 
is  not  so  widely  known,  however,  that  there  are  subtle  differences  in  design  which  distinguish  the 
Typelissues.  On  the  1917  Type  1  quarters,  the  small  shield  ornament  at  the  center  of  Miss  Liberty's 
oval  shield  is  narrower  than  that  on  the  quarters  of  1916,  and  the  bosses  at  the  periphery  of  this 
shield  are  positioned  somewhat  differently.  Many  of  the  leaves  on  the  laurel  branch  that  Liberty 
holds  in  her  right  hand  have  a  sharper  appearance  on  the  1917  pieces.

The  desirability  of  the  1852  half  dollar  needs  no  reiteration  here,  for  only 
777,130  were  minted,  an  incredibly  small  production  for  the  era;  in  fact, 
the  smallest  output  registered  not  only  among  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars 
from  their  inception  in  1839  to  that  time,  but  a  record  that  was  maintained 
for  decades  thereafter.

Closely  approaching  Mint  State,  this  example  will  doubtless 
see  spirited  bidding  competition,  as  the  highest  listing  for  it  in  the  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  is  just  EF-40  (at  $2,500),  with  a  dash,  in¬ 
dicating  great  rarity,  for  the  Uncirculated  column. 

Although  129,950  specimens  were  reported  as  having  been  struck,  this  figure  is  in  no  way  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  extant  specimens,  for  the  1855-S  is  a  rarity  in  any  and  all  grades.  Lest  someone  wish 
to  pursue  the  discrepancy  further,  we  call  readers'  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  just  Good  grade 
the  piece  catalogues  at  $275  in  the  Guide  Book,  whereas  the  1866-S  Without  Motto  from  the  same 
mint  and  approximately  the  same  era,  of  which  only  60,000  were  struck,  catalogues  $45  in  Good 
grade.  What  has  made  the  1855-S  so  rare?  Therein  lies  a  mystery.  Perhaps  a  consignment  of  them 
went  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  a  la  the  Central  America  situation  of  1857  chronicled  by  the  press 
in  recent  years.  Perhaps  many  were  melted.  Perhaps  much  of  the  production  was  exported  to  the 
Orient  (which  did  extensive  business  with  San  Francisco  at  the  time).  Perhaps  there  is  still  another 
explanation.  Of  such  things  numismatic  puzzles  are  bom. 


Outstanding  1860-S  Half  Dollar 


404  1860-S  MS-62  (PCGS).  Light  golden  and  lilac  toning  over  lustrous,  sharply 
struck  surfaces.

Here  is  one  of  those  coins  which  makes  being 
a  professional  numismatist  enjoyable.  While  its  pedigree  is  not  known,  ob¬ 
viously  it  came  from  an  old-time  collection  where  it  was  handled  with  care. 
The  fields  are  beautiful  electric  blue  and  gold,  delicately  set  against  mirror 
surfaces.  Having  seen  more  than  our  share  of  coins  over  the  years,  we 
unhesitatingly  say  that  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoint  this  coin  must  be  among 
the  top  5%  of  survivors  from  the  tiny  mintage  of  just  550  Proofs  struck 
during  this  Civil  War  year.  Any  connoisseur  who  can  afford  it  can,  without 
hesitation,  bid  on  this  coin  knowing  that  he  or  she  will  probably  never 
have  the  chance  to  compete  for  one  that  is  more  pleasing  to  the  eye.

A  splendid  specimen  which 
once  again  rates  high  in  the  annals  of  connoisseurship.  The  centers  are 
silver,  changing  to  beautiful  gold,  then  electric  blue  toward  the  borders.

Planchet  defects  are  seen  on 
the  reverse  rim,  particularly  at  TAT  of  STATES.  Trivial  planchet  marks  are 
on  the  right  rim,  and  on  the  lower  pan  of  the  eagle’s  breast  a  small  lami¬ 
nation  is  seen.  Attractively  toned  a  medium  gray  with  hints  of  darker  gray 
around  the  borders,  particularly  on  the  obverse. 


The  1794  dollar  is  an  American  classic,  and  the  appearance  of  a  speci¬ 
men  in  a  sale  gives  an  auction  a  particular  cachet.  Between  100  and  125 
specimens  are  believed  to  exist,  the  majority  of  which  were  ably  listed  a 
few  years  ago  by  researcher  Jack  Collins,  in  connection  with  a  presenta¬ 
tion  for  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  Here  is  a  coin  that  was  rare 
100  years  ago  and  will  be  a  classic  100  years  hence.

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437  1 795  B-l .  Flowing  Hair.  Two  Leaves  Under  Each  Wing.  F-15.  Lightly 
cleaned  long  ago.  Pleasing  silver  and  light  gray  surfaces.  A  few  rim  bumps 
are  noted.  A  nice  example,  for  the  grade,  of  the  first  major  design  type 
in  the  American  silver  dollar  series. 

High-Grade  1795  Draped  Bust  $1 


438  1795  B-14.  Draped  Bust  obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse.  AU-55 
(PCGS).  Somewhat  glossy  lilac-gray  surfaces.  Exquisitely  struck,  remark¬ 
ably  so  and  worthy  of  an  accolade  for  this  feature  alone.  The  hairlines 
of  Miss  Liberty  are  minutely  defined  on  the  obverse,  as  are  the  stars  and 
denticles,  while  on  the  reverse,  anyone  with  the  inclination  to  do  so  can 
count  virtually  every  feather  and  vein  in  the  eagle’s  wings,  and  nearly  all 
of  them  elsewhere  on  the  bird’s  anatomy.  Some  light  adjustment  marks, 
not  uncommon  for  the  issue,  are  seen  on  the  reverse  and  are  mostly  hid¬ 
den  by  the  toning.  A  quite  pleasing  example  of  the  first  year  of  the  new 
Draped  Bust  design,  indeed  its  first  appearance  on  American  coinage.

Very  well  struck 
and  sharply  defined.

A  lovely,  lustrous,  and  pleasingly 
toned  example  of  this  early  issue.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  deep  silver 
gray,  with  darker  Harvard  gray  on  the  raised  devices.  The  reverse  shows 
traces  of  rich  deep  champagne  around  the  eagle’s  head.  Later  state  of  the 
reverse,  a  cud  forming  beside  the  second  S  and  the  die  breaking  from  rim 
above  second  A,  extending  to  the  center  of  neighboring  1.  Both  numeral 
9’s  show  “spurs,”  not  an  overdate.  Here  is  a  very  attractive,  high-grade 
example  of  this  early  issue,  well  suited  for  inclusion  in  an  advanced  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  denomination,  or  an  outstanding  type  cabinet.

A  pleasing  example  for  the  grade,  perhaps 
a  candidate  for  judicious  retoning.  While  this  may  not  be  worth  a  strong 
EF  price,  certainly  it  is  better  than  VF. 

Small  rim  mark  on 
gray  toning  at  the  center  gives  way  on  the  obverse  to  gold  and  then  reverse  above  AT.  A  pleasing  specimen  for  the  grade, 

magenta,  all  in  a  delicate  manner.  The  reverse  is  a  pleasing  light  gray  with 
some  iridescence  at  the  rims.

The  reverse  is  toned  in  medium  gray  over  lilac  surfaces  and  is 
likewise  well  detailed.  Very  scarce,  Rarity-5  die  variety.  This  is  the  only

The  fields  are  a  very  pleasing  light  gray  with  hints  of  gold,  especially  when 
the  coin  is  turned  at  an  angle  to  the  light.  The  piece  is  well  struck,  well 
centered,  and,  to  continue  the  adjectives,  well  suited  for  the  specialist  and 
type  collector  alike.  As  a  date,  the  year  1803  is  decidedly  scarce.

Die 
alignment  I.  Here  is  one  of  the  original  strikings  which  comprised  the  first 
1,000  examples  issued  by  the  Mint  on  December  31,  1836.  The  surfaces 
are  pewter  gray,  and  a  test  cut  is  noted  on  the  obverse  rim  at  2:00. 

Although  all  specimens  of  Judd-60  were  struck  in  the  Proof  format,  more 
than  half  of  the  original  strikings  with  this  die  alignment  were  placed  into 
circulation  via  the  Bank  of  the  United  States. 

Four  different  die  alignments  of  1836  Judd-60  Gobrecht  dollars  are  known,  and  these  are  described 
in  Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia.  On  the  presently  offered  example,  the  obverse  and  reverse  have 
the  standard  180°  alignment,  with  the  eagle  flying  upwards  with  respect  to  the  horizontal  axis 
of  the  obverse. 


Desirable  1839  Gobrecht  Dollar 


448  1839  Gobrecht  dollar.  J-104.  Proof-55.  Silver.  Reeded  edge.  Die  align¬ 
ment  IV.  413.1  grains.  An  attractive  example  toned  in  a  warm  lilac-gray 
shade  with  wisps  of  gunmetal-blue  at  the  rims.  A  few  minor  rim  bumps 
can  be  seen,  mostly  on  the  reverse. 

1839  Gobrecht  dollars  are  reported  with  three  different  die  alignments. 
Originals  are  described  as  having  an  alignment  of  180°,  with  the  eagle 
flying  upwards.  Restrikes  on  the  other  hand  are  said  to  be  aligned  at  either 
180°  or  360°  with  the  eagle  flying  level.  Curiously,  a  survey  of  more  that 
100  auction  appearances  by  the  present  cataloguer,  have  revealed  that 
all  but  a  few  of  the  attributed  examples  are  “restrikes”  with  the  360°  die 
alignment,  referred  to  as  Die  Alignment  IV  in  the  Breen  Encyclopedia.  This 
finding  makes  one  wonder  whether  all  of  the  so-called  “original”  strik¬ 
ings,  300  altogether,  were  produced  with  the  single  die  alignment  which 
has  been  assigned  to  them  in  the  past. 

Much  remains  to  be  learned  regarding  the  status  of  originals  vs.  restrikes  of  1836-1839  dollars. 
As  more  information  is  gained  concerning  weights,  die  alignments,  and  die  states,  other  conclu¬ 
sions  will  be  able  to  be  drawn. 


449  1840  Liberty  Seated.  AU-58  (PCGS).  Mottled  light  gray  toning  over 
silver  gray  surfaces.  Quite  well  struck.  In  our  opinion  the  1840  Liberty  Seated 
dollar  is  very  undervalued  in  higher  grades,  despite  low  catalogue  listings. 
Over  a  long  period  of  years  we  have  never  seen  more  than  two  or  three 
pieces  which  could  even  be  called  Mint  State,  and  it  is  certainly  correct 
to  say  that  AU  coins  are  rarities  as  well.  Here  indeed  is  a  piece  worthy 
of  close  attention  by  the  Liberty  Seated  specialist.

Mottled  light  gray  and  irides¬ 
cent  toning.  One  of  the  most  interesting  of  all  Morgan  dollars,  the  coin 
has  a  fascinating  story. 

Early  in  the  year  1878  the  Morgan  dollar  was  produced  with  eight  tailfeathers  on  the  eagle.  Some 
nit-picking  individuals  pointed  out  that  this  was  not  correct  from  an  ornithological  viewpoint,  as 
eagles  had  to  have  one  tailfeather  which  was  longer  than  all  the  others,  meaning  that  the  number 
of  tailfeathers  had  to  be  odd  rather  than  even.  The  design  was  changed  to  seven  tailfeathers  shortly 
thereafter. 

456  1878-CC  MS-65  (PCGS).  Lustrous  and  frosty  with  that  “white”  and  very 
fine-grained  appearance  which  is  characteristic  of  the  1878  Carson  City  issue. 


451  1863  Proof-62  (PCGS).  Light  gray  surfaces.  Rare  as  a  Proof  (only  460 
were  coined,  the  lowest  mintage  of  its  era)  and  also  as  a  date  in  general.

452  1866  Proofr63  or  finer.  Beautiful  gold  and  magenta  surfaces  in  a  beau¬ 
tifully  blended  iridescence.  Sharply  struck.  An  extremely  attractive  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  first  year  with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  obverse. 
From  Stack’s  sale  of  June  1989,  Lot  1693.

453  1866  Proof-62  (PCGS).  Brilliant.  A  nice  example,  for  the  grade,  of  this 
key  issue.  Ideal  for  a  type  set. 


457  1879-CC  Capped  Mintmark.  MS-62.  Lustrous  and  frosty,  the  reverse 
being  slightly  finer  than  the  obverse  and  perhaps  gradable  as  MS-63  on 
its  own.  A  key  issue. 


Important  1879-0  Dollar 


458  1879-0  MS-65.  A  superb  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  important  varie¬ 
ties  in  the  series  in  this  grade.  Lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  are  virtually  un¬ 
blemished.  The  beauty  of  the  piece  is  accented  by  an  extremely  sharp  strike 
and  by  delicate  golden  toning,  deepening  very  slightly  toward  the  borders. 
For  the  connoisseur  and  advanced  specialist  here  indeed  is  one  of  the  most 
important  Morgan  dollars  to  cross  the  auction  block  in  the  present  sale.

462  1883  MS-66  (NGC).  A  brilliant,  frosty,  high-grade  specimen  of  this  popular 
variety. 

463  1883-0  MS-64  PL  (PCGS).  Mostly  brilliant  surfaces  with  a  suggestion 
of  light  toning  on  the  obverse. 


464  1884-CC  MS-65,  prooflike.  A  pleasing  example  of  this  popular  variety.

The  1895  Morgan  dollar  is  the  most  famous  issue  in  the  series.  Mint  records  state  that  12,000 
business  strikes  were  produced  but  just  880  Proofs.  No  authentic  business  strike  has  ever  surfaced, 
and  it  is  presumed  that  all  12,000  pieces,  amounting  to  12  bags  of  1,000  coins  each,  went  to 
the  melting  pot  in  1918  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pittman  Act  which  saw  the  destruction  of 
270,232,722  dollars  of  earlier  dates.  The  Treasury  kept  no  inventory  of  the  particular  issues  melted, 
thus  producing  many  mysteries,  of  which  the  1895  business  strikes  are  but  one. 

Of  the  880  Proofs  minted,  a  number  have  met  various  fates  over  the  years,  with  the  result  that 
probably  no  more  than  500  survive  today.  Inasmuch  as  tens  of  thousands  of  people  aspire  to  com* 
plete  their  collections  of  Morgan  dollars  and  only  500  or  so  1895  Philadelphia  coins  are  known 
to  exist,  the  appearance  of  one  of  these  at  auction  is  always  an  important  event

485  1895-S  MS-64  (NGC).  Very  light  brown  toning  over  brilliant,  lustrous 
surfaces.  Most  1895-S  dollars  exist  in  lower  grades,  and  those  that  do  sur¬ 
vive  in  Mint  State  are  apt  to  be  heavily  bagmarked  and  at  the  MS-60  or 
so  level.  The  present  coin  is  a  pleasing  exception  and  should  command 
a  strong  bid.

489  1901  MS-63  (NGC).  Sharply  struck,  fully  frosty,  brilliant,  and  very  lus¬ 
trous.  An  outstanding  example  of  a  Philadelphia  Mint  Morgan  dollar  which 
when  seen  in  business  strike  form  is  apt  to  be  seen  in  well  circulated  forms. 
Even  an  MS-60  coin  would  be  rare.  At  the  MS-63  level  the  1901  is  suffi¬ 
ciently  elusive  that  we  do  not  recall  having  one  in  our  sales  for  the  past 
several  years.  Needless  to  say,  when  this  coin  crosses  the  auction  block 
we  expect  to  see  a  lot  of  competition!

488  1897-S  MS-66.  Sharply  struck,  brilliant,  and  frosty.  A  remarkable  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  popular  San  Francisco  issue. 
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492  1903-0  MS-66  (PCGS).  One  of  the  nicest  1903-0  dollars  we’ve  seen  in 
quite  some  time. 

The  1903-0  dollar  was  front  row  center  during  the  great  Treasury  release  of  silver  dollars  in  the 
autumn  of  1962.  Prior  to  that  time  the  1903-0  dollar  was  a  landmark  rarity  in  Mint  State,  and 
most  professional  numismatists,  even  those  who  had  been  in  business  for  decades,  had  never  han¬ 
dled  one!  Everyone  thought  they  had  been  melted  or  placed  into  circulation,  for  Mint  State  coins 
were  virtually  nowhere  to  be  seen.  Probably  no  more  than  a  dozen  existed  in  all  of  numismatics, 
and  this  estimate  may  be  on  the  high  side.  Then  all  of  a  sudden  the  Treasury  Department  turned 
loose  1903-0  dollars  by  the  bagful,  a  situation  not  far  different  from  the  proverbial  finding  of  gold 
in  the  streets.  A  mad  scramble  ensued,  the  race  was  on,  and  before  many  months  had  passed, 
the  Treasury  vaults  had  been  emptied  of  hundreds  of  millions  of  Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  All 
of  this  added  up  to  a  lot  of  fun  for  everyone,  a  lot  of  speculation,  and  the  launching  of  Morgan 
dollars  as  one  of  the  most  popular  series  in  coin  collecting.

The  Treasury  responded, 
sculptor  Anthony  deFrancisci  created  the  design,  and  in  December  1921  the  Peace  silver  dollar 
was  bom.

It  is  not  generally  known  that  Proof  trade  dollars  of  the  years  1873  through  1877  inclusive  are 
much  scarcer  than  the  mintages  indicate,  whereas  those  from  1878  through  1883  were  preserved 
in  larger  proportionate  quantities.  The  reason  is  that  numismatists  who  acquired  Proof  trade  dol¬ 
lars  automatically  as  part  of  silver  Proof  sets  (the  Proof  sets  could  not  be  purchased  without  them) 
often  spent  the  trade  dollars  for  face  value,  for  there  was  little  collector  market  for  them,  and  only 
a  few  numismatists  were  interested  in  adding  them  to  their  cabinet.  Beginning  in  1878  it  was  recog¬ 
nized  in  coin  collecting  circles  that  trade  dollars  were  Proof-only  issues  and  were  rare,  as  no  related 
business  strikes  were  produced  for  circulation.  At  that  time,  Proofs  became  desirable,  and  those 
from  1878  onward  were  carefully  preserved.

In  1907  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  working  in  his  studio  in  Comish,  New  Hampshire,  contem¬ 
plated  redesigning  the  entire  spectrum  of  United  States  coinage  from  the  cent  through  the  double 
eagle,  following  a  commission  to  do  so  given  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  Saint-Gaudens 
passed  away  from  cancer  in  the  summer  of  the  year,  leaving  much  work  unfinished.  Designs  for 
the  $2.50  and  $5  gold  were  never  created,  and  through  the  intercession  of  William  Sturgis  Bigelow, 
Roosevelt  named  Pratt  to  prepare  designs  for  these  two  denominations.  The  incuse  lettering  and 
motifs  were  scarcely  new  in  numismatics,  for  such  had  been  used  in  ancient  times.  However,  within 
the  American  series  they  were  innovative  for  a  circulating  coin.

It  must  be  realized  that  this  figure  represents 
not  only  three  major  Heraldic  Eagle  varieties  of  1 798,  but  because  of  the  confusion  in  production 
that  arose  during  the  yellow  fever  epidemics,  also  includes  the  1 795  Heraldic  Eagle  and  the  1797/5 
overdate  half  eagles.  Actually,  mintage  of  this  13  Star  Obverse  variety  was  only  a  fraction  of  that 
figure,  and  probably  counted  among  the  quantities  struck  between  April  and  June  of  1798  that 
numbered  slightly  over  15,000. 

The  die  variety,  although  the  most  common  of  the  year,  has  many  distinctive  qualities  that  make 
it  very  interesting.  On  the  obverse,  nearly  all  of  the  stars  show  double  outlines,  and  the  date  shows 
doubling  at  the  left  of  the  numbers  1 7  and  8.  Large  cudlike  die  breaks  are  present  at  the  reverse 
rim  above  ES  and  OF.  Walter  Breen  notes  that  this  variety  is  "Recognizable  across  the  room.”

In  his  study,  United  States  Gold  Coins,  Half  Eagles,  published  in  1979,  David  W,  Akers  expanded 
on  the  history,  mintage,  and  striking  of  the  issue: 

After  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  1861,  the  Dahlonega  Mint  ceased  production, 
but  prior  to  the  Mint's  closing,  1,597  half  eagles  were  struck  by  the  U.S.  government 
and  an  unknown,  but  undoubtedly  very  small  quantity  by  the  Confederacy.  The  total 
mintage  is  probably  less  than  2,500  pieces.  As  would  be  expected  from  the  mintage, 
the  1861-D  is  very  rare  in  any  condition.  .  .  .  The  typical  1861-D  is  VF,  but  because 
of  the  date's  popularity  and  rarity  it  is  usually  overgraded  as  are  most  rare  date  coins, 

I  have  seen  several  that  could  reasonably  be  called  "Uncirculated''  and  a  few  others 
at  the  AU  level.  Rounded,  bevelled  rims  and  areas  of  softness  in  the  strike  are  common 
to  all  examples  1  have  seen.

552  1896  Proof-64  Cameo  (NGC).  A  superb  specimen  of  the  date  and  a  defini¬ 
tive  example  of  high  Proof  quality,  the  latter  because  of  the  frosty  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  higher  points  of  the  coin  and  the  classic  “orange  peel”  mir¬ 
ror  surfaces  of  the  field.  Of  the  103  Proofs  minted  this  year,  very  few  can 
equal  this  specimen  in  quality  today. 


553  1907  MS-63.  Ever  so  slightly  cleaned. 


554  1908  Liberty  Head.  MS-64.  Sharply  struck,  lustrous,  and  frosty.  Quite 
desirable  as  the  last  issue  in  the  long-lived  Liberty  Head  series.  Whereas 
Proofs  are  available  of  other  Philadelphia  Mint  Liberty  Head  coins  of  the 
era,  no  Proofs  were  struck  of  this  issue,  placing  an  extra  demand  on  premium 
quality  Mint  State  piece  such  as  this.

A  very  pleasing  exam¬ 
ple  of  one  of  the  best-known  rarities  among  20th-century  United  States 
gold  coinage.  Seldom  seen  in  any  grade.  Of  the  662,000  struck,  no  more 
than  200  or  300  are  believed  to  exist  today  (see  footnote).  A  major  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  connoisseur  and  specialist. 

The  mintage  of  662,000  is  in  no  way  indicative  of  the  number  of  survivors,  as  noted  above. 
These  coins  were  produced  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1929  and  stored  by  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment.  After  1933,  following  the  Executive  Gold  Order,  the  vast  majority  of  these  undistributed 
pieces  were  consigned  to  the  melting  pot.  Relatively  few  had  been  placed  into  circulation  earlier. 


556  1908  Indian.  MS-63.  A  lustrous  specimen  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of 
this  new  design. 
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559  1801  B-2B.  Value  of  F-15  or  better  but  more  properly  described  as  hav¬ 
ing  the  sharpness  of  EF-40,  but  lightly  cleaned  long  ago  and  with  a  small 
scratch  behind  the  hair  and  a  deep  scratch  extending  from  Miss  Liberty’s 
chin.  In-person  examination  is  suggested.  Overall  the  coin  is  attractive.

A  sharply  struck 
example  of  this  late  18th-century  issue,  a  coin  which  is  elusive  at  all  grade 
levels.

561  1858  VF-25.  A  nice  example  for  the  grade,  showing  smooth,  even  wear. 
For  many  years  the  1858  $10  has  been  in  the  limelight,  primarily  due  to 
the  efforts  long  ago  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas  dealer  B.  Max  Mehl,  who  seized 
the  opportunity  to  bathe  the  coin  in  limelight  each  time  he  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  handle  one.  David  Akers  in  his  monograph  on  this  series  notes 
the  following: 

Because  of  the  hype  and  hoopla  given  to  this  date  when  it  was 
catalogued  by  B.  Max  Mehl,  as  well  as  others,  many  years  ago, 
the  1858  is  one  of  the  few  Liberty  Head  eagles  that  has  attained 
a  level  of  fame  commensurate  with  its  rarity.  In  fact,  its  reputation 
actually  exceeds  its  true  rarity  which  has  often  been  greatly  exag¬ 
gerated  with  erroneous  statements  claiming  that  only  four,  six,  or 
eight  are  known.  Many  more  than  that  are  known  (25  to  30  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  would  be  a  good  guess),  but  the  date  must  still  be  con¬ 
sidered  very  rare  in  any  grade,  and  extremely  rare  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  “condition  rarity.”  Almost  all  known  1858  eagles  grade 
only  VF  or  EF  (more  of  the  former  than  of  the  latter).  .  .  .  The  1858 
must  be  carefully  authenticated.  This  is  quite  easy,  however,  since 
most  specimens  [including  the  piece  we  offer  here  as  Lot  561]  were 
struck  from  lapped  dies,  which  resulted  in  the  hair  curls  being 
detached  from  the  back  of  Liberty's  neck.  .  .  . 


Exceedingly  Rare  1866-S  No  Motto  $10 


562  1866-S  No  Motto.  VF-35.  A  very  attractive  example  of  the  grade  level. 

Despite  its  relatively  modest  catalogue  value,  the  1866-S  without  the  motto 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse  is  a  prime  rarity  in  the  series.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  pieces  struck  is  not  known  with  certainty,  although  the  number  8,500 
has  been  cited.  This  is  probably  an  error,  as  far  fewer  1866-S  No  Motto 
$10  pieces  exist  than  do  of  other  coins  with  comparable  mintage.  In  his 
study  on  the  series  David  Akers  noted  the  following:  "The  1866-S  No  Motto 
eagle  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series.  In  my  survey  it  ranked  third 
in  rarity  according  to  frequency  of  appearance  at  auction  behind  only  the 
1875  and  the  1864-S  and  ahead  of  such  well-known  rarities  as  the  1 798/7 
with  7x6  stars,  the  1858,  and  the  1933.  .  . 

Here  indeed  is  an  extremely  important  opportunity  for  the  discriminating 
buyer.  Worthy  of  a  strong  bid. 
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Choice  Proof  1896  $10 


563  1896  Proof-63  Cameo  (NGC) .  A  splendid  specimen  with  frosted  designs 
and  beautiful  mirror  fields.  Although  78  Proofs  were  recorded  as  having 
been  struck,  50%  or  more  of  these  no  longer  exist.  Today  the  issue  is  a 
great  rarity  and  specimens  appear  on  the  market  only  when  great  collec¬ 
tions  cross  the  auction  block.  A  highly  important  opportunity  for  the  con¬ 
noisseur  and  specialist.

[ust  500  examples  were  minted  of  this  early  issue,  after  which  it  was  decided  to  eliminate  the 
periods  before  and  after  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  on  the  reverse, 
and  to  modify  the  rim.  While  this  issue  is  listed  as  a  pattern  (Judd-1774)  it  has  long  been  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  the  regular  series  by  most  numismatists  and,  in  fact,  is  listed  as  such  in  A  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins.  Much  controversy  swirled  about  Saint-Gaudens'  $10  when  it  was  issued, 
details  of  which  can  be  found  in  contemporary  numbers  of  The  Numismatist,  or  in  Q.  David  Bowers' 
book  U.S.  Gold  Coins,  An  Illustrated  History  (illustrated  with  gold  coins  from  the  fabulous  Elias- 
berg  Collection). 


565  1907  Indian.  No  Periods.  MS-63  (PCGS).  A  lustrous  and  very  attrac¬ 
tive  example  of  the  later  variety  without  periods  at  the  reverse  legends. 
A  desirable  piece  for  the  specialist  or  type  set  collector. 
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566  1909-S  MS-62.  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  A  thoroughly  attractive  example 
of  this  San  Francisco  Mint  issue.

567  1920-S  MS-60  (Hallmark).  A  brilliant  and  lustrous  specimen.  A  small 
spot  is  seen  on  the  reverse  after  the  last  letter  in  AMERICA,  and  serves 
to  identify  the  piece. 

In  terms  of  absolute  rarity,  the  1920-S  ranks  just  behind  the  classic  1907 
Without  Periods  $10  with  rolled  edge  (just  42  were  released  of  this)  and 
the  seldom-seen  1933.  As  such,  the  Indian  $10  specialist  will  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  acquire  this  gorgeous  piece.

581  1896  Proof-64  Cameo  (NGC).  Gem  quality,  a  wonderful  specimen  with 
attractively  frosted  central  devices  and  full  mirrorlike  fields.  According  to 
the  April  1991  NGC  Population  Census,  only  one  other  specimen  has  been 


graded  as  high  as  this,  with  none  graded  higher.  Rare,  a  mere  128  Proofs 
were  struck  for  sale  to  collectors,  probably  fewer  than  that  number  actu¬ 
ally  reached  contemporary  cabinets.  Here  is  a  rare  prize  for  the  connoisseur.

582  MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief.  Proof-64  (NGC).  A  superb  strike,  with  vir¬ 
tually  all  design  features  defined  to  full  advantage  including  the  details  of 
Miss  Liberty’s  hair,  drapery,  and  individual  columns  of  the  Capitol  dome 
in  the  background.  The  leaves  on  the  laurel  branch  are  boldly  outlined  and 
the  eagle’s  neck,  breast,  and  wings  are  clear  and  distinct.  Although  1 1 ,250 
High  Relief  $20  gold  pieces  were  struck,  only  a  tiny  number  were  produced 
in  the  Proof  format.  As  Walter  Breen  wrote  regarding  Proofs  of  this  issue 
in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  1 722-1 977 
“True  Proofs  do  exist  .  .  .  and  these  appear  to  have  received  six  or  seven 


blows  from  the  dies  rather  than  the  normal  five.  They  do  not  have 
pronounced  knife  rims;  generally  no  trace  of  any,  though  rims  are  not  as 
rounded  as  on  normal  impressions.  Fields  are  most  often  satin  finish,  nearest 
to  that  on  some  Proof  1909-10  Lincoln  cents.  .  .  .  Inner  and  outer  edges 
of  flat  border  sharp,  relief  details  fully  brought  up,  berries  rounded,  all  Capitol 
pillars  countable.  .  .  .  Proofs  were  evidently  made  on  several  occasions 
for  presentation  purposes.”  Here  is  an  important  opportunity  for  the  ad¬ 
vanced  collector  of  the  denomination,  or  the  aficionado  of  U.S.  gold  coins, 
who  requires  the  near  ultimate  in  quality  from  his/her  collection.

583  MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief.  Flat  Rim.  MS-61  (PCGS).  A  lustrous  and 
very  attractive  example  of  this  classic  issue.  A  mark  is  noted  in  the  left 
obverse  field  and  probably  prompted  the  PCGS  graders  to  call  this  MS-61 
instead  of,  say,  MS-62  or  MS-63.  Very  attractive  overall.

584  MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief.  Wire  Rim.  AU-55  (PCGS).  A  lustrous  bright 
yellow  example  of  the  design  which  many  consider  to  be  the  finest  ever 
to  appear  on  a  circulating  United  States  coin.

585  MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief.  Flat  Rim.  AU-55.  This  is  a  very  pleasing 
example  which  grades  AU-58,  at  least,  but  which  has  a  small  edge  bump 
on  the  right  side  of  the  reverse,  giving  it  a  “value  grade"  of  AU-55.  Mounted 
in  a  slab  or  plastic  holder,  the  edge  bump  will  be  scarcely  noticeable.  The 
piece  is  very  well  struck  and  quite  beautiful. 


586  1911  MS-64  (NGC).  Lustrous  and  frosty.  A  pleasing  example  of  this  fairly 
early  Saint-Gaudens  issue.  The  mintage  of  197,350  pieces  is  one  of  the 
smaller  production  figures  of  this  era.

587  1922-S  MS-63  (PCGS).  A  brilliant,  lustrous  specimen  of  this  elusive  var¬ 
iety.  A  few  tiny  copper  toning  areas  are  seen  on  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
The  1922-S  is  scarce  in  all  grades,  essentially  for  the  same  reason  that 
the  1929  $5  is  scarce  (see  our  footnote  under  Lot  557). 


Elusive  1926-S  $20 


588  1926-S  AU-58  (PCGS).  Lustrous  and  frosty.  Very  close  to  Mint  State, 
the  present  coin  is  an  attractive  example  of  one  of  the  well-known  rarities 
of  the  mid- 1920s. 

The  S  mintmark  on  this  issue  is  placed  far  to  the  left  of  the  normal  position,  low,  and  just  to 
the  right  of  the  center  of  the  digit  9.  By  contrast,  most  Saint-Gaudens  $20  pieces  have  the  mint- 
mark  higher  and  above  the  area  between  the  9  and  third  digit.  Not  all  1926-S  $20  pieces  have 
this  feature.  While  the  Akers  plate  coin  does,  the  Eliasberg  Collection  specimen  displayed  a  mint- 
mark  to  the  left  of  the  normal  position  but  not  as  far  left  as  the  present  coin  and  the  Akers-illustrated 
piece.

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COMMEMORATIVE  SILVER  COINS 


We  offer  a  very  nice  selection  of  silver  commemorative  coins  from 
the  1893  Isabella  quarter  through  issues  of  the  mid  20th  century. 
The  emphasis  is  on  quality,  although  rarity  is  recognized  through¬ 
out  the  offering.  Perhaps  no  better  tribute  to  commemoratives  can 
be  found  in  a  modern  publication  than  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins,  which  notes:  “The  unique  position  occupied  by  com¬ 
memoratives  in  United  States  coinage  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
with  few  exceptions  all  commemorative  coins  have  a  real  historical 
significance.  The  progress  and  advance  of  people  in  the  New  World 
are  presented  in  an  interesting  and  instructive  manner  on  the  com¬ 
memorative  issues.  Such  a  record  of  facts  artistically  presented  on 
our  gold  and  silver  memorial  issues  appeals  strongly  to  the  collec¬ 
tor  who  favors  the  historical  side  of  numismatics.  It  is  the  historical 
features  of  the  commemoratives,  in  fact,  which  create  interest  among 
many  people  who  would  otherwise  have  little  interest  in  coins.” 

From  a  numismatic  viewpoint  commemoratives  are  indeed  interest¬ 
ing  to  collect.  The  Society  for  U.S.  Commemorative  Coins  is  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  devoted  to  the  subject.  Membership  information 
can  be  obtained  by  sending  us  a  note  to  this  effect  (please  send 
it  separately  from  your  bid  sheet). 


Gem  1893  Isabella  Quarter 


589  1893  Isabella  quarter.  MS-64  to  65.  A  very  attractive  piece  with  light 
lilac  and  gray  toning  on  the  obverse,  with  a  hint  of  sea  green  at  the  rim. 
The  reverse  is  nearly  uniformly  gray  and  lilac. 

The  Isabella  quarter  dollar  is  the  only  United  States  commemorative  coin  of  this  denomination 
(although  at  first  it  was  anticipated  that  the  1932  Washington  quarter  would  be  a  commemorative; 
the  status  was  revised  to  that  of  a  regular  issue).  Produced  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers,  of  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  some  40.000  pieces  were  made  for  distribution, 
of  which  only  24,214  eventually  were  issued.  Priced  at  $1  each,  the  coins  were  not  attractive  to 
fairgoers  who  felt  that  the  similarly  priced  Columbian  half  dollars,  representing  a  larger  coin,  were 
a  better  value.  After  the  Exposition  closed  large  quantities  went  into  the  hands  of  various  individuals, 
most  notably  Mrs.  Potter  Palmer,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  and  S.C.  Stevens,  a 
Chicago  rare  coin  dealer. 


590  1900  Lafayette  silver  dollar.  MS-62  to  63.  Mostly  brilliant  surfaces  with 
tinges  of  light  golden  toning  around  the  rims.  A  nice  example  of  the  first 
United  States  commemorative  coin  of  this  denomination. 

The  entire  mintage  of  1900-dated  Lafayette  silver  dollars,  amounting  to  50,000  pieces  for  distribu¬ 
tion  plus  a  few  extra  coins  for  the  Assay  Commission,  was  accomplished  in  one  day,  on  December 
14,  1899,  the  100th  anniversary  of  Washington's  death.  There  was  some  concern  about  prestriking 
the  coins  before  the  1900  date,  and  this  was  circumvented  by  having  the  reverse  read  "Paris  1900," 
reflecting  the  date  of  the  International  Exposition  held  there.  Strictly  speaking,  this  is  not  intended 
to  be  the  date  of  the  coin  itself  (still  strictly  speaking,  the  coin  itself  has  no  date).  Later,  the  Mint 
became  less  concerned  with  strict  dating  procedures,  and  numerous  other  commemoratives  were 
struck  before  and  after  the  dates  appearing  on  them  (as  certain  later  commemoratives  were  struck 
before  or  after  the  dates  appearing  on  them,  although  most  were  struck  during  the  year  indicated). 
There  were  several  very  interesting  examples  of  this  practice.  The  1938-dated  New  Rochelle  half 
dollars  were  struck  and  distributed  in  1937;  the  1936-dated  Delaware  Tercentenary  half  dollar  was 
struck  in  1937  for  an  event  which  took  place  in  1938.  Other  instances  could  be  mentioned  as  well. 


Gem  1921  Alabama  Half  Dollar 

Plain  Variety 


591  1921  Alabama.  Plain.  MS-64.  An  attractive,  lustrous  example.  The  ob¬ 
verse  is  toned  in  lightly  mottled  gray  and  magenta,  although  primarily  sil¬ 
ver,  while  the  reverse  is  bright  silver.  A  nice  example  of  an  issue  which 
is  difficult  to  find  in  higher  grade  levels. 

The  Alabama  half  dollar  is  dated  1921  and  celebrates  two  years  late  an  anniversary  held  in  1919. 


592  1921  Alabama.  2X2.  MS-63  to  64.  An  attractive  example  with  light 
lilac  toning.  A  popular  issue  made  for  sale  to  collectors. 
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niversary  of  the  battle  of  Antietam.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  a  nice  sil¬ 
ver  gray,  with  areas  of  rich,  deep  champagne  and  pale  golden  brown.  Only 
18,028  pieces  were  distributed.

A.W.  Parke,  distributor  of  the  Arkansas  sets,  ran  an  advertisement  in  1938  offering,  in  advance. 
1939-dated  sets,  to  be  shipped  when  issued  for  $10  each,  and  by  the  end  of  the  1938  year  he 
stated  that  1939  sets  had  been  completely  sold  out.  Curiously  enough,  Parke  just  happened  to  have 
a  few  1939  sets  on  hand  in  later  years,  1939  and  1940,  although  they  were  no  longer  available 
at  the  issue  price  of  $10  each.  Extensive  documentation  concerning  this  and  other  commemorative 
series  will  be  found  in  Q.  David  Bowers'  new  book  Commemorative  Coins  of  the  United  States  - 
A  Complete  Encyclopedia,  expected  to  be  available  from  our  Publications  Department  in  July  or  early 
August.

Accompanying  the  coin  is  a  hinged  silver  foil  covered 
cardboard  box  imprinted  in  blue  with  the  arms  of  Connecticut  and  motto 
below  on  a  ribbon,  and  the  date  1635-1935,  the  imprinting  being  slightly 
worn  away.

A  splendid  specimen  with  electric  blue,  silver, 
and  iridescent  hues  over  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces-a  pleasing  example  of 
the  most  desired  single  major  type  in  the  American  silver  commemorative 
series. 


627  1935  Hudson  MS-64  (PCGS).  Somewhat  dusky  light  gray  toning  over 
silver  surfaces  give  the  piece  a  Florentine  appearance.  Only  10,008  pieces 
were  struck.  In  great  demand  as  a  type. 

The  true  story  of  the  distribution  of  this  issue  is  told  for  the  first  time  in  Dave  Bowers'  forthcoming 
book.  Commemorative  Coins  of  Che  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclopedia,  which  notes  that  7,500 
pieces  were  purchased  privately  for  95  cents  each  by  New  York  dealer  Julius  Guttag,  leaving  only 
2,500  for  sale  to  others.  Distribution  to  the  public  of  the  issue  began  on  June  28,  1935,  and  with 
such  a  small  supply  available,  the  half  dollars  were  sold  out  within  five  days-causing  great  anguish 
among  the  thousands  of  collectors  who  did  not  send  their  orders  in  on  time.  On  the  aftermarket 
the  price  immediately  rose  to  the  $5  level,  netting  a  tidy  profit  for  Guttag.  Interestingly,  the  story 
of  Guttag's  involvement  in  both  purchase  and  distribution  has  never  been  told  before,  although  at 
the  time.  Guttag's  competitors  slyly  referred  to  the  entire  issue  as  "Guttag  half  dollars."  This  term 
never  reached  print,  however. 

Superb  Gem  1924  Huguenot  Half  Dollar 


628  1924  Huguenot -Walloon  "tercentenary.  MS-66  (NGC).  Somewhat  in¬ 
tense  gold  and  iridescent  toning  over  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces. 

Commemorative  historians  Anthony  Swiatek  and  Walter  Breen  have  termed  this  issue  unconstitu¬ 
tional.  for  it  was  issued  on  behalf  of  and  with  profits  going  to  a  religious  organization,  a  clear  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  separation  of  church  and  state.  There  are  other  curious  aspects  of  the  Huguenot  half 
dollar  as  well,  not  the  least  of  which  is  that  Admiral  Coligny  and  William  the  Silent,  pictured  on 
the  obverse,  were  long  dead  by  1624  when  New  Netherland  (later  known  as  New  York  City)  was 
founded  by  the  Dutch,  the  event  commemorated  on  the  coin.  Still  another  interesting  aspect  is  that 
the  promoters  of  the  issue  enlisted  Moritz  Wbrmser,  president  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion  at  the  time,  to  endorse  the  coin. 


629  1946  Iowa.  MS-67.  Delicate  to  medium  lilac  and  iridescent  toning  over 
lustrous  frosty  surfaces.  A  most  memorable  specimen  which,  obviously, 
has  been  preserved  with  care  since  the  time  of  issue.  Iowa  half  dollars  as 
a  class  are  common,  but  in  this  preservation  the  same  does  not  hold  true. 

Recently  the  Society  for  US.  Commemorative  Coins  awarded  a  special  plaque  to  Michael  S.  Turrini 
for  research  he  has  done  on  this  specific  issue,  the  findings  of  which  were  reprinted  in  the  Society's 
publication  The  Commemorative  Trail. 

630  1925  Lexington  in  original  wooden  box  and  cardboard  container  of 
issue.  The  coin  is  MS-64,  an  attractive  specimen  with  gray  and  light  green 
toning  over  frosty  surfaces.  Accompanying  it  are  the  following:  a  two-piece 
wooden  box  with  slide  top,  imprinted  on  the  top  and  bottom,  the  box  be¬ 
ing  in  shall  we  say,  Very  Fine  grade  (we  don’t  know  how  to  grade  wooden 
boxes  on  a  scale  from  1  to  70) .  The  box  is  enclosed  in  a  somewhat  broken 
(repaired  by  tape)  simple  cardboard  box,  presumably  contemporary,  on  the 
lid  of  which  appears  this  inscription  in  ink,  in  effect  a  pedigree  for  this  par¬ 
ticular  coin.  Lexington-Concord  Sesquicentennial  Patriot  Half-Dollar 
1 775-1925 given  to  Marjorie  Cutler  by  her  uncle  Clarence  Houghton  Cut¬ 
ler  1925. 

While  wooden  boxes  of  issue  are  seen  with  some  frequency,  expecially 
here  in  New  England,  the  outside  cardboard  box  (of  unofficial  origin)  lends 
particular  interest  because  of  its  inscription.  (Total:  1  coin;  1  two-part  wooden 
box  in  decent  condition;  1  somewhat  tattered  cardboard  box) 


631  1936  Long  Island.  MS-65.  Light  mottled  gray  and  brown  toning  over 
silver  surfaces. 


632  1920  Maine  Centennial.  MS-64  to  65.  Brilliant.  A  pleasing  example  of 
an  issue  which  typically  is  found  in  lower  grades. 

Interestingly,  the  specific  identity  of  the  individual  who  first  sketched  the  designs  for  this  half  dol¬ 
lar  is  not  known  today;  the  models  were  prepared  by  Anthony  de  Francisci  (who  was  to  be  known 
the  next  year  for  his  design  of  the  Peace  silver  dollar),  a  private  artist  hired  for  the  task. 
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Superb  Gem  1923-S  Monroe  Half  Dollar 


633  1923-S  Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial.  MS-66  (PCGS).  Mottled  light  gray 
and  sea  green  toning  over  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces.  A  high-echelon  exam¬ 
ple  of  a  large-mintage  coin  which  is  extremely  plentiful  in  lower  grades  but 
which  is  decidedly  elusive  at  the  level  of  the  present  coin. 

The  1923-S  Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial  half  dollar  was  issued  in  connection  with  a  motion  pic¬ 
ture  revue  held  in  Los  Angeles  that  year,  an  event  which  had  nothing  whatsoever  to  do  with  the 
Monroe  Doctrine. 


Superb  Gem  1938  New  Rochelle  Half  Dollar 


634  1938  New  Rochelle.  MS-66.  Very  lightly  mottled  brown  toning  over  lus¬ 
trous  silver  surfaces.  A  far  above  average  example  of  this  popular  and  at¬ 
tractive  coin. 

Julius  Guttag,  of  Hudson  half  dollar  fame,  was  also  associated  with  the  release  of  the  New  Roch¬ 
elle  half  dollar,  which  although  dated  1938,  was  struck  and  nearly  entirely  distributed  a  year  earlier 
in  1937.  New  Rochelle,  immortalized  in  George  M.  Cohan's  song,  Forty-Five  Minutes  From  Broad¬ 
way,  was  known  as  a  bedroom  community  for  wealthy  New  York  executives  and  showpeople.  From 
1909  through  1970  the  Thanhouser  Film  Corporation  (earlier  known  as  The  Thanhouser  Company), 
was  headquartered  there  and  was  one  of  America's  best  known  motion  picture  studios  (a  detailed 
history  of  the  studio  was  written  by  Q.  David  Bowers  some  time  ago,  comprises  a  manuscript  nearly 
2,000  pages  in  length  and  is  awaiting  better  economic  times  or  a  grant  for  the  Vestal  Press  to  pub¬ 
lish  it). 


Notable  1936  Norfolk  Half  Dollar 


635  1936  Norfolk  Bicentennial.  MS-66  (PCGS).  Silver  surfaces  with  light 
lilac  toning.  A  very  attractive  example  of  this  curious  issue. 

The  1936-dated  Norfolk  Bicentennial  half  dollar  was  issued  for  a  very  obscure  observance,  the 
beginning  of  the  operation  of  Norfolk  under  the  borough  type  of  government,  certainly  a  forgettable 
anniversary  even  in  Norfolk  itself,  never  mind  an  anniversary  which  is  hardly  of  interest  to  anyone 
outside  the  borough  limits.  Five  different  dates  appear  on  the  coin:  1636,  1682,  1736,  1845,  1936, 
none  of  which  represents  the  date  in  which  the  coin  was  struck,  1937. 


Complete  Collection  of  Oregon  Trail  Coins 

636  Complete  collection  of  Oregon  Trail  coin  varieties  1926-1939,  MS-60 
to  MS-64,  mostly  in  the  MS-63  and  64  categories.  Mostly  brilliant  coins 
with  some  having  light  toning.  A  very  attractive  collection  of  a  design  which 
many  considered  to  be  the  high  water  mark  in  American  commemorative 
coinage.  (Total:  14  pieces) 

Which  is  the  obverse  and  which  is  the  reverse?  Mike  Fuljenz  and  others  have  noted  that  Mint 
records  have  stated  that  the  side  depicting  the  Conestoga  wagon  is  the  obverse,  and  the  side  with 
the  standing  Indian  is  the  reverse.  However,  Dave  Bowers  in  his  new  commemorative  book  con¬ 
siders  the  Indian  side  to  be  the  obverse,  for  correspondence  from  those  who  designed  the  coin- 
James  Earle  Fraser  and  Laura  Gardin  Fraser-note  that  these  artists  considered  the  Indian  side  to 
be  the  obverse.  Thke  your  pick.  There  are  several  other  such  mini-controversies  in  the  commemora¬ 
tive  series. 


Exceptional  1926-S  Oregon  Trail  50c 


637  1926-S  Oregon  Trail.  MS-68  (NGC).  Mostly  brilliant  surfaces  with  a  wisp 
of  light  golden  toning.  Attractive  overall,  and  eminently  desirable  to  the 
commemorative  buyer  who  has  his  or  her  gaze  fixed  upon  high  numerical 
designations.

Steve  Innarelli  recently  lent  us  an  unattributed  newspaper  clipping  dated  |anuary  7,  1936,  titled 
'  'Benson  and  Kerry  Do  Much  Research  in  Designing  Rhode  Island  Half  Dollar; '  excerpts  from  which 
Dave  Bowers  used  in  his  new  commemorative  book.  The  complete  text  of  the  article  may  be  of 
interest  to  present  readers,  and  has  never  appeared  in  print  in  a  numismatic  publication  before, 
and  is  given  herewith: 

John  Howard  Benson  and  Arthur  Graham  Carey,  Newport  artisans,  today  told  of  the 
factors  they  believe  were  instrumental  in  the  selection  of  their  model  as  Rhode  Island’s 
tercentenary  half  dollar. 

Both  men  have  been  deeply  interested  in  the  technique  of  coin  production  and  have 
studied  hundreds  of  old  coins  and  facsimilies.  They  combined  the  talents  of  a  silversmith 
with  those  of  a  letterer  in  producing  the  state's  official  coin. 

Their  method  is  today  considered  revolutionary  by  many,  for  the  design  was  carved 
in  reverse  and  in  the  same  manner  as  a  small  steel  die  is  cut,  the  method  used  by  all 
the  early  Greek  and  medieval  coin  makers,  whom  Benson  and  Carey  believe  made  the 
most  beautiful  coins  ever  produced. 

Done  in  Old  Shop 

The  work  on  the  design  was  all  done  in  the  old  John  Stevens  Shop  in  Newport,  which 
has  been  in  continuous  existence  as  a  stone-cutting  shop  since  1705,  and  in  the  present 
building  on  Thames  Street  since  the  Revolution.  It  was  in  this  shop  that  Benson,  who 
is  an  instructor  in  lettering  at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  puttered  around  as  a 
youth  and  learned  letter  carving  before  studying  in  New  York  and  abroad.  It  was  this 
same  shop  that  he  purchased  outright  in  1927,  carrying  on  the  old  traditions,  established 
by  the  Stevens  family,  of  craftmanship  and  beauty  in  stone  carving. 

Carey,  who  also  comes  of  a  family  long  associated  with  Newport-his  grandfather 
presented  the  Carey  School  to  the  city— is  a  designer,  silversmith  and  lecturer,  and  since 
last  |une  has  been  in  partnership  with  Benson. 

Much  Research  Work 

In  an  interview  yesterday,  Benson  revealed  that  the  two  men  had  gone  into  considera¬ 
ble  research  work  and  made  numerous  models  before  finally  developing  the  coin  which 
shortly  will  be  the  outstanding  souvenir  of  Rhode  Island's  tercentenary.  His  description 
of  the  various  figures  and  ornamentation  on  the  coin  bear  out  the  visualized  idea,  he 
and  Carey  achieved. 

"On  the  obverse  side  or  face  of  the  coin,"  said  Benson,  "the  outstanding  figure  is  Roger 
Williams  arriving  in  his  canoe  at  Slate  Rock  which  is  symbolic  of  his  first  landing  and 
meeting  with  the  Indians  in  Providence.  We  selected  this  subject  as  an  excellent  symbol 
of  liberty,  also  because  it  is  used  as  the  modem  seal  and  arms  of  the  city  of  Providence. 

In  his  left  hand  he  carries  the  Bible,  symbolic  of  Europe's  contribution  to  America,  while 
his  right  hand  is  raised  in  the  white  man’s  customary  salute  of  friendship. 

"Standing  on  the  rock  is  an  Indian,  welcoming  Roger  Williams,  his  hand  extended  palm 
down,  which  in  the  Indian  sign  language  means  'GOOD.'  Behind  him  is  a  plant  of  Indian 
com.  symbolic  of  the  native  contribution  to  the  new  American  civilization  and  particu¬ 
larly  characteristic  of  Rhode  Island  Behind  both  figures  is  the  rising  sun  and  the  word 
Liberty  to  represent  the  beginning  of  religious  liberty  in  this  country.  There  is  also  the 
mint  required  motto  In  God  We  Trust'  and  the  dates,  1636  Rhode  Island  1936  in  lettering 
around  the  rim.” 


Anchor  on  the  Reverse 

"On  the  reverse  side  or  'tails'  of  the  coin  is  the  state  shield  bearing  the  anchor  and 
the  scroll  bearing  the  motto  HOPE  to  represeent  the  authority  of  the  state  while  behind 
these  is  a  mantling  carrying  the  motto  ‘E  Pluribus  Unum,'  which  is  insisted  upon  by  mint 
regulations  for  all  United  States  coins  and  which  stands  for  the  authority  of  the  nation. 

"The  symbolism  we  have  sought  for  in  this  design,”  continued  Benson,  "is  the  rela¬ 
tion  of  the  federal  and  state  governments  to  each  other  and  with  the  federal  standing 
back  of  the  state  as  shown  by  the  mantling  behind  the  shield.  The  wording  around  the 
rim  'United  States  of  America-Half  Dollar'  is  required  by  mint  regulations,  but  it  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  note  that  the  treatment  differs  in  many  ways  from  that  of  the  usual  com¬ 
memorative  coin. 

"On  most  such  coins,"  Benson  declared,  "the  words  required  by  mint  regulations  are 
often  put  on  as  small  as  possible.  Here  we  have  made  them  a  definite  part  of  the  whole 
pattern  so  that  ornamentation  and  lettering  fit  together  in  an  integrai  design." 

Designed  Gold  Medal 

Both  Benson  and  Carey  have  long  been  interested  in  the  technique  of  coin  production 
and  some  years  ago  made  the  gold  medal  for  the  Liturgical  Arts  Society  of  New  York. 
This  medal  was  considered  by  some  revolutionary  in  the  extreme.  They  cut  the  actual 
steel  dies  making  a  simplified  arrangement  of  "graver  lines  and  punched  dots”  completely 
leaving  out  the  usual  representational  factor. 

The  two  artists  tackled  the  Rhode  Island  half  dollar  problem  in  a  somewhat  similar  man¬ 
ner,  believing  and  being  convinced  that  the  making  of  a  coin  should  be  more  related  to 
the  art  of  carving  than  to  the  art  of  modelling. 

This  view,  according  to  Benson,  is  similar  to  that  of  the  makers  of  the  early  Greek  and 
medieval  coins,  the  majority  of  which  are  said  by  some  to  achieve  beauty  greater  than 
most  modem  coins. 

Benson  and  Carey  believe  this  superiority  of  the  old  over  the  new  is  partly  the  result 
of  the  use  of  a  more  rational  method,  therefore  they  used  their  study  of  ancient  coin  produc¬ 
tion  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  art  of  die  sinking  is  essentially  a  part  of  the 
art  of  carving  rather  than  of  the  art  of  modelling.  They  therefore,  followed  a  pure  carved 
method  for  producing  the  model  for  the  Rhode  Island  coin. 

New  Method  Used 

This  approach,  in  a  sense,  is  today  revolutionary.  It  means  that  Benson  and  Carey  carved 
the  plaster  model  for  the  coin  in  reverse  just  as  a  small  steel  die  is  cast. 

The  two  men  are  known  to  be  interestd  in  the  nature  of  silver  and  on  this  coin,  which 
is  like  many  early  coins-the  famous  Pine  Tree  shilling  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony 
for  example-the  design  is  extremely  simplified  and  in  a  big  scale.  This  was  because  of 
the  attention  paid  to  the  qualities  and  limitations  of  the  nature  of  silver. 

Today,  of  course,  a  coin  has  to  be  presented  to  the  United  States  Mint  as  a  plaster  model, 
but  it  should  be  designed  so  as  to  be  satisfactory  when  finally  reduced  by  the  Mint  ma¬ 
chinery  and  the  dies  for  striking  the  coin  made  from  it. 

All  Turn  Black 

All  silver  coins  mm  black  eventually  and  the  best  ones  give  a  beautiful  black  and  white 
pattern.  The  background  remains  black  and  the  raised  portions  white. 

Benson  and  Carey  visualized  such  a  scheme  for  their  coin  from  their  experience  in  carv¬ 
ing  and  designing.  One  examining  the  head  of  Roger  Williams  on  the  coin  can  see  an 
affinity  to  the  beautiful  early  carved  reliefs  such  as  are  found  on  slate  stones  in  the  ceme¬ 
tery  at  Concord,  Massachusetts,  and  other  New  England  cemeteries.  All  unnecessary  ma¬ 
terial  has  been  eliminated.  The  line  of  the  hat  is  repeated  in  the  lines  of  Roger's  brow, 
for  the  artists  have  seen  through  to  the  final  silver  coin  and  not  merely  a  large  relief  in  plaster. 

This  coin  will  probably  have  considerable  value  both  because  of  its  unusual  quality  and 
also  because  there  has  been  a  presidential  order  that  the  production  of  such  commemorative 
pieces  be  extremely  limited  in  the  future  and  that  medals  be  struck  instead.

Although  it  has  been  suggested  several  times  in  print  that  the  portrait  on  the  obverse  was  copied 
from  the  visage  of  movie  actor  and  bon  vivant  Errol  Flynn.  Dave  Bowers  in  his  research  for  his 
new  commemorative  book  was  unable  to  locate  any  contemporary  attribution  of  such.  Certainly 
no  mention  of  same  is  to  be  found  among  original  correspondence  and  publicity  material  issued 
by  the  commission.  If  a  present  reader  can  shed  light  on  the  origin  of  the  Flynn  attribution  we 
would  be  grateful.

Only  510  1877  Proof  sets  were  issued,  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Proof  set  in  the  Liberty  Seated 
series  after  1858.  For  decades  the  1877  set  has  been  highly  prized  due  to  the  rarity  of  its  individual 
coins,  a  number  of  which  are  Proof-only  pieces  (with  no  related  business  strikes  being  made  for 
circulation),  namely  the  nickel  three-cent  piece,  the  Shield  nickel,  and  the  20-cent  piece.  The  1877 
cent  is  distinguished  by  being  the  key  issue  in  its  series.

687  1990  Gem  Proof  set  of  five  pieces,  condition  as  issued,  with  the  cent 
lacking  the  customary  S  mintmark.  Contained  in  its  original  sealed  Mint 
holder.  (Total:  5  pieces) 

Last  year  the  announcement  of  this  rarity,  which  quickly  climbed  in  value  to  over  $1000  as  Hany 
J.  Forman  and  other  dealers  sought  to  buy  and  make  a  market  for  them,  created  a  sensation  among 
collectors  and  put  a  tidy  piece  of  change  in  the  pockets  of  anyone  who  ordered  a  specimen  from 
the  Mint  at  the  original  issue  price,  only  to  discover  it  was  one  of  the  sets  with  the  coveted  error 
cents.  Such  mint  mistakes  keep  the  collecting  of  modem  coins  interesting. 


MINT  ERRORS 


With  pleasure  we  present  an  outstanding  collection  of  mint  errors 
consigned  by  a  well-known  western  numismatist.  For  the  most  part 
these  have  been  off  the  market  for  many  years  and  are  ‘  ‘fresh’  ’  ma¬ 
terial  for  the  present  generation  of  bidders.  In  addition,  about  a  half 
dozen  lots  came  from  another  source  and  have  been  melded  with 
the  group.  The  net  result  is  an  offering  which  ranges  from  large  cents 
to,  believe  it  or  not,  a  $20  piece.  In  particular,  the  gold  errors  are 
landmark  rarities,  although  even  the  Indian  cents,  Buffalo  nickels, 
and  other  items  possess  their  own  charm  and  numismatic  desirability. 

1817  Off-Center  Large  Cent 


688  1817  off-center  large  cent.  Struck  45%  (all  percentage  estimates  of  this 
nature  are  approximate)  off  center  in  the  K-ll  position.  Pleasing.  VF-30 
or  better.  Even  brown  coloration.  A  splendid  example  of  a  genre  of  mint 
error  which  is  quite  uncommon. 

The  K  numbers  used  by  collectors  of  mint  errors  trace  their  origin  to  Messrs.  Kolman  and  Litman 
C'KoLit")  and  are  from  1  to  12.  comparable  to  positions  on  the  clock.  The  K  number  is  determined 
by  studying  the  blank  part  of  the  planchet  and  determining  in  which  direction  on  the  clock  the 
off-center  striking  occurred.  Again,  all  such  numbers  are  approximate. 
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689  1848  off-center  large  cent.  30%  off  center  in  the  K-9  position.  Nice  VF-30. 
Pleasing  brown  planchet.  Another  extremely  appealing  cent  error. 

690  1855  off-center  large  cent.  Upright  5s  variety.  15%  off  center  in  the  K-10 
position.  EF-40.  Pleasing  light  brown  surfaces. 


691  1856  off-center  large  cent.  Slanting  5  variety.  30%  off  center  in  the  K-5 
position.  Tops  of  date  numerals  visible.  Pleasing  EF-40,  again  a  coin  on 
a  nice  planchet. 

692  Group  of  mint  errors:  ☆  1849  large  cent  with  small  edge  clip  in  the  K-l 
position,  the  clip  occupying  most  of  the  rim.  VF-20  ☆  1853  large  cent  with 
mint  clip  in  the  K-l  position,  the  clip  extending  slightly  beyond  the  rim. 
VF-30  ☆  1941  Lincoln  cents  (2).  One  MS-60;  one  MS-63,  one  with  a  fin¬ 
gerprint,  both  brilliant,  both  with  traces  of  a  "railroad”  rim  due  to  improper 
collar  alignment  ☆  1943-S  steel  cent.  Edge  clip  at  the  K-5  position  takes 
away  about  25%  of  the  coin.  MS-63  ☆  1919  Buffalo  nickel  with  ragged 
edge  clip  taking  away  about  20%  of  the  coin  at  the  K-10  position.  AU-50 
☆  1963  Roosevelt  dime  with  ragged  edge  clip  in  K-9  position,  taking  away 
about  40%  of  the  coin  AU-55  ☆  1958  Franklin  half  dollar  with  straight  edge 
clip,  possible  the  edge  of  the  planchet  strip  itself,  at  the  K-ll  position.  MS-60. 
A  nice  grouping  of  varied  interests.  (Total:  8  pieces) 


693  1863  off-center  Indian  cent.  About  60%  off  center  at  K-2.  VF-20.  Date 
bold  and  sharp.  Blank  planchet  area  somewhat  irregular. 


694  Copper-nickel  Indian  cent  error  consisting  of  a  reverse  impression  with 
oak  wreath  and  shield,  circa  1860-1864,  impressed  on  a  broadly  splayed 
planchet,  with  very  wide  rims,  struck  without  a  collar,  with  the  other  side 
being  a  distended  brockage  (incuse  impression).  VF-30.  Pleasing  copper- 
nickel  color.  A  prize  specimen  for  the  cent  specialist  or  aficionado  of  mint 
errors. 

The  production  of  this  piece  probably  occurred  in  the  following  manner:  Assuming  that  the  top 
die  in  the  press  was  the  obverse  and  the  bottom  die  the  reverse,  a  copper-nickel  Indian  cent  was 
properly  struck,  but  adhered  to  the  top  die  and  rose  when  the  top  die  moved  away  from  the  bottom 
or  anvil  die.  A  blank  planchet  was  placed  in  position  over  the  reverse  die,  and  the  top  die  came 
down,  bringing  with  it  the  adhering  cent.  That  cent  struck  the  blank  planchet  and  itself  acted  as 
a  die,  after  which  the  planchet  spread  out  to  wide  diameter  distorting  the  incuse  impression  made 
by  the  previously  struck  cent.  The  error  was  ejected  from  the  press  and  somehow  found  its  way 
into  circulation. 


695  1864  bronze  off-center  Indian  cent.  10%  off  center  in  the  K-7  position. 
Pleasing  AU-55  or  better,  exquisitely  struck  and  veiy  sharp,  with  some  traces 
of  mint  red.  A  very  attractive  coin. 


696  1865  off-center  Indian  cent.  Variety  with  fancy  top  5  in  date.  20%  off 
center  in  the  K-l  position.  Beautiful  EF-45  with  glossy  brown  surfaces.  The 
quality  of  the  mint  errors  in  this  section  is  truly  remarkable. 


697  1873  Open  3  cent  off  center.  30%  off  center  in  the  K-30  position.  VF-35. 
Glossy  brown  surfaces. 


698  Double  struck  1880  Indian  cent.  A  second  impression  with  full  date  is 
double  struck  and  appears  as  a  tab  in  the  K-2  position  as  illustrated.  Glossy 
brown  VF-30.  A  spectacular  error;  a  coin  with  a  great  deal  of  appeal. 


699  1892  double  struck  Indian  cent.  The  second  striking  is  in  the  form  of 
a  small  tab  in  the  K-l 2  position.  The  tab  showing  the  denticles  and  part 
of  the  92  of  the  date.  AU-55  or  better  with  ample  traces  of  original  mint  red. 
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700  1894  Indian  cent  (with  repunched  date)  double  struck.  This  coin  was 
produced  when  two  pieces  were  in  the  press  at  the  same  time,  with  the 
result  that  a  previously  struck  cent  was  impressed  with  a  blank  planchet, 
which  left  a  deep  blank  impression  at  the  K-l  position,  occupying  about 
30%  of  the  surface  of  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  somewhat  distended,  but 
essentially  as  made.  VF-30. 

Adding  to  the  appeal  of  this  error  is  the  iact  that  this  is  the  repunched  date  variety  of  1894,  with 
each  date  numeral  appearing  twice.  It  has  been  our  experience  that  this  variety  is  several  dozen 
times  rarer  than  the  Perfect  Date  of  the  same  year.  This,  in  essence,  is  a  mint  striking  showing 
a  die  cutting  blunder!

This  type  is  one  of  the  highest  orders  of  mint  errors  and  is  always  in  demand. 


702  1904  double  struck  Indian  cent.  Second  impression  50%  off  center  at 
K-3  position,  showing  about  2/3  of  the  upper  part  of  the  coin.  MS-60,  red 
and  brown.  A  delightful  Indian  cent  error. 


703  1905  double  struck  Indian  cent.  The  second  striking,  showing  a  sec¬ 
ond  date,  is  about  40%  off  center  at  the  K-l  position.  EF-40  or  better.  Pleasing 
light  brown. 


704  1907  off-center  Indian  cent.  35%  off  center  in  the  K-10  position.  EF-45. 
Glossy  brown  surfaces. 


705  1908  off-center  Indian  cent.  30%  off  center  at  the  K-10  position.  EF-40. 
Glossy  brown  surfaces. 

706  Off-center  Indian  cent.  Date  not  visible,  but  after  mid-1886  (terminal 
feather  in  headdress  points  to  space  between  C  and  A).  30%  off  center  in 
the  K-6  position.  EF-45.  Glossy  brown. 


707  Off-center  Indian  cent,  date  not  visible,  but  after  mid-1886.  30%  oil  center 
in  the  K-7  position.  EF-40.  Glossy  brown. 

708  1913-D  off-center  Lincoln  cent.  15%  off  center  in  the  K-7  position.  VF-35. 
Glossy  brown. 


709  1914  off-center  Lincoln  cent.  15%  off  center  in  the  K-10  position.  MS-60, 
red  and  brown.  Tiny  hairline  scratch  across  obverse. 

710  1915-D  off-center  Lincoln  cent.  15%  off  center  in  the  K-3  position.  AU-58, 
glossy  iridescent  brown.  Extremely  sharp. 


711  1917-S  off-center  Lincoln  cent.  40%  off  center  in  the  K-10  position.  EF-40. 
Glossy  brown. 


712  1919  double  struck  Lincoln  cent.  Second  impression  occupies  about  15% 
of  the  coin  in  the  K-6  position.  EF-40.  Glossy  brown.  Quite  attractive  (as 
are  all  the  mint  errors  offered  here). 


714  1987  Lincoln  cent  struck  over  a  1987  (presumably)  Roosevelt  dime. 

A  superb  error,  this  Lincoln  cent  is  struck  over  a  previously  stnick  Roosevelt 
dime  in  clad  metal,  with  the  obverse  of  the  Lincoln  cent  struck  over  the 
reverse  of  the  dime  and  the  reverse  of  the  Lincoln  cent  struck  over  the  ob¬ 
verse  of  the  dime.  Ample  portions  of  the  undertype  dime  design  still  are 
visible.  MS-63.  Unusual  and  scarce. 
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715  Brockage  broadstruck  two-cent  reverse.  A  spectacular  error  caused  in 
the  same  way  as  Lot  694.  Shown  is  a  sharp  impression  of  a  reverse  die 
as  well  as  a  distended  brockage  impression  of  a  reverse.  MS-60,  red  and 
brown.  Two-cent  piece  errors  are  extremely  rare. 


720  1900  off-center  Liberty  nickel.  About  25%  off  center  at  the  K-2  posi¬ 
tion.  VF-35. 

721  1902  off-center  Liberty  nickel.  About  20%  off  center  at  the  K-10  posi¬ 
tion.  VG-8  to  F-12. 


716  Silver  three-cent  piece,  Type  I,  struck  off  center.  Struck  about  30% 
off  center  in  the  K-6  position.  MS-63.  Lustrous  and  frosty  with  light  ton¬ 
ing.  Very  scarce.  This  is  the  Type  I  design  minted  1851-1853. 


717  Shield  nickel  struck  off  center.  Shield  nickel  from  the  1870s  with  the 
first  three  digits  definable  by  their  tops,  and  the  last  digit  possibly  being 
a  2,  3,  or  6,  struck  about  10%  off  center  at  K-7.  VF-20. 


718  1889  Liberty  nickel  struck  off  center.  About  20%  off  center  in  the  K-12 
position.  VF-30. 


719  1891  off-center  Liberty  nickel,  struck  about  25%  off  center  in  the  K-3 
position.  MS-64,  brilliant  and  lustrous.  A  superb  grade  for  an  early  error 
such  as  this. 


722  1908  Liberty  nickel  struck  on  a  bronze  planchet  intended  for  an  In¬ 
dian  cent.  The  small  planchet  did  not  provide  enough  metal  for  the  rims 
of  the  nickel  to  strike  up  properly,  but  all  other  details  are  excellent.  MS-60. 
Glossy  brown.  A  very  attractive  and  curious  error.  Here  is  an  item  for  the 
Liberty  nickel  specialist  or  perhaps  for  the  Indian  cent  specialist,  take  your 
pick. 


723  Buffalo  nickel  struck  40%  off  center.  San  Francisco  Mint  Buffalo  nickel, 
date  not  known,  struck  about  40%  off  center  in  the  K-7  position.  AU-50. 
Denomination  and  mintmark  visible. 


724  1916  Buffalo  nickel  struck  off  center.  About  10%  off  center  at  the  K-8 

position.  MS-62.  An  attractive  example  of  this  early  issue. 


725  1919  off-center  Buffalo  nickel.  Struck  about  20%  off  center  at  the  K-9 
position.  EF-40. 


726  1923-S  off-center  Buffalo  nickel.  Struck  about  20%  off  center  at  the 
K-8  position.  MS-60,  lustrous.  A  superb  condition  example  of  a  really  scarce 
date  and  mintmark  variety-two  elements  of  desirability  combined  in  one 
coin.  Quite  rare  and  normally  apt  to  be  the  only  one  you  will  encounter 
(except  the  following!). 
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727  1923-S  off-center  Buffalo  nickel.  Strnck  about  20%  off  center  at  the 
K-9  position.  EF-40.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  rare  issue,  a  coin  the  equal 
of  which  may  not  appear  on  the  market  for  many  years. 


728  1924  off-center  Buffalo  nickel.  Struck  about  75%  off  center  at  the  K-12 
position.  VF-35. 


729  1929  off-center  Buffalo  nickel.  Struck  about  30%  off  center  at  the  K-10 
position.  VF-30. 

730  1934-D  off-center  Buffalo  nickel.  Struck  about  10%  off  center  at  the 
K-5  position.  AU-58. 

731  1962-D  Jefferson  nickel  struck  on  a  bronze  cent  planchet.  MS-62, 
red  and  brown. 


732  Pair  of  1964  nickel  errors,  consisting  of  a  previously  double  struck  nickel 
which  impinged  itself  on  another  planchet  but  did  not  adhere  to  it,  as  the 
second  planchet  was  struck,  after  which  the  double  struck  piece  moved 
away.  Today  both  separate  errors  fit  together  perfectly.  MS-63.  Virtually 
an  exhibit  in  itself.  (Total:  2  matching  pieces) 


733  Pair  of  1964  Jefferson  nickel  errors,  somewhat  similar  to  the  preced¬ 
ing,  except  that  a  properly  struck  Jefferson  nickel  was  produced,  remained 
in  the  dies,  and  another  planchet  partially  came  on  top  of  it,  was  struck, 
and  then  fell  away,  bearing  a  partial  imprint  (including  date)  of  the  obverse. 
The  two  pieces  fit  together  perfectly.  MS-63.  Another  astounding  error. 
MS-63.  (Total:  2  matching  pieces) 


734  Pair  of  1964  Jefferson  nickel  errors,  consisting  of  a  double  struck  piece 
and  a  single  struck  piece,  both  distorted  and  both  fitting  together,  produced 
in  a  manner  similar  to  that  described  under  Lot  732.  MS-60.  (Total:  2  match¬ 
ing  pieces) 


735  Pair  of  1964  Jefferson  nickel  errors,  similar  to  the  preceding,  but  ex¬ 
tremely  distorted  and  slightly  differently  made.  Both  pieces  fit  together. 
MS-60.  Another  incredible  pair.  (Total:  2  matching  pieces) 
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736  Final  pair  of  1964  Jefferson  nickel  errors.  This  pair,  distended  and  fit¬ 
ting  together,  was  produced  similarly  to  the  process  used  for  Lot  733.  MS-63. 
(Total:  2  matching  pieces) 

How  this  and  the  preceding  pairs  escaped  the  Mint  is  certainly  a  mystery,  but  escape  they  did, 
and  the  fraternity  of  mint  error  collectors  is  richer  for  the  experience. 


737  1899  Barber  dime  struck  off  center.  Off  center  about  10%  in  the  K-ll 
position.  Plain  Edge.  MS-62.  Light  lilac.  Very  sharp. 


738  1901  off-center  Barber  dime.  Struck  about  15%  off  center  in  the  K-12 
position.  Plain  Edge.  MS-60.  Lilac  and  gunmetal-blue  toning.  Very  sharp. 


739  1890  Liberty  Seated  dime  struck  off  center.  About  30%  off  center  in 
the  K-l  position.  Plain  Edge.  MS-60.  Light  lilac  toning.  Very  rare. 


740  Pair  of  1964  (?-last  digit  not  certain)  Roosevelt  dime  errors.  Some¬ 
what  similar  to  the  Jefferson  nickel  errors  described  above.  A  previously 
struck  coin  was  overlaid  with  a  blank  planchet  and  distending  occurred. 
Both  pieces  fit  together.  MS-63.  (Total:  2  matching  pieces) 


741  Another  pair  of  1964  Roosevelt  dime  errors.  These  were  produced  some¬ 
what  similar  to  the  preceding,  with  the  coin  from  the  first  impression  being 
double  struck.  Both  pieces  fit  together.  The  double  struck  section  has  two 
separate  1964  dates.  MS-62.  Here  is  another  pair  of  coins  that  will  be  the 
talk  of  the  evening  at  a  club  meeting.  (Total:  2  matching  pieces) 


742  1966  Roosevelt  dime  struck  on  a  pre-1965  silver  planchet.  AU-55 
(ANA  Cache  for  grading  and  authentication) .  Lustrous  silver  surfaces. 


743  1817  Capped  Bust  half  dollar  struck  off  center.  About  25%  off  center 
in  the  K-2  position.  VF-30.  Some  marks  on  the  obverse  and  on  the  blank 
planchet  area.  With  lettered  edge.  Exceedingly  rare  as  a  type. 

This  piece  with  lettered  edge  proves  (not  that  such  proof  is  necessary)  that  the  planchet  edge 
lettering  was  done  in  a  process  separate  from  striking;  that  is,  an  edge-lettering  machine  was  used. 


744  1964  broadstruck  Kennedy  half  dollar,  with  fairly  sharp  reverse  impres¬ 
sion,  actual  size,  on  an  extremely  distended  planchet,  larger  than  a  silver 
dollar,  with  previously  struck  obverse  features  splayed  and  distorted.  MS-64. 
A  spectacular  error. 

A  1964  silver  Kennedy  half  dollar  was  struck  in  the  proper  manner,  but  the  piece  adhered  to  the 
bottom  die.  A  blank  planchet  was  fed  on  top  of  the  previously  struck  coin,  the  top  die  came  down, 
and  the  blank  planchet  was  forced  against  the  obverse  of  the  previously  struck  piece,  severely  dis¬ 
torting  it. 
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745  1964  double  struck  Kennedy  half  dollar.  Spectacularly  double  struck 
as  shown,  with  one  impression  distended  from  a  blank  planchet.  MS-60 
or  better.  Bright  silver.  A  spectacular  error  from  the  first  year  of  the  design. 


746  1964  Kennedy  half  dollar  double  struck,  as  illustrated,  caused  by  a 
coin  adhering  to  the  bottom  die,  a  blank  planchet  coming  down  on  top 
of  it,  becoming  distended,  but  with  the  obverse  die  impression  clear,  and 
then  being  struck  again.  It  makes  one  tired  to  even  think  about  the  proc¬ 
ess.  MS-62.  Another  truly  memorable  error. 

747  1922-S  Peace  dollar  broadstruck  with  “railroad”  rims.  MS-63.  Light 
lilac  toning.  A  very  unusual  piece. 


1886  Gold  Dollar  Error 


748  1886  gold  dollar  struck  off  center.  About  10%  to  15%  off  center  at  the 
K-9  position.  MS-64.  Sharply  struck  with  satiny  lustre.  Plain  Edge.  A  su¬ 
perb  specimen  which  will  excite  even  the  most  advanced  mint  error  spe¬ 
cialist,  for  gold  errors  of  all  types  are  exceedingly  rare.

749  1904  gold  quarter  eagle  struck  about  10%  off  center,  out  of  its  collar, 
and  with  a  plain  edge.  In  addition,  the  piece  was  struck  a  second  time  with 
a  5%  brockage  strike  from  a  previously  struck  coin,  at  the  K-12  position. 
MS-63  or  finer.  Blazing  lustre.  Another  extremely  important,  exciting  mint 
error.

In  an  ANA  Cache  holder 
marked  MS-65,  “broadstruck,”  although  we  prefer  to  consider  it  off  center 
rather  than  broadstruck,  preferring  to  reserve  the  broadstruck  name  for  a 
piece  with  a  distended  planchet  which  this  one  does  not  have.  A  superb 
specimen  with  rich  satiny  lustre,  a  coin  which  even  if  it  were  not  a  mint 
error  would,  on  its  own,  be  important  for  its  condition  alone.  Here  is  an¬ 
other  superb  error,  one  which  will  cause  excitement  when  it  crosses  the 
auction  block.

Incredible  Liberty  Head  $20  Set-Up  Coin 


751  $20  gold  double  eagle,  apparently  from  the  19th  century  (the  date 
is  seen  in  somewhat  ghost  form  and  seems  to  be  in  the  1880s  or 
1890s  but  is  not  clear)  made  as  a  test  die  or  set-up  piece.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  issue  with  S  mintmark  visible.  The  only  one  we  have  ever 
seen  or  handled.  Superb  item,  generally  classified  as  an  “error,”  but  more 
properly  classified  as  a  set-up  piece  which  somehow  escaped  the  Mint  (all 
such  pieces  are  supposed  to  be  destroyed).  The  edge  is  reeded.  The  overall 
grade  is  AU-50.  For  the  mint  error  collector  this  is  the  creme  de  la  creme 
of  the  field.  You  may  never  be  offered  another  in  your  lifetime. 

When  new  dies  are  fastened  into  a  coining  press  they  are  spaced  slightly  farther  apart  than  they 
should  be.  A  blank  planchet  is  carefully  introduced  and  the  dies  are  brought  together  as  the  press 
goes  through  its  cycle.  The  pressman  then  determines  how  much  of  the  design  struck  up,  and  if 
the  striking  was  light  (as  in  the  present  specimen),  the  press  is  stopped  and  the  dies  are  adjusted 
for  closer  spacing.  Another  set-up  piece  is  struck  and  the  strike  is  again  examined.  This  process 
is  repeated  until  a  coin  of  proper  sharpness  is  created.  As  such  pieces  are  made  under  the  close 
supervision  of  the  pressman,  they  are  almost  never  allowed  to  escape  into  circulation.  How  this 
one  did  ranks  as  a  first-class  mystery,  but  here  it  is  for  all  the  world  to  see. 


752  1964  British  florin  (two  shillings)  struck  about  40%  off  center.  MS-63. 
Quite  spectacular. 

A  number  of  1964  mint  errors  escaped  from  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  and  were  traced  to  a  mint 
employee  who  sought  to  turn  a  profit  by  selling  them  to  coin  dealers,  who  were  not  aware  that 
the  seller  was  from  the  mint.  At  one  time  our  firm  owned  several  dozen  such  pieces!  The  deception 
was  discovered  and  all  pieces  that  could  be  tracked  down  and  specifically  traced  to  this  individual 
were  confiscated.  The  presently  offered  coin  did  not  come  from  us  and  may  be  a  legitimate  mint 
error  that  escaped  through  the  proper  channels  (by  being  inadvertently  mixed  at  the  mint  with  nor¬ 
mal  coins).  Just  like  people  are,  mint  errors  are  innocent  until  proven  guilty,  so  we  offer  this  piece 
with  the  mention  that  some  of  its  brethren  were  not  legitimate,  but  with  no  indication  that  this 
specimen  has  any  taint  whatsoever. 


753  Mexican  Republic  five-centavos  piece  from  the  1880s  struck  off  cen¬ 
ter.  Five-centavos  piece  of  1882  or  1883  (the  last  digit  not  clear)  struck 
about  30%  off  center.  Copper-nickel.  Krause  Mishler-399.  EF-45. 


754  Chihuahua  state  (Mexico)  provisional  Constitutional  Army  coinage 
of  1915.  Tfen  centavos  in  copper,  brockage  strike  of  obverse.  KM-615. 
MS-63.  Glossy  brown  with  traces  of  mint  red.  A  spectacular  error  which 
will  be  a  source  of  pride  for  any  Mexican  specialist.  The  coin  is  of  special 
interest  as  it  comes  from  one  of  the  most  unsettled  times  in  the  history 
of  our  southern  neighbor.

20  reis.  KM-533.  EF-45.  Glossy  brown.

2-A  (cf.  Bowers  and  Merena/Leidman,  April  1986,  Lot  4023  for  descrip¬ 
tions),  as  Garrett:2032.  Dark  gray,  verging  on  black  in  places.  Undertype 
not  attributable.  Usually  seen  counterstamps:  displayed  eagle  within  circle 
bearing  ethnic  in  outer  band/P.B  in  script,  within  interlocked  links  forming 
a  circle.  Struck  on  a  cut  segment  equivalent  to  21%  of  the  expected  weight 
of  a  Spanish  8-reales  piece.

757  Undated  [circa  1832-1834]  Nouvelle  Orleans-Peuch  Bein  counter¬ 
stamps  on  a  cut  Spanish  8-reales  segment.  VF-35.  81.8  grains.  “Dies” 
2-A,  as  preceding.  Undertype  a  Mexico  City  Mint  issue  but  otherwise  un- 
attributable.  Dark  gray,  verging  on  black  on  both  sides.  Struck  on  a  cut  seg¬ 
ment  equivalent  to  19.5%  of  the  expected  weight  of  a  Spanish  8  reales. 
A  second  example  of  this  “Hard  Times  Era”  issue. 

Messrs.  Peuch-Bein  of  New  Orleans  are  said  to  have  counterstamped  cut  segments  of  Spanish 
8  reales,  to  facilitate  their  use  in  trade  as  small  denomination  coins,  at  a  time  when  silver  coinage 
was  scarce.  Their  counterstamps,  usually  a  displayed  eagle  and  ethnic  on  one  side,  initials  of  the 
firm  on  the  other,  served  to  testify  that  the  segment  was  of  good  weight  and  fineness.  It  seems, 
particularly  from  Norweb:1412,  that  virtually  anything  that  appeared  to  be  a  Spanish  8-reales  issue 
was  so  cut  and  counterstamped.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  firm  actually  assayed  each  coin  to  see 
whether  its  fineness  was  up  to  par  before  counterstamping,  as  the  Monclova  Revolutionary  issue 
also  served  as  a  host  for  the  firm's  counterstamps,  while  its  fineness  was  not  up  to  Spanish  Metropoli¬ 
tan  norms.

758  Undated  (circa  1832-1834)  Nouvelle  Orleans-Peuch  Bein  counter¬ 
stamps  on  cut  Spanish  8-reales  segment.  VF-35.  97.9  grains.  “Dies” 
3-B,  a  rarer  combination  than  usually  seen.  Light  silver  gray  on  both  sides, 
with  areas  of  pale  golden  brown  highlights  visible.  Clearly  counterstamped 
over  a  Ferdinand  VII  (1808-1821)  dated  8-reales  issue,  uncertain  mint,  date 
not  on  flan.  Counterstamped  on  a  cut  segment  equivalent  to  23%  of  the 
expected  weight  of  a  Spanish  8-reales  piece. 

It  has  been  commonly  supposed  that  the  cut  segments  counterstamped  by  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Peuch-Bein  were  meant  to  pass  as  one  quarter  of  a  Spanish  8  reales,  equivalent  to  two  bits.  The 
weights  of  pieces  in  the  two  preceding  lots  suggest  that  rather  than  quarters,  some  of  these  seg¬ 
ments  were  meant  to  pass  as  one-fifth  of  a  Spanish  dollar.  Another  explanation  for  the  lower  than 
expected  weights  of  the  segments  in  the  two  preceding  lots  might  be  that  they  were  deliberately 
underweight,  to  provide  a  wider  profit  margin  to  the  firm.  The  piece  in  this  lot,  together  with  the 
one  in  Norweb:1412,  appear  to  be  roughly  equivalent  to  the  expected  weight  of  one-quarter  of  a 
Spanish  dollar,  however. 


“1861”  Confederate  Half  Dollar  Restrike 

Breen’s  “Prototype” 


759  “1861”  Confederate  half  dollar.  Scott-Proskey  restrike.  EF-45. 

Breen-8001.  Pale  silver  gray  on  both  sides.  Light  traces  of  the  federal  un¬ 
dertype  are  visible  in  places  in  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Accompanied  by 
a  letter  from  Walter  Breen,  dated  March  1,  1991,  which  states: 

To  whom  it  may  concern: 

This  certifies  that  I  have  examined  the  accompanying  coin  and 
that  1  unhesitatingly  declare  it  genuine  and  as  described  below. 

It  is  a  Scott-Proskey  restrike  Confederate  half  dollar  prototype  is¬ 
sue.  Encyclopedia  8001.  Unlike  the  normal  restrikes,  this  has  the 
eagle  from  the  Union  half  dollar  undertype  only  partly  planed  off: 
parts  of  wing  outline  show  right  of  the  CSA  shield;  parts  of  Union 
shield  stripes  show  at  base  of  chief  of  CSA  shield.  The  obverse  is 
less  flattened  than  on  normal  restrikes;  the  CSA  die  is  in  earlier  state 
.  than  on  those  without  the  central  bulge.  Original  Proofs  weigh  192 
grains=12.44  grams;  regular  restrikes  weigh  185-188 
grains=l  1.99-12. 18  grams.  The  present  coin  weighs  189.05 
grains=12.25  grams,  consistent  with  less  metal  being  planed  off. 
Note  that  the  CSA  die  is  more  sharply  and  evenly  impressed  than 
in  most  of  the  regular  restrikes,  eg.  that  illustrated  in  Encyclopedia 
at  8002.  This  is  the  third  [the  other  two  being  the  more  sharply 
defined  New  York  Public  Library  Collection  coins  sold  by  us  in 
1982-Ed.]  and  latest  prototype  seen  to  date,  evidently  preceding 
the  regular  restrikes.

Rare,  only  the  fifth  speci¬ 
men  we  have  handled  in  the  last  decade,  or  so  (NYPL:2620,  Garrett:  1925, 
Dreyfuss:5162,  Schenkel:4030).  Obverse  die  rusted  in  field  behind  Fillmore’s 
head  and  behind  neck.  Considerably  heavier  than  either  the  Schenkel  or 
Dreyfuss  specimens.

Awarded  on  the  reverse:  “Presented  to  Peter  F.  Morris,  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  his  courage  and  humanity  in  the  rescue  of  Susanna  Schmidt  from 
drowning  at  the  foot  of  East  80  East  Ninth  Street,  New  York,  August  15th, 
1884." 
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Rare  Arizona  Silver  Mine  Medal 


762  The  New  Monte  Cristo  silver  mine  medal.  Rarity-7+,  about  six  be¬ 
lieved  known  today.  Silver.  621.1  grains.  41.5  x  41.8mm.  Octagonal. 

Edge  marked:  ALLEN  STERLING,  otherwise,  plain.  Uncirculated,  slightly 
bent  after  striking.  The  “obverse”  shows  a  standing  grizzly  bear,  its  right 
paw  outstretched,  within  a  central  beaded  circle.  Above  are  five  large  stars, 
flanking  are  two  uninscribed  scrolls,  at  the  base  is  C.C.  JULIAN.  The  ob¬ 
verse  bear  and  stars  stand  for  the  constellation  Ursa  Major,  and  refer  to 
the  location  of  the  New  Monte  Cristo  mine,  in  Constellation,  Yavapai  County, 
Arizona,  about  11  miles  northeast  of  Wickenburg.  The  “reverse”  is  inscribed 
at  the  top  NEW  MONTE  CRISTO,  and  at  the  bottom  dated  1927.  In  the 
center,  within  a  beaded  circle,  is  a  crossed  miner's  shovel  and  pickax.  Ad¬ 
ditional  decoration  is  added  by  the  inclusion  of  two  uninscribed  scrolls.  Light 
silver  gray,  overall. 

According  to  Ghost  Tbwns  of  Arizona,  Constellation  Camp  was  situated 
at  the  site  of  the  Monte  Cristo  Mine,  owned  between  1912  and  1920  by 
Ezra  W.  Thayer.  He  apparently  never  put  the  mine  into  production,  and 
sold  it  later  to  C.C.  Julian,  a  notorious  promoter  of  fraudulent  get  rich  quick 
schemes,  whose  checkered  past  will  be  described  below.  It  is  the  present 
owner’s  belief  that  Julian  took  advantage  of  the  many  visiting  easterners 
coming  to  the  dude  ranches  at  Wickenburg,  defrauding  them  with  his  false 
claims  for  silver  at  the  New  Monte  Cristo  mine.  The  presently  offered  medal, 
one  of  around  six  believed  known  today,  quite  possibly  represents  a  promo¬ 
tional  scheme  by  Julian,  and  may  have  been  a  memento  of  an  investment 
given  to  an  unsuspecting  easterner  after  he  had  parted  with  a  sufficient 
amount  of  cash! 

Chauncey  C.  Julian  was  Canadian  bom,  and  drifted  to  Tbxas  where  he  worked  as  a  rigger  in  the 
oil  fields.  From  Tfexas,  he  seems  to  have  moved  to  California  near  Los  Angeles,  where  he  began 
to  invest  in  a  small  way  in  oil  leases.  His  timing  could  not  have  been  more  perfect,  since  southern 
California  was  then  in  the  grip  of  "oil  madness,"  and  investors  eager  to  part  with  their  savings 


were  in  as  plentiful  a  supply  as  bunco  artists  ready  to  swindle  them.  Julian  founded  his  )ulian  Petroleum 
Corporation,  based  upon  a  10-acre  lease,  not  far  from  the  discovery  well  at  Santa  Fe  Springs.  [Santa 
Fe  Springs,  with  seven  distinct  oil-bearing  strata  is  where  J.  Paul  Getty's  financial  empire  was  launched.] 
He  chartered  his  corporation  in  Delaware,  took  over  the  third  floor  of  the  Loew's  State  Building 
in  downtown  Los  Angeles,  and  obtained  legal  permission  from  the  California  Corporations  Commis¬ 
sioner  to  issue  600,000  shares  of  perferred  stock  at  $50  a  share  and  600,000  of  common  stock. 
One  of  Julian's  letters  survives,  and  extracts  have  been  printed  which  quote  it  as  saying  “Folks, 
if  ever  a  clean  and  square  offer  was  submitted  to  you,  surely  to  goodness  I  have  placed  it  before 
you  .  .  .  and  the  day  I  betray  that  royal  confidence  that  you  are  placing  in  me  my  earnest  hope 
is  that  i  fall  head  first  into  the  deepest  well  in  Santa  Fe  Springs.  Mail  that  old  check  or  run  in  and 
meet  me  personally.  C.C.  Julian." 

Within  a  few  months,  over  $11,000,000  worth  of  stock  had  been  sold,  and  five  years  later,  well 
over  $150,000,000  had  been  subscribed.  Even  Price  Whterhouse  &  Co.,  the  well-known  accoun¬ 
tants  and  auditors,  gave  Julian  a  relatively  clean  bill  of  health. 

By  1926,  Chauncey  Julian  had  moved  on  to  other  schemes.  Julian  reported  that  he  had  discovered 
vast  veins  of  pure  lead  northeast  of  Death  Valley,  at  a  place  he  called  Leadfield.  Immediately  inves¬ 
tors  flocked  to  give  him  support,  and  the  town  of  Leadfield  was  laid  out.  According  to  an  article 
in  Frontier  Times  (May  1972),  "Hundreds  of  southern  Californians  hauled  royally  to  the  nearest 
railroad  station  aboard  the  fifteen-coach  ‘Julian  Special'  of  the  Tonopah  and  Tidewater  Railroad, 
left  behind  their  money  and  took  away  with  them  memories  of  a  gala  occasion  and  sheaves  of 
beautifully  engraved  and  thoroughly  worthless  stock  certificates.  In  August  1926,  the  Leadfield  post 
office  opened  with  mail  for  200  persons.  Six  months  later  it  closed  with  mail  for  one  last  straggler." 

Moving  on  from  Leadfield,  Julian  took  over  Thayer’s  moribund  Monte  Cristo  Mine,  renamed  it 
the  New  Monte  Cristo  Mine,  and  began  a  new  scam.  However,  on  May  7,  1927  the  Los  Angeles 
Stock  Exchange  ordered  a  halt  to  the  trading  of  Julian  Petroleum  shares.  Since  Julian  had  already 
sold  his  interest  in  the  company,  he  was  not  directly  responsible  for  the  crash  that  followed,  and 
so  he  was  not  convicted  along  with  his  earlier  partners  in  United  States  federal  court  for  fraudulent 
use  of  the  mails.  What  happened  to  Julian  after  the  crash  is  not  exactly  clear.  The  most  commonly 
reported  story  is  that  he  fled  to  China  where  he  later  committed  suicide.  Several  colorful  stories 
are  told  about  Julian.  He  is  said  to  have  tipped  a  cab  driver  $1,500  for  a  short  ride;  had  a  fist  fight 
with  Charlie  Chaplin  in  a  Hollywood  nightclub;  is  reported  to  have  spent  $25,000  in  a  single  shop¬ 
ping  spree,  and  is  reported  to  have  owned  a  gold-lined  bath  tub.  In  Los  Angeles  Julian's  Petroleum 
Company,  popularly  nicknamed  "Julian  Pete,"  owned  a  string  of  gasoline  service  stations.  The  com¬ 
pany’s  logo  was  a  picture  ofHercules  kicking  up  his  heels,  and  its  slogan  was  "Hercules  Gasoline- 
Kicks  Like  a  Mule."  It  is  reported  that  gas  was  sold  for  eight  gallons  for  a  dollar,  a  premium  price 
at  the  time.

A  popular  example  of  this  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Company  satirical  issue. 

Type  IV,  one  of  500  pieces 
said  struck.  Pale  silver  gray  on  both  sides.

Pale  golden  surface  highlights  and  chocolate 
brown  fields  add  to  the  aesthetic  appeal  of  this  popular  issue.  Some  very 
faint  surface  porosity  is  noted,  but  it  does  not  detract  from  the  overall 
quality  of  this  piece. 

This  attractive  "Little  Half  Sister"  was  purchased  from  the  firm  of  Hathaway  &  Bowers,  circa 
1969-71. 


A 
medium  tan  example  of  this  popular  variety.  Some  striking  weakness  is 
noted  on  the  lower  left  obverse  and  correspondingly  on  the  upper  left 
reverse  due  to  die  bulging  and  a  die  break  that  is  plainly  evident  on  the 
reverse  at  the  upper  right  portion  of  the  wreath.  In  addition,  a  planchet 
flaw,  as  struck,  can  be  seen  extending  from  the  rim  at  10:00  to  the  lower 
edge  of  Liberty’s  cap  and  from  there  into  her  hair.  An  appealing  example 
of  this  popular  variety,  ideally  suited  for  the  beginning  half  cent  collector.

Rarity-2  overall,  in  Mint  State  at  least 
Rarity-6.  A  glossy,  rich  tan  example  of  this  popular  and  intriguing  half 
cent  variety.  Lustrous  surfaces  and  well-defined  design  details  add  to  the 
aesthetic  appeal  of  this  lovely  half  cent. 

The  12  Star  and  13  Star  varieties  of  1828  half  cents  have  long  been  a  popular  favorite  with 
collectors.  Many  theories  exist  as  to  the  origin  of  the  12  Star  obverse  half  cent  of  this  year  includ¬ 
ing  such  theories  as  a  lack  of  space  for  the  13th  star  due  to  careless  die  preparation,  or  just 
plain  forgetfulness  on  the  part  of  the  die  engraver! 

1007  1834  B-l,  C-l.  MS-63.  A  sharp  and  lustrous  glossy  brown  example 
with  delightful  splashes  of  sky  blue  and  rose  in  the  recessed  areas.  A 
very  choice  example  of  this  popular  issue,  one  that  has  been  out  of  the 
numismatic  marketplace  since  July  1919. 

This  lovely  half  cent,  as  well  as  several  other  coins  in  this  sale  are  from  an  old-time  collection 
formed  in  the  Midwest  during  the  period  1916-1930.

The  vast  majority  of  Newcomb-13  large  cents  of  1820  are  believed  to  be  from  the  Randall  hoard, 
so  named  for  John  Swan  Randall,  a  Norwich,  New  York  collector  who  was  the  final  owner  of 
a  hoard  of  large  cents  that  were  found  buried  in  a  keg  in  Georgia  in  1868.  Randall  purchased 
this  hoard  from  William  H.  Chapman  &  Co.,  also  located  in  Norwich,  New  York.  A  few  months 
after  his  death  in  January  1878  Randall's  hoard  of  large  cents  was  sold  by  Edward  Cogan,  often 
referred  to  as  the  “Father  of  the  coin  trade.”  At  this  time,  the  hoard  contained  85  coins  dated 
1817,  1,464  coins  dated  1818,  67  coins  dated  1819,  and  500  of  “various  dates."

HALF  DIMES 


1107  1794  Valentine-4.  F-12.  Rarity-5,  a  find  for  the  half  dime  collector.  The 
coin  exhibits  strong  central  detail,  particularly  on  the  reverse  at  the  ea¬ 
gle’s  wings.  Under  low  magnification,  an  accumulation  of  veiy  tiny,  faint 
scratches  can  be  detected,  commensurate  with  the  grade,  and  tiny  areas 
of  microscopic  porosity  are  also  noted.  Actually  quite  attractive;  a  piece 
that  warrants  careful  inspection  by  interested  bidders. 


1108  1797  V-2.  15  Stars  variety.  F-12  to  VF-20.  An  attractive  Draped  Bust 
half  dime  with  the  popular  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Full  rims  and  dentilation 
are  in  evidence  save  for  one  tiny  area  of  striking  weakness  at  1:00  on 
the  obverse.  In  addition,  much  of  Liberty's  hair  detail  can  be  plainly  seen. 
The  ninth  obverse  star  is  tiny  and  has  the  appearance  of  having  been 
crammed  into  the  space  between  the  Y  in  LIBERTY  and  the  10th  star. 


A  few  faint,  tiny  obverse  scratches  can  be  seen,  as  might  be  expected 
for  a  circulated  coin  in  this  grade.

1119  1872-S  Mintmark  Above  Bow.  MS-63.  Brilliant  and  frosty.  A  very  at¬ 
tractive  coin. 

1120  1872-S  Mintmark  Below  Bow.  MS-62  or  finer.  Brilliant  and  very  frosty. 


1125  PCGS  duo:  ☆  1827  Capped  Bust,  JR-7,  AU-55.  Mostly  brilliant  with  very 
light  toning.  Quite  frosty  ☆  1893  Barber.  MS-61,  brilliant  with  a  hint  of 
golden  toning.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


1126  1834  JR-1.  MS-60/62.  Mottled  light  golden  toning  over  sharply  struck, 
lustrous  surfaces.  A  desirable  coin  for  the  type  collector  or  the  variety 
specialist.

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  nearly  perfect  centering  with 
almost  full  dentilation.  The  surfaces  appear  to  be  almost  entirely  free  of 
the  adjustment  marks  which  are  seen  on  many  specimens. 


1410  1795  Flowing  Hair.  B-5.  VF-25.  Nicely  centered  with  better-than-average 
design  detail.  This  piece  was  apparently  dipped  in  the  past  and  has  since 
just  started  to  retone.

A  die  break  connecting  the 
base  of  the  1  to  the  milling  enables  the  numismatist  to  easily  attribute 
the  obverse,  and  a  die  flaw  at  the  base  of  the  laurel  stem  is  a  diagnostic 
feature  of  the  reverse.

Although  cleaned  long  ago,  the  surfaces 
are  now  retoned  in  hues  of  blue  and  golden  brown.  The  obverse  can  be 
easily  recognized  by  the  overdate  feature  which  is  clear  and  distinct.  The 
reverse  shows  a  heavy  rim  break  at  4:00,  a  diagnostic  feature  of  the  die 
variety.

This  is  the  famous  “Apostrophe”  vari¬ 
ety,  so-called  because  a  die  flaw  following  the  second  S  in  STATES  is  shaped 
like  that  punctuation  mark. 


1418  1799  B-12a.  F-15.  Cleaned  in  the  past  and  still  fully  brilliant.  The  sur¬ 
faces  show  some  rubbing.  The  reverse  is  made  distinctive  by  the  broken 
U  in  UNITED.  The  laurel  stem  in  the  eagle's  left  claw  has  just  one  tiny  berry.

VJe  do  not  know  if  the  toning  is  of  relatively  recent  origin  or  has  formed  naturally  over  a  long 
period  of  years.  F.  (Skip)  Fazzari  has  written  much  excellent  prose  on  the  subject  of  original  and 
artificial  toning  in  recent  times,  concluding  (apologies  to  Skip  if  we  are  summarizing  his  findings 
other  than  what  he  would  do)  that  most  people  can't  tell  the  difference  between  old-type  toning 
and  new  toning,  that  many  coins  certified  with  old-time  toning  have  in  fact  new  toning,  and 
many  coins  with  old  toning  are  rejected  by  the  certification  services  as  having  '  'questionable' ' 
toning  etc.  In  other  words,  neither  the  grading  services  nor  individual  collectors,  or  anyone  else 
has  figured  the  situation  out. 

Mottled  old-time  (our  opinion)  gray  toning  over  silver  sur¬ 
faces.  A  very  nice  example. 


1556  1879  Proof-60.  Brilliant  surfaces  with  a  hint  of  light  golden  toning  around 
the  borders,  particularly  on  the  obverse.  A  highly  desirable  Proof-only  issue. 


1557  1882  Proof-63.  Brilliant.  One  of  just  1,097  pieces  produced  of  this  date, 
all  Proofs.

1560  1851-C.  Value  of  VF-20.  A  rare  issue  of  which  only  41,267  were  struck, 
about  an  eighth  of  the  number  produced  at  Philadelphia.  First,  the  good 
news:  The  piece  is  accompanied  by  an  ANA  certificate  noting  that  it  is 
AU-50  grade.  Second,  the  bad  news:  The  same  certificate  notes  that  the 
reverse  is  damaged.  To  be  more  explicit  we  note  that  there  is  a  series 
of  stippling  marks  or  impressions  on  the  reverse  below  the  wreath.  The 
coin  is  sharp  and  in  better  condition  than  one  might  expect  from  this 
verbal  inscription  to  an  in-person  examination  is  suggested. 

1561  1851-C  VF-35.  A  pleasing  example  of  this  popular  Charlotte  issue. 


1562  1852  MS-62  (PCGS).A  sharply  struck  and  quite  frosty  example  with 
some  delicate  toning  around  the  borders,  particularly  on  the  obverse.

EF-40,  with  numerous  small  lines  visible  under  mag¬ 
nification.  Sharply  struck.  Variety  with  double  punched  S  mintmark.  Visual¬ 
ly  quite  appealing  and  quite  elusive. 


1570  1857-C  VF-20.  Poorly  struck,  per  the  norm  for  this  issue,  with  the  field 
somewhat  irregular.  Rare,  just  13,280  were  minted. 


1571  1870-S  value  of  VG-8  but  better  described  as  EF-40  but  polished  and 
with  a  jewelry  mount  removed.

1572  1874  AU-55.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous,  as  lustrous  as  many  coins 
MS-60.  The  word  LIBERTY  in  the  headband  of  the  Indian  princess  is  only 
partially  visible,  characteristic  of  this  particular  die.

1573  1836  VF-30  or  better.  A  pleasing  coin  in  yellow  gold.  A  nice  candidate 
for  a  type  set. 


1574  1837  AU-55  (PCGS).  Much  original  mint  lustre  still  remains.  Just  45,080 
were  struck  this  year. 

1575  1839-0  Wide  Fraction  variety.  Value  of  VG-8,  but  ostensibly  an  EF-40 
coin,  but  inspection  reveals  that  it  has  been  very  lightly  polished  and 
at  one  time  it  was  mounted  on  the  rim.  In-person  examination  is  recom¬ 
mended  before  bidding,  as  the  effects  just  described  are  apt  to  vary  in 
financial  importance  from  bidder  to  bidder. 


1576  1841-D  VF-20.  Light  olive  toning  enhances  both  surfaces.  Only  4,164 
quarter  eagles  were  coined  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint  in  1841,  and  David 
Akers  was  able  to  find  auction  appearances  of  the  issue  in  only  15%  of 
the  major  sales  he  surveyed  when  he  wrote  his  quarter  eagle  monograph 
in  1975. 


1577  1842-C  VF-30.  Pale  greenish  gold  surfaces.  Although  the  issue  is  typi¬ 
cally  very  weakly  struck,  the  present  example  shows  rather  strong  hair 
and  feather  detail  for  the  grade.  A  scant  6,729  examples  of  the  date  were 
coined,  and  the  issue  is  now  rare  in  all  grades.  Researcher  Douglas  Win¬ 
ter  in  his  Charlotte  Mint  Gold  Coins  1858-1861  estimates  that  only  50 
to  55  specimens  have  survived  in  VF  and  better  condition. 


1578  1842-D  VF-20.  A  rare  issue  that  appears  at  auction  only  occasionally 
in  any  grade  of  condition.  The  original  mintage  was  a  mere  4,643  pieces, 
and  it  is  doubtful  that  more  than  just  2%  to  4%  of  this  number  could 
be  traced.  Accompanied  by  an  ANA  certificate  for  authenticity  and  grade. 


1579  1843-D  Small  Date,  Crosslet  4.  VF-30.  Just  36,209  were  struck. 

1580  1844-D  F-12. 

1581  1845  AU-50.  Brilliant  and  attractive.  Almost  all  of  the  design  details 
are  bold  with  the  exception  of  the  eagle’s  right  thigh  which  shows  some 
softness  as  made.  The  fields  have  a  texture  intermediate  between  satiny 
and  prooflike.  Worth  a  generous  bid  from  the  numismatist  who  desires 
aesthetically  pleasing  pieces. 


1582  1845-D  VF-30.  Mark  on  reverse  rim. 
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High-Grade  1846  $2% 


1583  1846  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  with  all  of  the  obverse  stars  showing  their 
radials.  Virtually  all  of  Miss  Liberty's  hair  details  are  distinct,  and  the  ea¬ 
gle's  feathers  mostly  show  clear  delineation.  The  1846  quarter  eagle  is 
rare  in  high  grades;  David  Akers  accounts  for  only  11  auction  appear¬ 
ances  of  examples  grading  AU  or  better  in  his  quarter  eagle  monograph.

In  our  opinion  most  commemorative  issues  are  incredibly  cheap  on  today's  market.  In  January 
1986  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Board  of  Governors  announced  that  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Grading  Service  had  revised  its  interpretation  of  the  ANA  Grading  Stan¬ 
dards,  and  coins  which  used  to  be  graded  MS-65  were  now  in  some  instances  graded  in  the 
MS-60  to  63  level.  All  of  numismatics  followed  suit,  and  collectors,  dealers,  investors,  and  others 
graded  their  coins  downward  per  the  new  strict  interpretations.  In  terms  of  today's  market,  1991 , 
it  is  interesting  to  contemplate  that  coins  offered  in  the  present  sale  in  grades  from  MS-60  to 
MS-63  are  fully  as  nice  in  many  instances  as  those  which  sold  a  decade  ago  at  MS-65-and 
in  nearly  all  instances  the  prices  today  are  much,  much  lower.

A  pleasing  example  of  this  New  Orleans  Mint 
issue,  struck  in  the  second  year  after  the  introduction  of  the  new  Barber 
or  Liberty  Head  type.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  beautifully  toned 
in  iridescent  rainbow  shades,  ranging  from  light  rose  through  violet.  Both 
sides  are  lustrous,  with  fully  unbroken  cartwheels  visible  beneath  the 
toning.

1914  1836  half  dollar.  Reeded  Edge.  Proof-63  (PCGS).  Haseltine-7,  Beistle 
19-y.  Extremely  rare.  In  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Coloni¬ 
al  Proof  Coins,  Walter  Breen  could  enumerate  only  1 1  different  examples. 
A  very  important  opportunity  for  the  advanced  collector.  The  obverse  and 
reverse  are  beautifully  toned  in  rich  champagne.  Sharply  struck,  as  ex¬ 
pected,  only  a  few  of  the  stars  lack  full  central  detail. 

This  variety,  embodying  the  earlier  Capped  Bust  design,  but  of  reduced 
diameter,  was  struck  in  a  closed  collar  with  reeded  edge  on  November 
8,  1836.  The  reverse  is  differently  configured,  lacks  the  motto,  and  has 
the  denomination  expressed  as  50  CENTS. 

As  reprinted  in  Walter  Breen’s  above  referenced  Encyclopedia ,  "10  ‘speci¬ 
mens’  furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint  Robert  Maskell  Patterson  to 
Levi  Woodbury,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Nov.  8,  1836,  called  'the  first 
specimens  executed  this  afternoon.’  The  enclosing  letter  continues  ’the 
old  [half  dollar]  coins  were  struck  in  what  we  term  Open  Collar;  this  is 
struck  in  a  closed  collar,  which  makes  the  edge  of  pieces  thicker,  and  gives 
a  mathematical  equality  to  the  diameters.’  ” 

As  is  the  case  with  the  1836  Gobrecht  dollar,  the  business  strikes  of  the  1836  Heeded  Edt? 
have  been  considered  a  pattern  by  some,  but  the  evidence  points  to  the  tact  that  virtually  all 
made  were  put  into  circulation  to  serve  in  the  channels  of  commerce.  Therefore,  any  collection 
of  business  strike,  regular  issue  half  dollars  would  be  incomplete  if  it  lacked  the  variety. 
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1915  1838  half  dollar.  MS-62/64.  A  very  lovely  example  of  the  first  year 
of  issue  of  the  newly  redesigned  type,  with  reeded  edge  and  denomina¬ 
tion  now  expressed  as  HALF  DOL.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  fully 
lustrous,  the  former  light  champagne,  the  latter  with  one  or  two  small 
bands  of  darker  gray  toning  visible.  Late  state  of  the  reverse  die,  broken 
from  rim  above  D,  through  field,  reaching  wing,  proceeding  through  shield, 
extreme  left  edge  of  left  talon,  to  rim  below  0  of  DOL. 


Superb  Gem  1897-0  50c 

Finest  Graded  by  PCGS 


1916  1897-0  half  dollar.  MS-66  (PCGS).  Gem  quality.  A  superb  example. 
Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  attractively  toned  in  light  silver  gray 
and  iridescent  golden  brown,  those  on  the  reverse  more  pronounced.  Added 
to  the  outstanding  quality  of  this  piece  is  the  status  of  the  1897-0  as 
one  of  the  rarest  issues  in  Uncirculated  grade  in  the  entire  series.  The 
only  specimen  graded  MS-66  by  PCGS  as  of  June  1,  1991,  and  none  higher. 
Further,  the  mintage  of  this  issue  was  but  732,000,  the  lowest  19th-century 
Barber  half  dollar  business  strike  production  after  1892.

1917  1860-0  dollar.  MS-65  (PCGS).  Gem  quality,  a  wonderful  high-grade 
example  of  this  issue,  which  is  extremely  difficult  to  locate  in  such  out¬ 
standing  condition.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  fully  lustrous,  bril¬ 
liant  and  untoned.  Finest  graded  by  PCGS  as  of  June  1,  1991,  and  none 
higher.  Made  more  desirable  by  its  status  as  one  of  only  three  issues  of 
silver  dollars  from  the  New  Orleans  Mint  before  1879,  and  its  popular 
association  with  the  early  years  of  southern  yearnings  for  independence 
from  the  North. 


1918  1884-S  dollar.  MS-60.  An  attractive  example  of  this  elusive  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  issue.  Spectacular  toning  characterizes  this  piece.  The  obverse 
and  reverse  are  a  combination  of  deep  golden  brown  and  brilliant  irides¬ 
cent  blue.  Full  mint  lustre  can  be  seen  beneath  the  toning  on  both  sides. 
A  scattering  of  hidden  marks  is  noted  on  the  obverse.  Although  well  over 
three  million  pieces  were  recorded  as  having  been  coined  in  the  western 
branch  mint  this  year,  the  1884-S  is  one  of  the  more  difficult  dates  to 
locate  in  most  grades,  and  in  AU  is  a  very  tough  variety. 


Rare  1805  Quarter  Eagle 


1919  1805  quarter  eagle.  Breen-1.  AU-53.  Sharp  and  lustrous.  Both  the 
obverse  and  reverse  are  beautifully  toned  in  deep  rich  golden  yellow.  Of 
the  1,781  quarter  eagles  minted  this  year,  fewer  than  100  pieces  can  be 
traced  today.  A  small  5  serves  to  identify  the  obverse  die  immediately. 


Gem  1911-D  Quarter  Eagle 


1920  1911-D  quarter  eagle.  MS-64  (PCGS).  Gem  quality,  a  wonderful  speci¬ 
men  of  the  most  highly  prized  branch  mint  Indian  quarter  eagle.  Mint 
lustre  can  be  seen  creating  delicate  cartwheels  on  the  reverse,  and  in  the 
recesses  of  the  obverse.  In  this  outstanding  condition,  this  is  a  great  rar¬ 
ity,  a  coin  which  should  attract  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
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Famous  1876  Proof  $3  Issue 


1921  1876  three-dollar  gold  piece.  Proof-64.  Brilliant  gem  quality,  a  glit¬ 
tering  specimen.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  fields  are  brilliantly  mir¬ 
rorlike  and  are  graced  by  lovely,  deep  yellow  gold  toning.  One  or  two  toning 
spots  below  the  wreath  will  serve  to  hallmark  this  piece.  Extremely  rare 
Proof-only  issue.  Mint  records  reveal  that  45  Proof  specimens  were  is¬ 
sued  of  the  1876  $3  piece.  No  business  strikes  were  made,  thus  isolating 
1876,  together  with  1875,  as  a  “Proof-only”  key  issue.  For  many  years 


the  1876,  together  with  the  1875  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  1873,  has 
been  respected  as  a  classic  rarity.  Walter  Breen  has  located  18  different 
examples  of  the  1876  $3  piece,  while  David  Akers  tracked  down  45  sale 
records  (including  duplicate  listings  of  the  same  coins) .  Adding  private 
sale  transactions,  pieces  housed  in  museums,  and  others,  it  is  probable 
that  perhaps  two  dozen  exist  today.  The  coin  offered  here  is  among  the 
finest  of  these,  and  should  attract  enthusiastic  bidding  competition. 
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Rare  Gem  Proof  1864  $5 


1922  1864  half  eagle.  Proof-65  (PCGS).  Gem  quality,  and  a  great  Civil  War 
era  gold  rarity.  Walter  Breen  in  his  indispensable  Encyclopedia  of  United 
States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  was  able  to  enumerate  12  specimens, 
of  which  a  few  were  probably  duplicate  appearances  of  the  same  exam¬ 
ple.  Probably  no  more  than  a  dozen  or  so  survive  today,  from  a  total 


reported  mintage  of  50  Proofs  struck.  The  obverse  and  reverse  fields  are 
brilliantly  mirrorlike,  and  are  graced  by  pleasing  deep  golden  yellow  ton¬ 
ing.  The  central  devices  are  frosty  and  attractive.  One  of  only  three  graded 
Proof-65  by  PCGS  as  of  June  1,  1991,  with  none  higher.  This  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  coin  for  the  advanced  collector  of  United  States  Proof  gold  issues. 
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Outstanding  1847-0  $10 


1923  1847-0  eagle.  MS-63  (PCGS).  An  outstanding  quality  example  of  this 
early  New  Orleans  Mint  issue,  an  important  piece  for  the  advanced  col¬ 
lector  as  probably  fewer  than  a  dozen  Uncirculated  specimens  of  this  is¬ 
sue  are  known  to  survive  today.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  fields  are 
lustrous  and  attractive.  One  of  only  two  graded  MS-63  by  PCGS  as  of 
June  1,  1991,  with  none  higher. 


Proof  1905  $10 


1924  1905  eagle.  Proof-60.  Only  86  Proofs  are  recorded  as  having  been  struck 
in  1905,  of  which  probably  only  a  few  dozen  or  so  survive  today.  This 
piece  has  brightly  reflective  fields,  once  lightly  brushed.  A  small  edge  ding 
at  10:00  on  the  reverse  will  hallmark  this  example. 


MCMVIl  High  Relief  $20 


1925  MCMVD  (1907)  High  Relief  double  eagle.  Wire  Edge.  MS-60.  A  splen¬ 
did  specimen  of  what  has  justly  considered  to  be  America’s  most  beauti¬ 
ful  coin  design.  The  obverse  and  reverse  fields  are  lustrous.  Pleasingly 
and  sharply  struck,  with  the  columns  in  the  Capitol  dome  before  which 
Liberty  stands  visible  without  the  aid  of  magnification.  Similarly,  on  the 
reverse,  the  feathers  in  the  leading  edge  of  the  eagle's  wing  can  be  seen 
without  aid.  A  very  nice  specimen  for  inclusion  in  an  advanced  collection. 

The  story  of  the  MCMVIl  High  Relief  double  eagles  is  well  known,  and  deservedly  so.  In  1905 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt  contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  to  discuss  a  betterment  of  the 
nation's  coin  designs.  Earlier,  Roosevelt  had  visited  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  had  viewed 
a  display  of  coins  there.  Impressed  by  the  sculptured  appearance  of  ancient  Greek  coins,  in  his 
mind  he  contrasted  them  with  current  American  coinage,  characterized  the  latter  as  "mere  tokens," 
and  resolved  to  make  an  improvement.  Saint-Gaudens  at  the  time  was  America's  best-known 
sculptor.  From  his  studios  in  Cornish,  New  Hampshire  (today  preserved  as  a  National  Historic 
Site  and  open  to  the  public),  he  created  a  wide  variety  of  sculptures,  medals,  and  other  artistic 
productions,  all  of  which  are  described  in  the  reference,  The  Works  of  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens, 
by  John  Dryfhout,  curator  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  site.  Among  the  best  known  of  his  works  was 
the  "Sherman  Victory"  monument,  which  was  erected  and  still  stands  at  the  comer  of  Central 
Park,  New  York  City,  opposite  the  intersection  of  Central  Park  South  and  Fifth  Avenue. 

Roosevelt  arranged  a  payment  of  $5,000  to  the  sculptor,  for  which  he  desired  to  have  the  entire 
coinage  spectrum  redesigned,  from  the  cent  through  the  double  eagle.  Reflecting  upon  American 
coinage  to  that  time,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Flying  Eagle  one- 
cent  piece,  made  for  circulation  in  1857-1858,  was  the  best  motif  ever  made. 

The  standing  goddess  on  the  Sherman  Monument  was  used  for  the  obverse  of  the  double  ea¬ 
gle.  For  the  reverse  Saint-Gaudens  adopted  his  version  of  a  flying  eagle,  obviously  drawing  upon 
his  sentiments  and  appreciation  concerning  the  Flying  Eagle  cent  of  yesteryear. 

Giving  his  artistic  ideas  full  reign,  the  New  Hampshire  sculptor  expressed  the  date  in  Roman 
numerals,  MCMVII-and  the  motifs  themselves  in  a  sculpture-like  high  relief. 

The  MCMVIl  High  Relief  double  eagles  were  slowly  and  carefully  struck  on  a  medal  press.  Al¬ 
though  production  was  slow,  over  a  period  of  weeks,  some  11,250  pieces  were  made,  with  each 
coin  receiving  careful  attention  and  requiring  three  separate  blows  of  the  press. 

In  the  summer  of  1907,  Saint-Gaudens,  in  failing  health,  took  a  turn  for  the  worse,  and  in  Au¬ 
gust  he  died.  Ironically,  he  never  lived  to  see  examples  of  his  own  double  eagle  design. 


MCMVIl  High  Relief  $20 


1926  MCMVIl  (1907)  High  Relief  double  eagle.  Wire  Edge.  MS-62,  once 
lightly  cleaned.  A  second  example  of  this  classic  American  coin  design, 
which  can  rightfully  take  its  place  beside  any  other  country’s  as  one  of 
the  finest  ever  conceived.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  pale  yellow.  Here 
is  a  second  opportunity  to  acquire  an  example  of  this  justly  famous  issue. 
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Gem  Matte  Proof  1908  $20 


1927  1908  With  Motto  double  eagle.  Matte  Proof-65  (NGC).  Gem  qual¬ 
ity.  A  splendid  example  which  will  surely  delight  the  connoisseur.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  satin  finish  is  clear,  even  across  both  sides,  and  un¬ 
broken  by  annoying  “hot  spots.”  Beautifully  struck,  with  a  near  cameo¬ 
like  appearance  to  Liberty's  figure  on  the  obverse.  Although  mint  records 
suggest  that  101  matte  Proof  double  eagles  were  struck,  it  is  apparent 
that  only  a  few  of  these  actually  reached  distribution  channels.  In  his 
classic  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  Walter 
Breen  quotes  Green's  Mint  Records  and  Type  Table  (1936)  concerning  the 
1908  gold  set:  “Less  than  100  sets  of  Proof  gold  struck  at  Philadelphia. 
Five  collectors  and  one  dealer  purchased  these  sets,  the  remainder  was 
destroyed  at  the  Mint  January  2,  1909." 

While  it  is  not  exactly  clear  whether  the  preceding  quotation  refers  to 


sets  made  up  at  the  Mint  containing  all  of  the  denominations  from  the 
quarter  eagle  to  the  double  eagle,  or  refers  to  the  aggregate  coins,  it  is 
a  virtual  certainty  that  more  than  six  examples  of  the  1908  double  eagle 
escaped.  However,  even  so  they  are  exceedingly  rare,  and  we  estimate 
that  only  a  couple  dozen  or  so  survive  today.  This  coin  has  the  added 
importance  of  being  the  first  year  with  the  motto  added  below  the  eagle 
on  the  reverse. 

When  the  new  $10  and  $20  coinage  of  1907  made  its  appearance  it  lacked  the  motto  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST,  for  President  Roosevelt  personally  felt  that  the  name  of  the  deity  should  not  appear 
on  circulating  money.  He  felt  that  such  a  motto  on  coinage  was  the  object  of  jokes  and  ridicule, 
such  as  “In  God  we  trust  but  all  others  must  pay  cash.”  etc.  Congress,  receiving  numerous  com¬ 
plaints  from  the  public,  felt  differently,  and  part  way  through  1908  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  which 
had  earlier  appeared  on  gold  coins  in  circulation  from  1866  onward,  was  restored  on  the  $10 
and  $20  issues. 
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Matte  Proof  1912  $20 


1928  1912  double  eagle.  Matte  Proof-63.  Very  rare.  Both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  fields  are  deep,  gray  and  golden  brown,  an  interesting  mint  variant 
on  the  surface  finish  applied  to  Matte  gold  of  this  era.  Although  Mint 
records  record  74  Proofs  as  having  been  struck  in  1912,  all  in  Matte  con¬ 
dition,  it  is  estimated  that  only  a  couple  of  dozen  or  so  survive  today. 


1929  1893  Columbian  Exposition  commemorative  half  dollar.  MS-64. 

A  lovely,  high-grade  example  of  this  popular  commemorative  issue.  Beau¬ 
tifully  toned,  the  obverse  and  reverse  a  lovely,  delicate  combination  of 
pale  silver  gray,  iridescent  rose,  and  light  blue-green.  Full  mint  lustre  can 
be  seen  creating  perfectly  unbroken  cartwheels  beneath  the  toning  on 
both  sides. 


1930  •  1921  Missouri  half  dollar.  Plain.  MS-62.  The  obverse  and  reverse 
of  this  piece  are  attractively  toned  in  light  silver  gray  while  the  obverse 
periphery  is  graced  by  deep  golden  brown.  A  lovely  specimen  of  this  popu¬ 
lar  commemorative  issue. 


1931  1921  Missouri  half  dollar.  Plain.  MS-62.  A  second  example  of  this 
popular  commemorative  issue.  This  piece  has  deep  golden  brown  toning 
on  both  sides,  which  may  possibly  be  artificial,  but  nonetheless  is  highly 
attractive.

1932  1878  pattern  $5.  Judd-1574.  Proof-65  RB  (PCGS).  Copper.  A  gem, 
highly  attractive  example  of  this  pattern  half  eagle  design,  by  William 
Barber.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  beautifully  and  deeply  toned  in  lus¬ 
trous,  iridescent  purple  and  fiery  orange.  The  reverse  has  extensive  areas 
of  rich,  deep  rose  toning.  The  obverse  shows  Barber’s  head  of  Liberty 
left,  with  her  hair  flowing  down  behind  her  head  very  similar  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  seen  on  Barber's  design  for  the  $4  gold  pieces.  The  reverse  shows 
a  displayed  eagle  of  fine  style.

It  is  doubtful 
that  another  example  this  nicely  preserved  could  be  found  without  an 
extensive  search. 

“Knob  on  Ear"  variety,  so 
called  from  a  pronounced  die  cud  which  is  formed  above  Liberty’s  ear. 

Typi¬ 
cal  strike,  the  stars  from  third  through  10th  soft  in  the  centers.

2098  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Proof-64  (PCGS).  Considered  by  us  to  be  a 

business  strike  (as  MS-64)  but  considered  by  PCGS  to  be  a  Proof.  Look 
at  the  coin  and  decide  for  yourself.  The  surfaces  are  toned  a  magenta- 
bronze  hue.  Extremely  well  struck,  exquisitely  so,  with  a  wealth  of  de¬ 
tail.  A  prize  example  of  an  issue  which  is  usually  seen  in  lower  grades. 

From  the  Colonel  John  A.  Beck  Collection  through  ]erty  Cohen  and  Ab¬ 
ner  Kreisberg,  circa  1974. 

Beck,  a  Pittsburgh  collector,  was  well  known  for  two  types  of  coins  he  hoarded:  $50  territorial 
gold  slugs  and  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents.  By  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  731(!)  Flying  Eagle 
cents  of  this  particular  date.  As  staggering  as  it  is,  this  number  is  less  than  the  756  specimens 
said  to  have  been  owned  by  George  W.  Rice,  who  at  one  time  was  the  secretary  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association. 

The  total  production  quantity  of  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  is  not  known,  but  it  has  been  suggest¬ 
ed  that  somewhere  between  600  and  700  originals  were  made  in  1856  for  distribution  to 
congressmen,  newspaper  editors,  and  others  of  influence,  and  that  1,500  to  2,000  Proofs  were 
restruck  primarily  circa  1858-1860  to  provide  rarities  for  collectors,  who  by  the  latter  date  were 
willing  to  pay  $2  each  for  them-a  sum  which  seems  nominal  enough  today  in  1991,  but  at  the 
time  would  have  represented  a  day’s  wage  and,  in  any  event,  was  2,000%  of  face  value.  At  the 
time  the  Mint  was  literally  in  the  rare  coin  business,  conducting  (as  Don  Thxay  put  it  in  his  book), 
U.S.  Mine  and  Coinage,  “a  workshop  for  their  own  gain."  In  any  event,  today  the  1856  Flying 
Eagle  cent  is  the  most  famous  of  all  small  cents,  the  ownership  of  one  of  these  is  desired  by 
virtually  anyone  who  ever  took  numismatics  seriously.

A  superb  specimen,  well  struck,  with  pale  golden  surfaces.  A  coin  which 
is  an'  unequivocal  Proof  and  which  needs  no  apologies  whatsoever.  The 
connoisseur  would  do  well  to  purchase  this  no  matter  what  its  cost  might 
be. 

From  the  standpoint  of  rarity  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  cent  takes  a  back 
seat  to  few  other  coins  in  its  series.  In  his  masterpiece,  Walter  Breen’s 
Complete  Encyclopedia  of  US.  and  Colonial  Coins,  the  author  states  “under 
12  [Proofs]  traced."  We  have  been  in  business  since  1953,  and  during 
that  time  the  number  of  Proof  1857  Flying  Eagle  cents  we  have  handled 
could  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand  with,  as  they  say,  some 
fingers  left  over.  Indeed,  we  have  had  as  many  or  more  1804  silver  dol¬ 
lars  as  we  have  had  Proof  1857  Flying  Eagle  cents!  At  the  risk  of  over¬ 
stating  the  point,  we’ll  stop  now-with  a  parting  thought  that  here  is  a 
coin  for  the  ages,  an  opportunity  that  may  not  be  repeated  for  a  long, 
long  time. 


2099  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Proof-63  (NGC).  Gray  and  yellow  toning  over 
sharply  struck  surfaces.  A  nice  example  of  this  classic  issue,  far  above 
the  quality  typically  seen.

2102  1858  Small  Letters.  Proof-63  (PCGS).  Light  golden  surfaces.  Although 
the  Proof  1858  Small  Letters  is  not  in  the  same  rarity  league  as  the  in¬ 
credible  1857  just  offered,  still  it  takes  a  second  seat  to  few  other  Proofs 
in  the  small  cent  series.  Walter  Breen  has  suggested  in  his  Encyclopedia 
that  80  or  so  Proofs  were  minted. 

Proofs  of  the  1858  Small  Letters  Flying  Eagle  cent  (which  were  made  in  larger  quantities  than 
the  Large  Letters  variety  of  the  same  year)  were  sold  to  collectors  of  1858  Proof  sets  as  well 
as  to  those  who  acquired  12-piece  sets  of  1858-dated  pattern  cents  (which  occurred  with  various 
obverses,  the  major  types  being  the  large  flying  eagle  as  in  the  regular  issue,  the  small  or  "skinny" 
flying  eagle,  and  the  Indian  head).  Over  a  long  period  of  dealing  in  patterns  we  have  only  seen 
one  original  -V2-piece  set  of  1858  cents.

About  30%  to  40%  of  the  original  mint  color  still  survives  on  both  sur¬ 
faces.  The  9  in  the  date  is  boldly  double  punched,  a  feature  not  men¬ 
tioned  on  the  “slab.” 
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2109  1873  Closed  3.  Double  LIBERTY  in  headband.  AU-58.  Sharply  struck 
with  pleasing  medium  brown  surfaces.  Exceedingly  rare  in  high  grades. 
When  Walter  Breen  wrote  his  Encyclopedia  he  considered  the  possible 
finest  known  to  be  a  cleaned  AU.  We  now  estimate  that  perhaps  two  or 
three  are  known  at  the  Mint  State  level,  another  two  or  three  at  the  AU 
level,  and  probably  up  to  about  two  dozen  in  various  lesser  grades.  A 
scattering  of  these  has  appeared  in  our  auction  sales  over  a  period  of  time.

Here  is  certainly  one  of  the  veiy  finest 
known  examples  of  a  highly  prized  and  very  spectacular  double  cutting. 
A  beautiful  illustration  of  this  appears  on  page  224  of  Walter  Breen’s  En¬ 
cyclopedia,  which  describes  the  variety  as  ‘‘very  scarce.”

Today  the 
market  for  these  is  more  elite,  for  the  chances  of  finding  such  a  coin  in  worn  grade  in  circulation 
are  virtually  nil,  for  even  'wheaties"-a  term  descriptive  of  any  Lincoln  cent  before  1959-are 
scarce,  never  mind  rare  mintmark  issues.

Delicate  and  quite  even 
golden  toning  over  mirror  surfaces,  the  surfaces  being  especially  deeply 
mirrored. 

Mint  records  reveal  that  6,783  Proof  Liberty  Head  nickels  of  this  type  were  minted,  an  extraor¬ 
dinarily  high  figure.  The  explanation  is  provided  by  the  appearance  in  the  popular  press  of  numerous 
announcements  that  1883  Liberty  Head  nickels  without  CENTS  placed  in  circulation  by  the  Mint 
were  done  so  erroneously,  and  that  the  government  would  recall  them,  that  the  pieces  would 
rise  sharply  in  value,  etc.  Knowledgeable  collectors,  seeking  to  be  on  the  safe  side,  increased 
their  orders  for  Proof  examples,  for  such  pieces  cost  very  little  above  face  value.  These  coins 
could  only  be  ordered  in  “minor  Proof  sets'  ’  consisting  of  three  denominations:  the  Indian  cent, 
the  nickel  three-cent  piece,  and  the  nickel  five-cent  piece.  Some  6,609  such  sets  were  sold  with 
all  three  pieces,  as  noted.  Further,  5,419  Proof  Shield  nickels  were  sold  and  6,783  Liberty  Head 
nickels  with  CENTS  were  issued,  but  not  all  of  these  latter  two  were  sold  as  part  of  sets.  The 
writer  has  no  clear  explanation  as  to  why  so  many  With  CENTS  Liberty  Head  nickels  were  or¬ 
dered,  except  that  in  circulation  they  were  scarcer  than  the  first  Liberty  Head  type,  and  it  could 
have  been  that  knowledgeable  collectors  thought  that  they  would  be  rarer  in  Proof  form  (mintage 
figures  were  not  published  until  the  year  it  ended,  so  during  the  order  period  no  one  knew  how 
rare  Proofs  would  be.  Another  explanation  could  be  that  a  firm  promoting  numismatics,  Scott 
being  a  prime  candidate,  ordered  a  large  quantity  for  resale.

We  have  had  the  oportunity  to  handle  only  a  few  of  these  presentation 
pieces  over  the  years,  and  the  paucity  of  auction  appearances  suggests 
that  many  of  the  150  original  holders  may  have  been  disassembled  to 
remove  the  coins. 

Of  the  first  five  presentation  pieces  notarized,  the  first  was  once  in  the 
Chicago  Historical  Society,  and  was  offered  at  auction  by  Bowers  and 
Merena  several  years  ago.  The  third  example  is  said  to  be  housed  in  the 
collection  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association.  The  second,  fourth, 
and  fifth  examples  are  all  owned  by  the  present  consignor.

As  a  class  Proof  coins  of  the  1830s  are  exceedingly  rare.  Within  the 
half  dime  series  itself  the  present  Proof  may  be  unique  in  that  state,  for 
Walter  Breen,  who  has  specifically  written  a  monograph  on  the  subject 
of  half  dimes,  has  not  seen  another.  At  the  very  least  it  is  exceedingly 
rare.  Here  indeed  is  a  major  opportunity.

The  pricing  structure  of  the  1936-D  quarter  is  somewhat  of  a  curiosity  and  does  not  lend  itself 
to  logic.  The  basic  situation  is  that  in  1936  coin  collectors  were  preoccupied  with  commemora¬ 
tive  half  dollars  and  other  attrachons  of  the  marketplace,  and  few  people  sought  to  set  aside 
Mint  State  rolls  of  1936-D  quarters  as  they  were  issued.  The  mintage  of  over  5  million  was  not 
particularly  attractive,  the  coin  was  modem,  and  there  was  no  other  compelling  reason  to  invest 
$10  in  the  mint  roll,  particularly  as  during  the  Depression  $10  was  apt  to  feed  a  family  for  several 
days.  After  a  year  or  so  had  passed  and  collecting  continued  to  grow-a  hobby  fueled  by  albums 
and  holders  sold  in  quantity-collectors  began  to  search  for  Uncirculated  1936-D  quarters,  only 
to  find  out  that  Mint  State  specimens  of  this  “common  date"  were  really  hard  to  find!  Lee  F. 
Hewitt  (publisher  of  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook )  told  the  writer  how  a  nationwide  search  was 
precipitated  once  the  elusiveness  of  such  pieces  was  realized.  Very  few  turned  up.  From  that  time 
onward  the  1936-D  Uncirculated  quarter  was  established  as  being  rare. 

Now  comes  the  illogical  part:  while  1936-D  was  rare  in  Mint  State,  specimens  were  and  are 
very  common  in  worn  grades.  There  is  no  earthly  reason  why  a  VF-20  1936-D  quarter  should 
catalogue  for  $14  in  the  Guide  Book,  when  the  1936-S  of  lower  mintage  catalogues  only  $8  in 
the  same  grade.

The  present  cataloguer  (Q.  David  Bowers)  con¬ 
siders  the  present  piece  to  be  a  Proof  and  catalogues  it  as  such,  as  did  a  previous  owner,  Heritage 
Galleries  (James  Halperin  and  Steve  Ivy).  However,  no  warranty  or  representation  is  made  that 
others  who  examine  the  coin  will  uniformly  agree.  If  anything,  the  present  writer's  attribution 
of  Proofs  has  been  more  conservative  than  those  of  certain  others.  The  present  coin  exhibits 
perfectly  plane  surfaces.  Proof  finish  within  the  shield  stripes  (as  noted),  arrows,  leaf  interstices, 
letters,  etc.,  and  is,  for  example,  "more  of  a  Proof"  (not  that  such  things  can  be  in  degrees, 
the  attribution  is  absolute)  than  the  1834  half  dime,  Lot  2194,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from 
Whiter  Breen. 

Notwithstanding  the  above,  the  purchaser  of  this  lot  will  be  allowed  30  days  from  the  sale  date 
(provided  that  notice  is  given  to  us  in  writing  of  taking  this  option,  such  notice  to  be  received 
by  us  within  10  days  of  the  sale  date)  to  have  this  coin  certified  or  otherwise  evaluated  in  any 
non-destructive  safe  manner,  with  such  certification  to  be  limited  strictly  to  the  Proof  status  and 
not  involve  any  aspect  of  the  grade  or  adjectival  description.

In  1885  the  production  of  half  dollars  amounted  to  930  Proofs  plus  5,200  business  strikes. 
Collectors  of  the  era  desired  Proofs  and  ordered  them  from  the  Mint,  while  business  strikes  were 
virtually  completely  ignored  and  passed  into  circulation.  The  only  Mint  State  business  strikes 
which  have  survived  to  this  day  have  been  those  which  by  chance  were  set  aside  as  souvenirs, 
kept  in  bureau  drawers,  etc.  As  a  result.  Proofs  today  exist  in  proportion  to  the  number  struck, 
less  a  factor  of  perhaps  a  couple  hundred  or  so  pieces  for  damage  and  disappearance,  but  Mint 
State  business  strikes  are  exceedingly  rare.

Mottled  brown  toning  mingled  with  light 
yellow,  over  lustrous  surfaces.  Scarce  Philadelphia  Mint  date. 
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1921-D  Half  Dollar  Rarity 


2277  1921-D  MS-64  (NGC).  Light  golden  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces.  Very 
well  struck.  A  splendid  example  of  the  lowest  mintage  half  dollar  in  the 
Liberty  Walking  series. 


2279  1933-S  MS-65.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous.  Light  golden  toning.  An 
attractive  example  that  has  been  well  cared  for  over  the  years.  In  this 
grade  the  1933-S  is  decidedly  elusive.  Worthy  of  a  strong  bid.

This  particular  variety  is  remarkable  for 
the  extreme  sharpness  of  the  hair  strands,  with  each  being  well  defined. 
The  majority  of  1795  dollars  (consisting  of  other  varieties)  have  indistinct 
features  in  this  area.  Further,  the  piece  is  bereft  of  adjustment  marks. 
Here  indeed  is  a  nice  example. 


2278  1929-D  MS-63.  Bright  and  frosty.  Very  well  struck,  remarkably  so.  Anyone 
desiring  to  put  together  a  high-grade  MS-63  set  would  do  well  to  bid  liber¬ 
ally  on  this  one!

With  Silver  Plug  at  Center 


2281  1795  B-9.  Flowing  Hair.  Two  Leaves  Beneath  the  Wing.  F-12,  with 
a  Mint-inserted  silver  plug  at  the  center.  No  adjustment  marks.  Light 
golden  toning.  Late  die  state  with  clash  marks  showing  an  impression 
of  the  eagle’s  wing  behind  the  topmost  locks  of  Miss  Liberty’s  hair. 

This  dollar,  one  of  several  seen  by  the  author  (and  one  of  several  no¬ 
ticed  by  researcher  Tom  DeLorey,  who  has  corresponded  with  the  writer 
on  the  subject),  represents  an  enigma,  but  perhaps  not  an  unfathomable 
one,  in  the  annals  of  American  silver  dollars. 

A  number  of  years  ago  the  writer  (Q.  David  Bowers)  encountered  a  1795 
Flowing  Hair  dollar  with  a  pronounced  circular  "ring”  near  the  center 
of  the  obverse  and  a  corresponding  ring  near  the  center  of  the  reverse, 
not  too  much  different  in  concept  than  the  silver-center  pattern  cent  of 
1792,  except  that  both  metals  were  the  same.  After  seeing  one,  then  an¬ 
other,  then  another,  it  became  evident  that  there  must  have  been  a  rea¬ 
son  for  such  plugs.  That  the  plugs  were  inserted  in  the  coin  before  strik¬ 
ing,  rather  than  as  a  repair  to  the  coin,  is  evident  by  the  fact  that  on 
all  known  specimens  all  hair  details  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  and  ea¬ 
gle  details  at  the  center  of  the  reverse  were  perfectly  formed  (as  opposed 
to  being  retooled.) 

What,  then,  is  the  cause  of  such?  The  writer  has  come  up  with  this 
theory: 

In  1795  (and  other  years  of  the  era)  the  Mint  was  concerned  that  silver 
dollars  weigh  as  close  to  the  statutory  level  of  416  grains  as  possible. 
During  the  planchet  preparation  process  it  was  normal  practice  to  make 
the  planchets  ever  so  slightly  heavier  than  this  standard,  as  it  was  an 
easy  matter  to  put  a  given  planchet  on  a  balance  scale  and  file  silver 
away  (thus  causing  adjustment  marks)  until  the  requisite  416  grain  level 
was  detained.  On  the  other  hand,  had  the  Mint  attempted  to  make  plan¬ 
chets  of  precisely  the  correct  weight,  some  would  have  been  underweight, 
and  as  there  was  no  obvious  way  to  add  silver,  such  had  to  be  melted. 

Continuing  with  this  thread  of  thought,  it  seems  probable  that  most 
planchets  were  made  slightly  overweight  or  of  correct  weight,  but  that 
occasionally  examples  were  made  slightly  less  than  the  authorized  weight. 
Rather  than  melt  down  the  underweight  planchets,  refine  them  into  in¬ 


gots,  roll  them  out  to  strips,  and  cut  planchet  disks  from  the  strips,  it 
may  have  been  deemed  easier,  or  perhaps  it  was  a  short-lived  experi¬ 
ment,  to  drill  a  hole  at  the  center  of  the  underweight  planchet  and  to 
insert  in  that  hole  a  silver  plug  slightly  thicker  than  the  planchet,  and 
extending  above  the  average  surface  level  of  the  planchet  when  the  plan¬ 
chet  was  placed  on  the  flat  surface  (such  as  the  reverse  die  in  the  coining 
press) .  The  silver  plug,  being  slightly  thicker  than  the  planchet,  would 
in  combination  with  the  planchet  bring  the  weight  up  to  the  required 
amount.  The  top  of  the  plug  could  be  filed  to  assure  this. 

The  planchet  and  its  plug,  the  latter  probably  loosely  fitting,  were  care¬ 
fully  placed  in  the  press  on  the  reverse  die,  and  the  dollars  were  struck 
in  the  normal  manner,  as  the  obverse  die  descended  with  pressure.  The 
plug  spread  slightly,  became  part  of  the  metal  of  the  main  planchet,  but 
left  a  telltale  ring  where  the  two  surfaces  joined.  As  the  insertion  of  plan¬ 
chets  was  a  hand  operation,  and  as  some  plugs  may  have  been  heavier 
or  lighter  than  others,  plugs  varied  slightly  in  their  thickness,  and  thus 
the  telltale  rings  on  both  sides  vary  somewhat  slightly  in  their  location. 
(Had  these  rings  been  a  die  defect  or  part  of  the  die,  then  they  would 
be  constant  in  size  and  exact  placement  in  all  instances  on  the  coins  made 
from  those  dies.) 

Specimens  seen  so  far  have  no  adjustment  marks,  which  would  seem 
to  prove  the  case.  Adjustment  marks  would  indicate  that  the  original  plan¬ 
chet  was  overweight  and  not  a  candidate  for  being  plugged  at  the  Mint. 
The  absence  of  adjustment  marks  is  significant  and  indicates  the  origi¬ 
nal  planchet  may  have  been  underweight. 

As  this  catalogue  goes  to  press  we  have  examined  a  population  of  about 
a  half  dozen  such  pieces.  It  is  suggested  that  numismatists  examine  their 
holdings  of  1795  Flowing  Hair  dollars  to  look  for  similar  pieces  and  also 
to  take  note  of  their  Bolender  numbers  (which  might  fix  their  issuance 
at  a  specific  point  in  time).  Those  having  such  information  are  urged  to 
communicate  with  the  writer.  Findings  will  be  published  in  a  subsequent 
issue  of  The  Rare  Coin  Review,  with  proper  credit.

Light  surfaces  with  a  wisp  of  golden 
toning,  the  brightness  from  having  been  dipped.  An  attractive  example 
which  can  be  retoned,  we  are  sure,  by  a  subsequent  owner,  if  desired. 


Silvery  surfaces  over¬ 
laid  with  golden  toning.  Gray  on  the  motifs  and  lettering.  A  nice  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  popular  type. 


2284  1797  B-2.  Small  Letters,  Stars  9x7.  F-15/VG-8.  A  scarce  (Rarity-4) 
variety.  Light  silvery  surfaces.

Light  silvery  surfaces,  probably  from  having  been 
cleaned  long  ago.  Some  suggestion  of  gold  toning.  An  attractive  example 
of  a  scarce  date. 

Such  a  coin  can  be  retoned  by  exposing  it  to  the  elements  or  by  modifying  some  of  the  sugges¬ 
tions  given  by  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  in  his  book  about  large  cents,  Penny  Whimsy. 


2292  1803  B-6.  VF-30.  Silvery  surfaces  possibly  from  having  been  cleaned 
long  ago.  Quite  attractive.  Well  centered  and  well  defined  for  the  grade. 

This  is  an  intermediate  die  state  between  B-6  and  B-6a.  Note  concerning  die  state:  The  reverse 
die  of  this  piece  is  perfect,  lacking  any  trace  of  the  breaks  described  under  the  following  lot, 
indicating  that  it  must  have  been  struck  significantly  earlier.  The  obverse  die  is  the  same  and 
shows  a  vestige  of  repunching  at  the  lower  right  curve  of  the  second  digit.

2293  1836  Gobrecht.  Proof-63  (NGC).  Plain  edge.  Name  on  base.  Also  listed 
as  a  pattern,  Judd-60.  Die  alignment  with  reverse  tilted  (measuring  from 
the  beads  to  the  left  and  right  of  the  words  ONE  DOLLAR  so  that  the 
eagle  is  flying  horizontally),  Breen-Julian  alignment  IV.  Weight  not  known 
(unfortunately,  commercial  slabbing  services  have  not  weighed  coins  such 
as  these,  in  which  the  weight  is  a  key  element  of  attribution  and  research.) 
Probably  (but  no  warranty  or  representation  of  any  kind  is  made  in  this 
regard)  struck  to  the  standard  of  March  1837,  412.5  grains  (as  opposed 
to  the  416  grains  earlier).  The  entire  situation  as  to  which  Gobrecht  dol¬ 
lars  were  intended  as  circulating  issues,  which  were  intended  as  patterns, 
and  which  were  restrikes  made  for  collectors  (probably  mainly  circa 
1858-1860)  is  now  being  studied  and  needs  more  definition.  Key  elements 
in  the  study  are  the  following:  die  alignment  (basic),  weight,  and  die  state 
(as  evidenced  by  die  wear,  the  presence  of  microscopic  breaks,  etc.).  When 


all  of  these  factors  are  evaluated  over  a  large  population,  a  striking  progres¬ 
sion  can  be  determined. 

Now  to  the  coin  at  hand:  the  piece  is  a  lovely  Gobrecht  dollar,  one  of 
the  finest  we  have  seen  on  the  market  in  recent  times,  from  an  aesthetic 
viewpoint.  The  centers  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  a  pleasing  medium 
silver,  changing  to  sea  green  and  gold  at  the  borders,  such  toning  proba¬ 
bly  from  having  been  stored  in  a  Wayte  Raymond  album  page  for  many 
years.  The  dollar  specialist  seeking  a  nice  1836  Gobrecht  for  inclusion 
in  a  type  set  or  date  run  would  do  well  to  investigate  the  merits  of  this 
attractive  piece.  NOTE:  Interested  parties  are  invited  to  communicate  with 
Andrew  W.  Pollock  III  of  our  staff,  who  is  creating  a  revised  reference 
book  on  patterns,  concerning  their  minute  observations  of  die  states  of 
Gobrecht  silver  dollars.

2294  1836  Gobrecht.  Plain  edge.  Name  on  base.  Proof-62  (PCGS).  Also 
known  as  Judd-60.  Die  alignment  III. 

Dies  aligned  with  the  reverse  inverted  in  relation  to  the  obverse  and 
slightly  off  register  (as  evidenced  by  the  beads  mentioned  under  the  preced¬ 
ing  lot),  so  that  when  the  piece  is  flipped  on  a  coin-turn,  the  eagle  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  flying  horizontally.  Weight  unknown  due  to  the  lack  of  infor¬ 
mation  provided  on  the  slab. 

Brilliant  surfaces  with  a  whisper  of  toning.  Sharply  struck  and  well 
defined. 

On  the  reverse  a  microscopic  break  is  seen  beginning  at  the  upper  right  serif  of  N  of  UNITED 
continuing  through  the  tops  of  !TED  STATES,  gradually  going  lower,  and  terminating  at  the  upper 
left  of  the  0  in  OF.  Another  hairline  break  is  barely  visible-extremely  faint-from  the  lower  right 
of  D  strengthening  but  still  faint  through  the  bottoms  of  OLL,  terminating  at  the  lower  left  serif 
of  A.  The  extreme  tip  of  the  eagle's  left  wing,  and  the  top  of  the  shoulder  of  the  eagle's  right 
wing,  are  not  fully  impressed  due  to  improper  die  spacing  (this  is  not  a  die  characteristic,  but 
it  is  a  characteristic  of  this  particular  specimen). 

The  obverse  shows  a  microscopic  repunching  at  the  lower  right  curve  of  the  second  digit.  No 
breaks  are  evident.

2296  1878  7  Tailfeathers.  Reverse  of  1878.  Proof-64  (PCGS).  A  brilliant 
gem  specimen  with  a  whisper  of  champagne  toning.  Superbly  struck  and 
beautiful  in  every  aspect.  It  is  believed  that  just  200  Proofs  were  coined 
of  this  variety.  The  piece  offered  here  is  one  of  the  very  finest  in  exis¬ 
tence.  A  major  find  for  the  Morgan  dollar  specialist! 

Whiter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  gives  a  good  overview  of  Proof  Morgan  dollars  of  1878,  based  upon 
his  own  research  and  the  excellent  studies  conducted  by  Robert  W,  Julian.  The  first  Proofs  struck 
were  of  the  8  Thilfeathers  variety,  produced  early  in  the  year,  and  are  believed  to  have  been  made 
to  the  extent  of  500  pieces.  It  was  customary  for  the  Mint  to  sell  more  Proof  sets  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  than  later,  so  most  numismatists  ordering  silver  Proof  sets  of  the  year  (complete 
from  the  dime  to  the  trade  dollar)  were  given  examples  of  the  8  Thilfeathers  variety.  Later,  the 
design  was  modified  to  7  Thilfeathers,  still  with  the  top  arrow  feather  on  the  reverse  parallel  (re- 
•  verse  of  1878).  “The  Proofs  are  thought  to  have  been  among  the  200  delivered  March  26th, 
1878,' '  according  to  Julian  as  quoted  by  Breen.  After  June  28,  the  reverse  was  modified  to  a  slant¬ 
ing  top  arrow  feather,  still  with  7  tailfeathers,  the  so-called  “third  reverse."  Robert  w.  Julian  (as 
also  quoted  by  Breen)  suggests  that  just  50  Proofs  were  delivered  on  November  8,  of  which  35 
were  sold  and  15  were  spent,  making  the  1878  7  Tailfeathers,  Third  Reverse,  Proof  an  extreme  rarity. 

The  rarity  concerning  Proofs  of  this  date  has  not  been  appreciated  by  the  numismatic  commu¬ 
nity,  primarily  because  the  Guide  Book,  the  most  popular  reference  in  print,  does  not  discuss 
the  breakdown  of  the  7  Tailfeathers  issues  into  200  with  reverse  of  1878  and  50  with  the  reverse 
of  1879  (Third  Reverse).  Popular  price  guides  such  as  The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  and  The  Certi¬ 
fied  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  do  not  discuss  them  either.  Rare  the  varieties  are,  and  eventually 
they  will  be  recognized.  In  the  meantime  the  present  coin  represents  an  exceedingly  important 
purchase  opportunity. 


Key  1883-S  Dollar 


2297  1883-S  MS-63/65.  Deeply  struck  with  partial  prooflike  surfaces.  Exqui¬ 
site  detail.  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  A  superb  example  that  will  satisfy  the 
discriminating  buyer. 
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Rare  Proof  1890  Dollar 


2298  1890  Proof-62  (PCGS).  Fully  brilliant.  Conservatively  graded  in  our  opin¬ 
ion.  (We  feel  the  piece  could  easily  be  graded  Proof-63  or  even  slightly 
finer).  Check  it  out,  and  if  you  agree,  then  bid  accordingly!  This  indeed 
is  an  attractive  example  of  the  issue. 


2299  1890  MS-64  to  65.  Subtle  toning  over  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces.  We  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  prospective  purchaser  determine  this  grade  on  his  or  her 
own,  for  the  1890  is  apt  to  vary  wildly  in  price  depending  upon  the  grade 
assigned,  and  grading  is  indeed  a  matter  of  opinion.  For  example,  the 
May  24,  1991  issue  of  The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  suggests  that  an  MS-64 
is  worth  about  $250  while  an  MS-65  is  worth  over  15  times  as  much, 
or  $4,200! 


Famous  1895  Proof  Morgan  $1 


2302  1895  Proof-63  (ANA  Cache).  Delicate  champagne  toning,  almost  un- 
noticeable,  over  silver  surfaces.  A  nice  example  of  the  “the  king  of  Mor¬ 
gan  dollars,’  ’  an  issue  of  which  only  500  or  600  are  believed  to  survive 
from  a  total  Proof  coinage  of  880  pieces.  Although  Mint  records  state 
that  12,000  business  strikes  were  minted,  no  authenticated  circulation 
strike  has  ever  come  to  light. 


2303  1896-0  MS-60/61.  Brilliant,  lustrous  surfaces.  A  difficult  issue  to  ob¬ 
tain  in  Mint  State. 


2300  1892-CC  MS-64  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty.  A  very  nice 
example  of  a  coin  which  is  undoubtedly  from  the  1962  Treasury  hoard. 


2304  1897-S  MS-65.  Light  lilac  toning  over  frosty,  lustrous  surfaces.  A  pleas¬ 
ing  example  of  the  issue.

2309  1921  Morgan.  MS-65.  Well  struck  and  very  attractive.  Brilliant  surfaces 
with  light  golden  toning  on  the  obverse. 

1921  Morgan  dollars  of  all  three  mints  were  struck  from  different  master  dies  and  hubs  than 
those  of  the  1878-1904  span,  and  there  are  subtle  differences,  although  not  so  subtle  that  they 
cannot  be  discerned  by  the  unaided  eye.

2312  1851-0  MS-63  (PCGS).  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  Sharply  struck.  A  nota¬ 
ble  specimen  of  an  issue  which  is  nearly  always  seen  in  circulated  grades. 
MS-60  coins  are  rare,  and  MS-63  pieces,  such  as  the  beautiful  piece  of¬ 
fered  here,  are  rarer  yet. 


2313  1852-0  MS-60.  A  very  attractive  example.  Decidedly  elusive  in  this 
preservation.

2311  1851-D  EF-45.  A  brilliant,  attractive  example.  The  obverse  stars  all  show 

their  radials,  and  the  details  of  the  wreath  are  clear  and  distinct.  The  re¬ 
verse  has  a  heavy  die  crack  extending  from  the  rim  at  12:00,  passing 
through  the  E  in  STATES,  the  1  in  the  denomination,  the  first  L  of  DOL¬ 
LAR,  the  numerals  51  in  the  date,  and  the  wreath.  It  touches  the  rim 
again  at  about  4:00.  Scarce  in  all  grades. 


2316  1854-S  MS-60.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous.  A  nice  example  of  the  first 
gold  dollar  issue  of  the  newly  opened  San  Francisco  Mint. 

In  1854  the  San  Francisco  Mint  commenced  business  in  premises  formerly  by  Curtis,  Perry,  and 
Vterd,  a  continuation  of  Moffat  &  Co.  which  first  produced  gold  coins  in  1849.  Contemporary 
reports  reveal  that  the  structure  was  cramped  and  ill-ventilated.  In  1870  the  cornerstone  was  laid 
for  a  new  San  Francisco  Mint,  a  structure  which  continued  in  use  until  replaced  by  a  modem 
structure  in  1937  (the  facility  still  being  used  today).

2317  1855  MS-63  (PCGS).  To  the  PCGS  certification  we  will  add  this  very 
important  comment:  Sharply  struck,  including  the  numerals  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  A  frosty,  lustrous,  and  far  above  average  example  of  the  Type  II 
design. 

Part  way  through  the  year  1854  the  Mint  introduced  Longacre's  Indian  princess  design,  known 
today  as  the  type  II,  a  motif  which  was  used  only  briefly,  for  it  quickly  developed  that  the  rela¬ 
tively  high  relief  of  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  on  the  obverse  caused  problems  with  the  metal  flow 
on  the  reverse,  as  during  the  coining  process  the  metal  usually  did  not  flow  effectively  to  fill  deep 
recesses  on  both  sides.  As  a  result,  the  majority  of  Type  II  dollars  have  the  central  two  digits 
in  the  date,  85.  lightly  struck.  It  was  because  of  this  that  the  Type  III  design,  with  shallow  relief 
and  the  Indian  princess  motif  enlarged  was  implemented  as  a  replacement  in  1856.

2320  1878  Proof-64  (PCGS).  A  glittering  gem  specimen  in  full  brilliance.  One 
of  just  20  specimens  coined  in  Proof.  A  superb  specimen  of  a  fantas¬ 
tic  rarity,  from  a  partial  gold  Proof  set  of  1858  consigned  to  the  sale.  Here 
indeed  is  a  remarkable  opportunity. 

As  mintage  figures  graphically  reveal,  Proof  gold  dollars  were  produced  in  small  numbers  through 
the  year  1880  (in  which  year  36  Proofs  were  made),  after  which  in  1881  the  production  jumped 
to  87,  then  125  in  1882,  207  in  1883,  and  slightly  over  1,000  from  1884  through  1888,  culmi¬ 
nated  by  1,779  in  1889.  The  reason  for  the  increase  in  mintage  is  that  around  the  year  1880 
gold  dollars  became  a  popular  speculation;  they  were  recommended  as  investments,  and  many 
people  ordered  Proofs  by  placing  their  requests  through  banks  (which  in  turn  ordered  them  from 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.)  It  was  realized  that  business  strike  gold  dollars  were  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  scarce,  and  these  were  hoarded  as  well.  Similarly,  mintages  of  Proof  $3  pieces  increased, 
but  not  nearly  to  the  extent  of  Proof  $1. 


2319  1874  MS-66  (PCGS).  Very  lustrous  and  frosty.  Under  magnification  there 
is  some  evidence  of  light  striking  at  the  first  L  of  DOLLAR  and  the  sec¬ 
ond  digit  of  the  date,  a  technical  matter  which  few  will  notice.  Overall 
a  pleasing  coin.

2325  1889  MS-65,  prooflike.  A  splendid  gem  specimen  which  closely  resem¬ 
bles  a  Proof.  A  few  areas  of  copper  toning  (due  to  the  alloy)  are  seen, 
as  are  (under  magnification)  some  minor  toning  areas  near  the  third  digit 
of  the  date.  A  glittering,  attractive  example  of  the  final  year  of  gold  dollar 
coinage. 

By  1889  gold  dollars  were  already  scarce  in  banks  and  in  circulation,  and  by  the  turn  of  the 
century,  slightly  over  a  decade  later,  such  coins  readily  sold  for  a  premium. 


2322  1884  MS-63,  prooflike.  A  glittering  specimen  which  closely  resembles 
a  Proof.  One  of  just  5,230  business  strikes  produced  this  year. 

Accompanied  by  an  American  Numismatic  Association  certificate  of 
authenticity.

Under 
magnification  a  tiny  carbon  spot  is  shown  at  the  right  reverse,  with  some 
friction  marks  near  it,  indicating  that  someone  may  have  tried  to  rub  it 
away.  To  the  unaided  eye  this  is  scarcely  noticeable,  but  it  must  be  men¬ 
tioned  as  part  of  the  coin  description. 


2324  1888  MS-62.  Very  frosty.  The  next  to  last  year  of  gold  dollar  production.

2327  1808  Breen-1.  VF-35.  Pleasing  light  yellow  gold  surfaces.  A  nice  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  grade.  The  sharpness  of  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  is  excel¬ 
lent,  and  this  aspect  alone  could  probably  be  graded  slightly  higher,  say 
EF-45.  _ 

The  desirability  of  the  1808  quarter  eagle  is  derived  from  two  aspects: 
(1)  Least  important  is  the  mintage,  2,710,  which  is  low  and  on  its  own 
makes  the  piece  a  rarity.  (2)  The  prime  aspect  is  the  design.  The  1808 
is  the  only  year  in  which  the  Capped  Bust  to  Left  style,  large  diameter, 
was  produced.  Anyone  forming  a  complete  type  collection  of  United  States 
gold  coins  must  have  an  1808  quarter  eagle.  Of  the  2,710  produced  prob¬ 
ably  about  10%  survive  today,  say  200  to  300  pieces,  a  population  which 
is  inadequate  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  tens  of  thousands  of  admirers  of  Ameri¬ 
can  gold  coinage-thus  accounting  for  the  price.

2328  1836  MS-63  (PCGS).  Head  of  1835.  Pale  yellow  gold  surfaces.  Lustrous. 
Struck  from  a  shattered  obverse  die;  under  magnification  several  exten¬ 
sive  breaks  are  visible. 


2329  1839-C  Classic  Head.  EF-45  (PCGS).  Brilliant  with  wisps  of  satiny  mint 
lustre  visible  around  the  stars,  numerals,  and  letters.  Classic  Head  quar¬ 
ter  eagles  were  coined  at  the  Charlotte  Mint  only  in  the  years  1838  and 
1839.  Quite  appealing  from  an  aesthetic  perspective.  Rare.  Relatively  few 
survive  from  an  original  mintage  of  just  18,140  pieces. 


2330  1850-D  EF-45.  Bright  yellow  gold.  Lightly  cleaned  long  ago,  but  very 
attractive.  A  nice  example,  well  struck,  of  an  issue  of  which  just  12,148 
were  made.

2331  1858  Cameo  Proof-64  (NGC).  A  superb  specimen,  well  struck,  with 
frosty  designs  and  devices  against  deep  mirror  fields.  One  of  probably 
fewer  than  a  dozen  struck,  of  which  only  six  pieces  have  been  traced. 

In  his  Encyclopedia  Walter  Breen  gives  the  following  census,  of  which 
the  presently  offered  piece  is  a  part:  (1)  United  States  Mint  Collection  in 
the  Smithsonian  Institution.  (2)  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  Collection,  now  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Society.  (3)  The  Mills,  Clapp,  Eliasberg  (Lot  184) 
specimen  (the  piece  offered  here).  (4)  Lorin  G.  Parmelee,  William  H.  Wood- 
in,  Virgil  M.  Brand,  Ira  Reed,  Gaskill  Collection,  Lester  Merkin  Sale  of 
March  1967.  (5)  Ten  Eyck  Collection  (Lot  91);  Ullmer  Collection  (Lot  365). 
(6)  Private  collection,  impaired. 

An  analysis  of  the  foregoing  indicates  that  two  of  the  six  pieces  known 
to  Walter  Breen,  (numbers  1  and  2)  are  permanently  impounded  in  museum 
collections,  and  another  (number  6)  is  impaired,  leaving  three  unimpaired 


pieces,  of  which  the  present  piece  is  one. 

When  we  catalogued  the  Eliasberg  Collection  in  1982  we  described  this 
piece  as  Proof-65  and  further  noted:  ‘Although  the  present  writer  has 
had  the  privilege  of  cataloguing  just  about  every  rarity  in  the  book,  the 
only  1858  Proof  quarter  eagle  we  can  recall  offering  for  sale  was  an  ex¬ 
ample  sold  into  the  Katz  Collection  20  years  ago  [this  would  be  nearly 
30  years  ago  by  1991],  A  splendid  opportunity  for  the  discriminating  nu¬ 
mismatist.  Like  many  other  offerings  in  the  present  catalogue,  this  op¬ 
portunity,  if  overlooked,  may  not  recur  for  many  years,  even  for  many 
decades.  As  they  say,  a  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient.”

2332  1878  Proof-64  (PCGS).  A  superb  specimen  which  has  been  kept  with 
a  partial  Proof  set  of  the  year  since  the  time  of  issue  (also  see  the  1878 
Proof  $1  and  $3  pieces  in  the  present  catalogue).  A  glittering  little  cameo, 
a  superb  specimen  from  an  original  mintage  of  just  20  Proof  coins, 
waiter  Breen  in  his  Encyclopedia  suggests  that  possibly  12  of  these  sur¬ 


vive,  of  which  at  least  three  show  impairment.  Subtracting  examples  in 
museum  collections,  the  current  population  available  to  collectors  is  prob¬ 
ably  on  the  order  of  about  a  half  dozen. 

Here  is  another  classic  rarity,  a  coin  that  the  quarter  eagle  specialist 
will  appreciate  as  a  landmark  offering  of  our  time. 
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2333  1884  MS-62,  prooflike.  A  few  marks  in  the  field  keep  this  from  a  higher 
grade.  A  very  pleasing  example  of  a  rarity  in  the  series;  just  1,950  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  were  made,  most  of  which  have  since  disappeared.

A  beautiful  Proof  coin  with  deep  golden  yellow 
toning.  An  attractive  example  surviving  from  an  original  Proof  mintage 
of  165,  which  probably  half  or  more  have  disappeared  over  the  years. 
An  important  opportunity  for  the  quality-conscious  buyer. 


2335  1892  MS-61.  Only  2,545  quarter  eagles  were  coined  during  the  year. 


2336  1893  MS-62.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty.  One  of  30,000  business 
strikes  produced.

2339  1898  MS-64.  Lustrous  and  frosty.  One  of  24,000  minted. 

We  have  suggested  this  before  and  we  will  suggest  it  again:  after  1879  the  production  of  quarter 
eagles  of  the  Liberty  Head  type  was  confined  strictly  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  As  such,  a  set 
of  $2.50  gold  coins  of  this  type  from  1880  through  1907  inclusive  consist  of  a  nice  "collection 
within  a  collection."  There  are  numerous  low-mintage  dates,  but  fortunately  for  today's  astute 
buyer,  the  market  has  not  recognized  the  rarity  of  most  of  them,  with  the  result  that  scarce  dates 
in  the  1880s  and  1890s  can  be  purchased  for  not  much  more  common  or  "type"  issues  circa 
1902-1907.  The  formation  of  such  a  collection  will  form  a  fascinating  challenge  and  when  com¬ 
pleted  will  be  a  beautiful  display. 


2337  1894  AU-58.  Scarce  in  all  grades;  the  coinage  of  quarter  eagles  in  1894 
amounted  to  just  4,000  business  strikes  and  122  Proofs.

2359  1878  Proof-65  (PCGS).  A  superb  specimen  deeply  struck  in  rich  yellow 
gold.  One  of  just  20  Proofs  made  this  year,  thus  an  extreme  rarity.  The 
presently  offered  coin  has  been  kept  with  several  other  gold  Proofs  of 
the  year  (see  the  $1  and  $2.50  pieces  in  the  present  catalogue)  since 
the  time  of  issue.  Here  indeed  is  an  incredible  opportunity  for  the  ad¬ 
vanced  buyer. 

Of  the  original  mintage  of  20,  probably  a  dozen  or  fewer  exist.  The  Elias- 
berg  specimen  catalogued  and  sold  by  us  in  1982  was  Proof-63. 


The  rarity  of  the  1878  Proof  $3  is  explained  by  the  low  mintage.  Further,  for  years  the  1878 
was  considered  to  be  a  "common  date"  (if  indeed  the  word  "common"  can  be  applied  to  aqy 
$3  piece).  Anyone  desiring  a  specimen  of  an  1878  $3  for  his  cabinet  had  no  difficulty  obtaining 
one,  as  long  as  he  was  satisfied  with  a  business  strike,  not  a  Proof.  Years  ago,  when  emphasis 
was  on  date  alone,  with  condition  and  surface  playing  secondary  roles,  Proofs  were  ignored.  A 
number  of  Proof  1878  $3  pieces,  possibly  even  the  majority,  were  simply  ‘  'spent.'  ’  In  more  recent 
times,  mintage  figures,  previously  unavailable  to  collectors  in  handy  reference  books,  had  been 
widely  published  and  closely  studied.  Since  the  1930s  it  has  been  realized  that  1878,  while  plen¬ 
tiful  in  lower  grades,  is  a  major  rarity  in  Proof. 
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2361  1888  MS-64.  Deeply  struck  and  very  frosty.  A  very  attractive  example 
of  the  penultimate  date  in  the  series,  a  coin  of  a  quality  seldom  seen  in 
today’s  marketplace.  Here  indeed  is  an  important  bidding  opportunity!

2362  1879  $4  Flowing  Hair  Stella.  Proof-66  (PCGS).  Struck  in  very  attrac¬ 
tive  yellow  gold,  well  defined  in  all  areas  including  the  hair  strands  (which 
are  sometimes  flat  on  other  coins).  A  few  copper  toning  areas  are  scat¬ 
tered  on  the  reverse.  Here  is  one  of  the  finest  known  specimens  of  one 
of  America’s  most  famous  and  desired  rarities. 

The  $4  gold  coin  or  Stella  (so-called  from  the  star  on  the  reverse)  was  conceived  by  Hon.  John 
A.  Kasson  who  at  the  time,  1879,  was  serving  as  United  States  minister  to  Austria.  Earlier  he 
chaired  the  Committee  on  Coinage,  Wfeights  and  Measures.  Kasson  believed  it  desirable  to  create 
a  coin  whose  metallic  content  was  stated  in  the  metric  system,  the  standard  used  in  Europe, 
and  whose  value  would  approximate  certain  other  gold  coins  popular  overseas,  including  the  Spanish 
20  pesetas,  the  Dutch  8  florins,  the  Austrian  8  florins,  the  Italian  20  lire,  and  the  French  20  francs. 

The  Committee  on  Coinage,  Wfeights,  and  Measures  duly  considered  the  proposal  and  forwarded 
the  suggestion  that  the  name  '  'suitable  for  the  four-dollar  coin  would  be  'one  Stella'  analogous 
to  one  eagle,  both  the  star  and  the  eagle  being  national  emblems  on  our  coins.' '  The  fact  that 
the  $4  denomination  was  certainly  redundant  in  a  system  employing  at  the  time  $2.50,  $3,  and 
$5  issues  received  little  consideration. 

In  earlier  years,  the  idea  of  a  coin  suitable  for  use  in  international  commerce  had  been  proposed 
several  times.  The  Paquet  pattern  $5  issue  of  1868  and  Bickford’s  ideas  of  the  mid-1870s  are 
examples. 

Despite  historical  proof  that  international  exchange  rates  rarely  remain  constant,  and  without 
addressing  the  question  that  the  $4  piece  would  not  be  precisely  convertible  into  any  of  the  for¬ 
eign  gold  coins  then  being  considered-it  would  still  be  necessary  to  compute  an  exchange  rate 
and  give  change  in  other  coins  as  well-Kasson's  $5  piece  was  received  with  a  degree  of  en¬ 
thusiasm  when  it  was  suggested. 

Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan  each  prepared  distinctive  designs  for  the  Stella.  Barber's 
motif  was  distinguished  by  Miss  Liberty  having  flowing  hair,  and  on  Morgan's  design  coiled  hair 
was  used. 

The  obverse  design  of  Charles  Barber's  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  was  taken  from  the  motif  used 
by  his  father  for  a  pattern  half  eagle  the  previous  year,  listed  today  as  Judd-1574.  Surrounding 
the  portrait  on  Barber's  1879  Stella  appears  proportions  of  gold,  silver,  and  copper  and  the  weight 
in  grams,  with  each  numeral  and  letter  separated  by  stars. 

The  reverse  design  features  a  five-pointed  star  with  an  inscription  in  the  center  and  other  in¬ 
scriptions  surrounding. 

In  1879  the  Mint  struck  15  examples  of  the  present  coin,  listed  in  the  book,  United  States  Pat¬ 
terns  as  Judd  1635  The  purpose  was  to  acquaint  the  Coinage  Committee  with  the  motif,  size, 


and  format.  Early  in  1880  a  request  was  made  by  the  Coinage  Committee  for  an  additional  400 
pieces.  The  1879-dated  dies  were  used,  and  the  supplementary  coins  were  struck.  These  were 
subsequently  distributed  to  members  of  Congress  and,  on  a  limited  basis,  to  numismatists  who 
had  special  connections  at  the  Mint.  Toward  the  end  of  the  same  year,  1880,  S.K.  Harzfeld,  a 
rare  coin  dealer,  interviewed  A.  Loudon  Snowden,  the  superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint, 
and  learned  that  180  examples  of  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  remained  undistributed.  Snowden 
suggested  that  these  be  sold  to  numismatists  at  $15  each  if  suitable  permission  could  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  Washington. 

At  the  time,  there  was  a  considerable  furor  in  the  numismatic  community  relative  to  the  per¬ 
ceived  inequities  of  pattern  coin  distribution.  It  seems  that  privileged  collectors  with  special  con¬ 
tacts  at  the  Mint  had  no  trouble  in  obtaining  "fancy  pieces,"  presumably  by  paying  well  for  them. 
Many  dissatisfactions  were  expressed  in  the  numismatic  press.  Profiteering  by  Mint  officials  seems 
to  have  been  the  rule,  not  the  exception.  One  modem-day  writer,  Don  Thxay,  has  gone  so  far 
as  to  characterize  the  Mint  facilities  as  being  nothing  more  than  a  workshop  for  the  personal 
gain  of  those  who  had  access  to  dies.  The  book  the  present  writer  produced  to  accompany  the 
Eliasberg  Collection,  in  1982,  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An  Illustrated  History,  quotes  in  detail 
an  interview  with  Snowden  done  in  1880. 

Today  numismatists  take  little  note  of  the  fact  that  most  1879-dated  Stellas  of  the  Flowing  Hair 
style  were  actually  struck  in  1880.  While  the  pieces  may  indeed  be  restrikes  in  a  technical  sense, 
the  pieces  were  produced  with  full  disclosure  and  apparently  under  conditions  of  necessity,  for 
1880-dated  dies  seemingly  were  not  ready.  There  have  been  countless  other  incidents  of  dies 
being  used  near  Hat  date  indicated,  without  any  nefarious  purpose,  with  modem  examples  being 
the  striking  of  Lincoln  cents  during  the  "penny  shortage"  of  the  1960s  and  the  making,  in  even 
more  modem  times,  of  the  1776-1976  bicentennial  coins  in  years  after  the  bicentennial  observation. 

Although  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  and  related  issues  are  patterns,  by  tradition  they  have 
been  incorporated  into  the  regular  series,  thus  giving  numismatists  the  opportunity  to  include 
this  unusual  denomination  in  their  sets. 

The  precise  number  of  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  minted  is  not  known.  The  quantity  of  15  struck 
in  1879  plus  400  produced  in  1800  has  been  mentioned  many  times  in  print,  but  others  have 
placed  the  number  of  500  or  even  600  (the  latter  being  W.  Elliot  Woodward's  estimate).  Although 
all  were  struck  as  Proofs,  the  majority  of  pieces  seen  today  show  impairments  of  one  sort  or 
another.  Many  show  signs  of  having  been  used  as  jewelry.  Interestingly,  Walter  Breen  has  pub¬ 
lished  that  these  were  favorite  items  "adorning  the  persons  of  Washington,  D.C.  madams  who 
had  received  them  from  congressional  visitors  to  their  bordellos." 

The  presently  offered  Stella  is  one  of  the  very  finest  known  to  exist  today  and  should  attract 
wide  bidding  attention. 
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HALF  EAGLES 


Elusive  1803/2  $5  Variety 


2363  1803/2  Overdate.  Breen-IB.  EF-45.  A  scarce  die  variety  listed  as 
Rarity-5  to  6  in  Walter  Breen’s  half  eagle  monograph.  The  surfaces  were 
lightly  cleaned  long  ago,  and  are  still  brilliant,  and  quite  reflective.  On 
the  reverse,  a  bisecting  die  crack  extends  from  the  rim  at  7:00  between 
UN  in  UNITED,  across  the  arrow  tips,  through  part  of  the  eagle’s  wing 
and  shield,  through  both  mandibles  of  the  beak,  and  finally  through  the 
center  of  the  letter  E  in  STATES,  where  it  touches  the  rim  again  at  12:00. 


High-Grade  1805  $5 


2364  1805  B-3B.  AU-50.  Light  olive  golden  toning.  The  impressions  of  both 
dies  are  nicely  centered,  and  most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  still  survives 
in  the  fields.  Breen-3B  is  a  scarce  variety  listed  as  being  Rarity-6  in  Walter 
Breen’s  half  eagle  monograph.  On  this  piece  an  obverse  die  crack  extends 
from  the  rim  at  6:00,  passes  through  the  0  in  the  date,  and  passes  deeply 
into  Miss  Liberty’s  bust. 

Rare  1807  Bust  Right  $5  Variety 


2365  1807  Bust  Right.  B-2C.  VF-35/EF-40.  Untoned  surfaces.  An  appeal¬ 
ing  example  coined  during  the  final  year  of  the  “Capped  Bust  To  Right’’ 
design  type  as  it  is  called  in  the  Guide  Book.  It  has  been  estimated  that 
no  more  than  30  examples  of  the  Breen-2C  die  combination  have  sur¬ 
vived  to  the  present  time. 


Gem  1809  Half  Eagle 


2366  1809  B-1A.  MS-65.  A  well  struck  and  especially  lustrous  example  from 
the  era  when  the  $5  was  the  reigning  United  States  coin  (the  $10  de¬ 
nomination  having  been  discontinued  in  1804  due  to  exchange  rates  and 
international  gold  situation).  Offered  herewith  is  a  coin  that  will  equally 
please  the  half  eagle  specialist  and  the  gold  type  set  collector. 


Desirable  1838-D  Half  Eagle 


2367  1838-D  Classic  Head.  EF-45  (PCGS).  An  attractive  example  of  this 
important  Dahlonega  Mint  issue.  Traces  of  frosty  lustre  can  be  seen  at 
the  rims  and  around  the  stars,  letters,  and  numerals.  The  issue  is  particu¬ 
larly  popular  with  collectors  because  of  its  status  as  the  only  Classic  Head 
half  eagle  variety  with  the  “D”  mintmark. 
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2368  1846-D  EF-45.  Variety  with  perfect  mintmark.  Bright  yellow  gold. 

Coins  of  the  Charlotte  Mint  (and  to  an  extent  those  of  Dahlonega  as  well,  but  especially  Char¬ 
lotte)  have  a  lighter  yellow  color  than  do  coins  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  due  to  less  precise  refin¬ 
ing  procedures  and  the  presence  of  silver  as  an  impurity  rather  than  as  an  intentional  alloy  in 
native  metal  taken  from  the  area. 


2369  1853-D  AU-55.  Very  well  struck,  exceptionally  so,  with  superbly  de¬ 
fined  surfaces.  Probably  technically  an  Uncirculated  coin,  but  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  very  lightly  etched,  what  David  Akers  (and  others)  have  called 
“seawater  Uncirculated,”  a  characteristic  of  pieces  retrieved  from  the  briny 
deep.  Although  gold  is  relatively  impervious  to  electrolytic  effects  and  the 
action  of  seawater,  such  coins  are  alloyed  with  copper  which  is  a  very 
active  metal.  In  any  event,  the  typical  gold  coin  immersed  in  the  ocean 
for  a  century  or  more  is  apt  to  have  some  evidence  as  indicated.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  (for  the  sake  of  romantic  and  sentimental  reasons)  we  have  no 
information  as  to  from  which  wreckage  this  piece  may  have  been  retrieved. 


Exceptional  1856-C  Half  Eagle 


2370  1856-C  AU-55  or  better.  A  sharp  piece  with  beautiful  surfaces.  Again 
a  “seawater  Uncirculated”  coin  which  probably  saw  little  or  no  circula¬ 
tion.  Possibly  from  the  same  source  as  the  preceding  (it  is  from  the  same 
consignor),  although  no  pedigree  is  known  to  the  cataloguer. 


Superb  Gem  1907  $5 


2371  1907  MS-66  (PCGS).  Frosty  and  lustrous.  A  superb  specimen  of  this 
late-date  Liberty  Head  issue. 


Gem  1908  Indian  $5 


2372  1908  Indian  Head.  MS-64.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous.  An  ex¬ 
cellent  example  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  Bela  Lyon  Pratt’s  new  Indian 
Head  design  with  incuse  motifs.

2373  1870  EF-40.  Sharply  struck.  A  pleasing  example  of  a  date  which  is  rare 
in  all  conditions.  Just  3,990  business  strikes  were  made,  the  vast  majority 
of  which  have  disappeared  in  the  intervening  century  or  more. 


2374  1879  MS-60.  Brilliant,  lustrous,  and  sharply  struck.  An  aesthetic  treat. 
The  date  is  genuinely  scarce  this  nicely  preserved.  Accompanied  by  an 
ANA  certificate  for  authenticity  and  grade.

2375  1891-CC  MS-62.  Very  well  struck,  frosty  and  lustrous.  Brilliant.  A  nice 
example  of  this  Carson  City  issue. 
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Gem  1901-S  Eagle 


2376  1901-S  MS-65  (PCGS).  A  superb  specimen  of  the  issue.  While  the  1901-S 
is  not  rare  on  an  absolute  basis,  and  even  high-grade  specimens  are  ac¬ 
counted  with  some  degree  of  frequency,  the  coin  here  must  be  acclaimed 
for  its  aesthetic  value.  Here  indeed  is  an  excellent  piece  for  a  type  set. 

2377  1901-S  MS-62  (NGC).  Brilliant  and  very  frosty.  Some  handling  marks 
in  the  field  keep  it  out  of  a  higher  classification,  but  it  is  still  a  desirable 
specimen  of  this  popular  type.

2378  1907  Saint-Gaudens’  Indian  design.  No  periods  in  legend.  MS-63 
(PCGS).  Lustrous  and  frosty.  A  delightfully  attractive  example  of  this  nu- 
mismatically  popular  coin. 


Gem  Uncirculated  1908  Eagle 

With  Motto 


2379  1908  With  Motto.  MS-66  (NGC).  A  superb  specimen  of  the  first  year 
of  issue  with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse.  A  prize  item 
for  the  gold  type  collector  as  well  as  the  eagle  specialist. 

The  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  did  not  appear  on  Saint-Gaudens'  coinage  of  1907  or  early  1908 
as  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  personally  objected  to  the  use  of  the  name  of  the  Deity  on  coin¬ 
age,  feeling  it  was  a  travesty.  Much  of  the  population  and  Congress  felt  otherwise,  and  partway 
through  1908  legislation  was  passed  which  restored  the  wording. 


Gem  1910  Eagle 


2380  1910  MS-64.  A  lustrous,  attractive  coin.  A  tiny  edge  nick  is  seen  at  11:00 
on  the  obverse  and  is  scarcely  noticeable  (which  would  be  even  moreso 
if  the  coin  were  put  in  a  slab  or  holder) .  An  attractive  example  of  this 
issue.  Not  common. 
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Choice  Uncirculated  1911  Eagle 


2381  1911  MS-63/64.  Especially  lustrous  and  frosty,  a  coin  which  is  in  deep 
yellow  gold  and  is  especially  attractive.  Worth  a  premium! 


Gem  1914  Eagle 


2382  1914  MS-64  (PCGS).  Frosty  and  lustrous.  A  very  nice  example  of  the 
date  and  grade.  Quite  elusive  in  this  condition.  The  production  of  151,000 
business  strikes  was  among  the  lowest  of  any  Philadelphia  Mint  issue 
in  the  series. 


Possibly  Unique  1986  Gold  Bullion  $10 
Set-Up  Piece 


The  present  piece  is  one  which  somehow  escaped  from  the  Mint,  pos¬ 
sibly  the  only  of  its  date  to  do  so.  This  coin  was  featured  on  the  cover 
of  Numismatic  News,  December  2,  1986  and  on  the  cover  of  Coin  Prices 
Magazine,  March  1987.  The  Numismatic  News  account  is  quoted  herewith: 

"The  first  imperfect  American  Eagle  gold  bullion  coin  to  be  brought  to 
the  U.S.  Mint  for  examination,  a  quarter-ounce,  $10  piece  with  the  de¬ 
nomination  commpletely  missing  and  a  number  of  other  features  miss¬ 
ing  or  only  partially  visible,  was  authenticated  as  a  Mint  produce  Nov.  13. 

"However,  said  George  Hunter,  assistant  director  of  the  Mint  for  tech¬ 
nology,  the  coin  is  a  "set-up”  piece  and  an  error  only  in  the  sense  that 
it  was  allowed  to  escape  from  the  Mint. 

"The  coin  was  submitted  to  the  News  by  Klaus  Degler  of  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tain  Coin  Exchange  in  Denver,  who  said  it  was  found  in  a  group  of  500 
quarter-ounce  gold  pieces. 

"  This  piece  is  halfway  between  a  blank  and  a  coin,  because  not  enough 
pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  it,’  Hunter  said.  That  is  why  some  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  design  are  missing  or  were  not  brought  up  adequately.’ 

"On  the  reverse,  the  denomination,  lA  02.  FINE  GOLD-10  DOLLARS, 
which  should  appear  just  above  the  lower  rim,  is  completely  absent  and 
only  the  lower  portion  of  the  word  STATES  is  visible  at  the  top  where 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  should  appear. 

"The  ‘E’  is  missing  in  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  and  the  letters  of  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  nearest  the  right  rim  also  disappear. 

"On  the  obverse,  all  but  a  few  of  the  stars  around  the  edge  of  the  field 
are  missing,  part  of  the  letters  of  LIBERTY  are  obscured  and  there  is  only 
a  flow  of  metal  instead  of  the  design  below  the  left  foot  of  Liberty,  but 
all  the  numerals  of  the  Roman  date  are  clear  except  part  of  the  final  "I.” 

In  setting  up  a  press  for  a  production  run,  Hunter  explained,  the  exact 
pressure  needed  for  striking  a  given  denomination  is  determined  by  what 
are  in  effect  a  series  of  test  strikes  until  the  results  are  satisfactory. 

"These  are  called  ‘set-up’  coins,  he  said,  and  are  a  normal  part  of  the 
minting  process.  However,  they  are  supposed  to  be  segregated  from  regular 
strikes. 

“  This  coin  was  not  struck  inadvertently.  It  was  issued  inadvertently,” 
Hunter  explained.  "It  is  not  an  error  in  manufacture,  only  an  error  in 
that  it  shouldn’t  have  escaped  from  the  Mint.’ 

"A  careful  check  of  specifications  confirmed  Hunter’s  diagnosis.  The 
weight  is  virtually  exact:  8.484  grams  versus  a  nominal  8.483  for  the 
quarter-ounce  gold  piece. 

"However  the  diameter  of  .860  inches  is  slightly  shy  of  the  specified 
.866  inches  and  the  thickness  is  likewise  under  specifications,  at  .063 
instead  of  .070  inches. 

"Both  the  latter  figures  are  evidence  that  the  planchet  was  not  struck 
with  sufficient  tonnage,  Hunter  pointed  out.”

2383  1986  gold  bullion  $10,  a  very  rare,  possibly  unique,  die  set-up  piece. 
MS-65,  virtually  in  condition  as  made.  This  is  one  of  the  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  $10  pieces  made  for  bullion  purposes  (see  page  280  of  the  Guide 
Book  for  further  description) .  The  obverse  and  reverse  were  modeled  by 
Sheri  Joseph  Winter,  an  accomplished  sculptor  who  served  with  the  Mint 
for  a  number  of  years  and  who  now  is  in  private  practice  working  on 
numerous  commissions.  The  obverse  motif  was  adapted  from  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens’  illustrious  MCMV11  "Victory”  design,  while  the  reverse 
is  new  and  was  the  design  of  Mrs.  Miley  Busiek. 
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Outstanding  1861-0  $20  Rarity 


2384  1861-0  AU-50  (NGC).  With  date  lightly  defined  at  the  bottom,  as  is 
the  case  with  all  authentic  examples  of  the  1861-0  issue.  Liberty  Head 
and  other  features  sharply  defined.  Attractive  yellow  gold  with  some  proof- 
like  surface  remaining  in  protected  areas. 

The  1861-0  is  one  of  the  key  issues  in  the  Liberty  Head  $20  gold  se¬ 
ries.  Although  17,741  were  reported  to  have  been  struck,  the  paucity  of 
available  specimens  suggests  that  perhaps  many  were  melted.  This  was 
a  time  of  transition  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint,  and  in  the  same  year  troops 
from  the  state  of  Louisiana,  followed  by  Confederate  States  of  America 
forces,  took  over  the  Mint  facilities  and  the  pieces  stored  there.  Exactly 
what  happened  after  that  was  not  precisely  recorded. 
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“Prohibitively  Rare”  1866-S  No  Motto  $20 


2385  1866-S  No  Motto.  AU-50  (NGC).  Bright  yellow  gold  with  traces  of  proof¬ 
like  surface  in  some  areas.  An  incredible  rarity,  but  not  generally  ap¬ 
preciated  as  such.  We  point  this  out  for  the  coin  catalogues  for  a  rela¬ 
tively  nominal  value  in  the  Guide  Book.  However,  such  values  are  extremely 
misleading.  Walter  Breen  in  his  Encyclopedia  notes  that  when  seen  ex¬ 
amples  are  usually  Fine  to  Very  Fine  and  that  the  issue  is  “prohibitively 
rare  AU.“  The  most  logical  explanation  for  the  rarity  is  that  of  the  842,250 
1866-S  $20  pieces  struck,  nearly  all  were  of  the  With  Motto  type.  Walter 
Breen  suggests  that  120,000  may  have  been  of  the  Without-Motto  type, 
but  we  feel  that  this  estimate  is  far  too  generous. 

David  Akers,  in  his  study  on  the  series  had  the  following  to  say,  among 
other  things: 

The  double  eagle  collector  who  would  like  a  high-grade  AU  or 
better  example  of  this  date  is  likely  to  be  disappointed.  I  know 
of  only  two  AU-50  specimens,  and  1  have  never  even  heard  a  ru¬ 
mor  of  a  Mint  State  piece.  Actually  this  issue  is  very  rare  in  any 
condition,  second  among  the  San  Francisco  Mint  issues  only  to 
the  1861-S  Paquet.  .  .  .In  rarity  according  to  average  grade,  the 
1866-S  No  Motto  is  tied for  first  with  the  1870-CCand  1871-CC. 

It  is  also  at  the  top  based  on  rarity  and  in  high  grade  is  deter¬ 
mined  by  High  Grade  Condition  Points.  When  available,  which  is 


not  really  very  often,  the  1866-S  No  Motto  is  typically  VF  and 
heavily  bagmarked.  A  strictly  graded  EF  is  very  rare,  and,  above 
that  level,  the  1866-S  No  Motto  is  excessively  rare  and,  for 
all  practical  purposes,  unavailable. 

NOTE:  The  italics  and  boldface  in  the  preceding  quotation  have  been 
added  by  the  present  cataloguer  for  emphasis. 

After  reading  what  the  two  of  the  most  eminent  authorities  on  gold 
coinage  in  America  had  to  say  about  the  1866-S  No  Motto,  the  prospec¬ 
tive  bidder  can  take  what  the  Guide  Book  has  to  say  about  it  on  page 
212  and  discard  it  immediately!  Apparently  an  MS-60  coin  (priced  in  the 
Guide  Book  at  $5,500)  does  not  exist.  If  one  did,  the  decimal  point  in 
the  Guide  Book  price  could  be  moved  over  at  least  one  place  and  then 
doubled  (indicating  a  value  of  $110,000-but  such  a  comment  is  meaning¬ 
less,  for  none  can  be  found). 

Of  all  the  federal  issues  in  the  present  catalogue,  the  present  1866-S 
in  certified  AU-50  grade  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  undervalued  sleepers. 
Whatever  this  coin  sells  for  the  next  owner  will  have  a  marvelous  piece 
high  in  the  Condition  Census-a  piece  which  the  morning  after  the  sale 
could  probably  not  be  duplicated  for  double  the  price  for  which  the  coin 
is  acquired  in  the  sale. 
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2386  1867  AU-58/MS-60.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous.  A  coin  which  proba¬ 
bly  saw  little  if  any  actual  circulation,  but  was  kept  in  bags  as  part  of 
bank-to-bank  transfers.  As  brilliant  as  the  day  it  was  minted. 


Rare  1871-CC  $20 


2387  1871-CC  EF-45  (ANACS).  Rare;  only  17,387  double  eagles  were  struck 
at  the  Carson  City  Mint  this  year.  With  ANA  certificate  of  authentication 
MJ2554. 


2388  1872-CC  EF-40  (ANACS).  A  mere  26,900  double  eagles  were  struck 
this  year.  This  issue  is  scarce  in  all  grades,  particularly  scarce  in  EF-40 
or  finer  condition.  With  ANA  certificate  of  authenticity  BNL175. 

2389  1873-CC  AU-50  (ANACS).  Usual,  closed  3  in  date.  Rare,  only  22,410 
double  eagles  were  struck  at  this  Western  branch  mint  this  year.  With 
ANA  certificate  of  authenticity  T55507. 


2390  1874-CC  AU-50/55  (ANACS).  115,085  double  eagles  were  struck  at 
the  Carson  City  Mint  this  year.  With  ANA  certificate  of  authenticity 
RDR054 . 


Mint  State  1875  Double  Eagle 


2391  1875  MS-61  (PCGS).  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  A  Mint  State  specimen  of 
an  issue  which  is  readily  available  in  circulated  grades,  but  which  in  Mint 
State  emerges  as  a  prime  rarity.  The  connoisseur  may  wish  to  consider 
this  carefully  and  submit  an  aggressive  bid,  for  it  may  be  a  long  time 
before  another  purchase  opportunity  recurs. 


2392  1875-CC  AU-50  (ANA  Certificate).  The  coin  and  certificate  are  housed 
together  in  a  plastic  display  holder. 

2393  1876-CC  EF-40  (ANA  Certificate).  Double  eagles  with  the  denomina¬ 
tion  expressed  as  TWENTY  D.  were  coined  for  the  final  time  in  this  year. 
Both  the  coin  and  certificate  are  housed  in  a  plastic  display  holder. 


Mint  State  1877  Double  Eagle 


2394  1877  MS-62  (PCGS).  Lustrous  and  frosty.  A  very  pleasing  example  of 
the  date  and  grade.  Important  as  the  first  year  with  the  denomination 
expressed  on  the  reverse  as  TWENTY  DOLLARS. 

2395  1877-CC  EF-45  (ANA  Certificate).  Only  42,565  double  eagles  were 
coined  at  the  Carson  City  Mint  in  1877.  Both  the  coin  and  certificate  are 
housed  in  a  plastic  display  holder. 


2396  1878-CC  AU-50,  cleaned  (ANACS).  A  mere  13,180  double  eagles  were 
struck  in  this  Wfestem  branch  mint  this  year.  With  ANA  certificate  of  authen¬ 
ticity  MJ2556. 
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2397  1878-CC  EF-40  (ANA  Certificate).  Cleaned  in  the  past.  An  abrasion 
can  be  seen  on  Miss  Liberty’s  cheek  running  back  from  her  nose.  The 
1878-CC  has  a  mintage  of  just  13,180  pieces,  and  David  Akers  remarks 
that  the  issue  “is  a  rare  date  in  all  grades;  in  fact,  it  is  the  fourth  rarest 
CC-Mint  double  eagle.”  The  coin  and  certificate  are  housed  together  in 
a  plastic  display  holder. 


2398  1879  MS-63,  prooflike.  A  deep  gray  and  copper  toning  area  is  seen 
on  the  head  from  the  hairline  through  Miss  Liberty’s  eye,  and  a  light  copper 
toning  area  is  seen  on  the  reverse  at  the  left  side  of  the  shield.  The  proof¬ 
like  surface  is  complete  and  may  have  resulted  from  the  use  of  Proof  dies 
to  make  business  strikes,  as  the  surface  is  somewhat  “orange  peel”  in 
texture,  although  verification  of  this  would  depend  upon  comparing  it  with 
known  Proofs  of  the  same  date. 

Accompanied  by  an  International  Numismatic  Society  Authentication  Bureau  certificate  and 
mounted  in  a  slab  marked  MS-64. 


2399  1879-CC  EF-45  (ANACS).  Rare,  only  10,708  double  eagles  were  struck 
at  the  Carson  City  Mint  this  year.  This  piece  is  an  attractive  specimen, 
which  will  certainly  grace  its  new  owner’s  collection.  With  ANA  certifi¬ 
cate  of  authenticity  CCY062.

It  is  a  shame  that  with  all  the  effort  spent  on  certifying  coins  by  PCGS,  NGC,  and  other 
grading  surfaces,  the  slabs  do  not  give  more  than  just  a  number  or  technical  grade,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  numerical  grade  is  only  one  of  several  factors  determining  a  coin's 
value.  When  the  market  for  slabbed  coins  was  in  its  infancy  (1986-1987)  virtually  any  slabbed 
coin  was  bought  and  sold  without  question,  especially  by  investors.  Now  in  1991,  buyers  are 
becoming  increasingly  sophisticated,  and  a  notation  such  as  "MS-66  (NGC)"  is  often  not  enough 
to  fully  describe  a  coin.

The  designer  of  this  piece  was  Robert  Aitken,  a  well-known  sculptor  who  by  that  time  was 
known  to  numismatists  as  the  designer  of  the  1915-S  $50  pieces  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Interna¬ 
tional  Exposition.  The  100th  anniversary  of  Missouri's  admission  into  the  Union  was  celebrated 
in  Sedalia  (the  name  of  which  town  appears  incuse  on  the  reverse  below  the  standing  figures) 
in  August  1921.  Sedalia  is  known  in  another  context  as  the  home  of  Scott  Joplin,  composer  of 
The  Maple  Leaf  Rag  and  other  ragtime  melodies  of  the  late  19th  and  early  20th  centuries. 

Pictured  on  the  obverse  is  Daniel  Boone,  while  the  reverse  shows  the  standing  figures  of  Boone 
and  an  Indian,  precisely  the  same  idea  as  the  motifs  (differendy  executed)  shown  on  the  1934-1938 
Boone  half  dollars.

As  noted  above,  several  examples  of  the  J-299  variety  have  been  noted  with  rim  irregularities, 
perhaps  indicating  that  the  Mint  initially  encountered  some  difficulties  in  working  with  the  newly 
introduced  bronze  alloy.

The  devices 
are  sharp  and  the  fields  are  nicely  reflective.  Magnification  reveals  a  scarcely 
noticeable  planchet  lamination  flaw  by  the  third  feather  in  Miss  Liberty’s 
headdress.  Although  elusive,  we  are  currently  of  the  opinion  that  J-406 
is  a  Rarity-6  variety  rather  than  Rarity-7  as  has  been  suggested  in  the 
past.  Seldom  do  more  than  two  or  three  examples  appear  during  the  course 
of  a  year  at  auction. 

The  piece  offered  here  features  boldly  repunched  numerals  in  the  date,  particularly  at  the  exist¬ 
ing  1  and  5.  and  to  a  lesser  degree  at  the  86.  This  is  the  second  known  example  brought  to 
our  attention,  although  it  is  almost  certain  that  other  examples  will  be  found  once  the  variety 
is  popularized.  The  repunching  of  the  date  closely  resembles  Breen-1966,  the  so-called  1865/4 
variety.

The  Liberty  Head  de¬ 
sign  on  the  obverse  by  Charles  E.  Barber  is  almost  identical  to  that  which 
appeared  on  regular-issue  nickel  five-cent  pieces  in  1883.  The  reverse  fea¬ 
tures  a  Roman  numeral  I  within  a  wreath  of  cotton  and  com. 

Our  research  seems  to  indicate  that  this  variety  is  Low  Rarity-7  rather 
than  Rarity-6.  It  is  worth  noting  that  PCGS  has  certified  only  three  sub¬ 
missions  of  J-1666.

It  is  an  unusual  event  for  four  different 
examples  of  J-299  to  appear  during  the  course  of  a  single  sale. 

Acquired  by  a  relative  of  the  consignor for  $20,  probably  in  the  1940s. 

This  example  of  J-299  exhibits  moderately  bold  repunching  of  all  four  numerals  in  the  date, 
a  characteristic  not  seen  on  the  pieces  in  the  preceding  three  lots!

Rarity-7.  Copper.  Plain  edge.  Repunched  date.  Die  alignment:  180°. 
Coined  using  regular  issue  dies.  Sharply  struck  and  attractively  toned  in 
hues  of  maroon,  blue,  and  sea  green.  Only  three  submissions  of  the  vari¬ 
ety  have  been  certified  by  PCGS  according  to  the  April  1991  Population 
Report,  all  of  which  were  graded  Proof-64  RB.  We  have  been  able  to  ac¬ 
count  for  only  seven  or  eight  examples  in  a  survey  of  several  hundred 
auction  catalogues. 

The  date  was  first  punched  far  to  the  left,  then  partly  effaced  and  repunched  in  a  more  central 
position.  Remnants  of  the  first  date  are  plain  in  the  field  to  the  left  of  the  existing  date.

Similar  to  the  regular  issue 
type,  except  that  the  diameter  is  slightly  larger,  and  the  l’s  in  the  Roman 
numeral  111  are  smooth,  i.e.  lack  the  vertical  ribs  present  on  regular  issue 
nickel  three-cent  pieces. 

The  diameter,  0.750  inches,  is  identical  to  that  of  some  of  the  pattern  Indian  cents  offered  above, 
and  it  is  probable  that  a  one-cent  planchet  cutter  and  collar  were  used  to  manufacture  examples 
of  J-618.

2607  1863  pattern  three-cent  piece.  J-319.  Proof-65  BN  (PCGS).  Bronze. 
Plain  edge.  Die  alignment:  180°.  Pattern  bronze  three-cent  pieces  were 
prepared  in  1863  along  with  bronze  one-cent  pieces  and  two-cent  pieces. 
The  three-cent  coins  were  probably  rejected  because  of  their  large,  bulky 
size.  The  use  of  an  old  large-cent  design  for  the  obverse  probably  served 
as  a  subliminal  hint  to  Congress  that  the  bronze  three-cent  coins,  if  adopted, 
would  be  as  inconvenient  to  use  and  unpopular  with  the  general  public 
as  the  large  cent  had  been  just  a  few  years  earlier. 

The  obverse  die  was  evidently  produced  using  an  old  large  cent  hub  which  was  still  in  excellent 
condition,  judging  from  the  lack  of  rust  and  other  defects.  The  same  hub  was  employed  again 
in  1868  to  make  a  die  used  to  coin  pattern  nickel  10-cent  pieces  and  1868  large  cents.

2606  1869  pattern  three-cent  piece.  J-676.  Proof-65  (NGC).  “Short  Den¬ 
tils”  variety.  Nickel.  Plain  edge.  A  brilliant  gem  which  approaches  per¬ 
fection  both  technically  and  aesthetically.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse 
are  similar  to  the  regular  issue,  except  that  the  Roman  numeral  III  in  the 
denomination  lacks  the  vertical  ribs  that  are  present  on  the  regular-issue 
pieces. 

There  were  two  distinctly  different  reverse  dies  used  to  coin  examples  of  J-676.  On  the  '  ‘Short 
Dentils’ '  variety,  the  bottom  fork  of  the  left  ribbon  tip  is  long,  approximately  equal  in  length  to 
the  upper  fork  of  the  ribbon.

0.600.  Die  alignment:  180°.  A  superb  example.  The  surfaces  are  about 
40%  mint  red  changing  to  electric  hues  of  blue  and  violet  in  the  remain¬ 
ing  areas.  The  devices  show  bold  definition.  Although  the  variety  is  listed 
as  being  Rarity-6  by  Judd,  we  have  been  able  to  trace  just  a  tiny  number 
of  auction  appearances,  and  regard  the  issue  to  be  Rarity-7. 


2609  1896  pattern  five-cent  piece.  J-1770.  Proof-63  (PCGS).  Nickel  alloy 
(non-magnetic).  Die  alignment:  180°.  Delicate  champagne  toning  enhances 
both  surfaces.  A  toning  spot  is  noted  by  the  letters  ST  in  STATES.  Gener¬ 
ally,  only  two  or  three  examples  appear  at  auction  during  the  course  of 
a  year,  and  sometimes  a  year  will  pass  without  any  examples  crossing 
the  auction  block. 
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2610  1896  pattern  five-cent  piece.  J-1772.  Proof-60.  Aluminum.  23.0  grains. 
Diameter:  0.836  inches.  Die  alignment:  180°.  Brilliant  and  sharply  struck. 
Some  hairlines  in  the  fields  indicate  that  this  piece  was  lightly  cleaned 
in  the  past.  Coined  from  the  same  dies  as  the  specimen  offered  in  the 
preceding  lot.

Al¬ 
though  the  variety  has  been  assigned  the  Rarity-6  rating  in  the  past,  we 
have  been  able  to  trace  a  few  different  examples  and  doubt  that  as  many 
as  12  exist.  Here  is  a  prize  for  the  numismatist  who  appreciates  both 
high  rarity  and  outstanding  technical  quality.

Here  is  a  superb  com¬ 
panion  piece  to  the  specimen  offered  in  the  preceding  lot.  The  obverse 
features  William  Barber’s  Liberty  Seated  motif,  and  the  reverse  is  the  type 
used  to  coin  regular-issue  type  dimes.  A  survey  of  several  hundred  auc¬ 
tion  sales  has  revealed  only  a  tiny  number  of  appearances,  something 
which  suggests  that  the  variety  is  Rarity-7  rather  than  Rarity-6  as  as¬ 
signed  by  Dr.  Judd.

One  of  Two  in  Private  Hands 


2619  1814  half  dollar  struck  in  platinum.  J-44.  EF-40.  344.4  grains.  Di¬ 
ameter:  1.284  inches.  Die  alignment:  180°.  The  edge  is  lettered  "FIFTY 
CENTS  OR  HALF  A  DOLLAR.”  The  word  dollar  is  followed  by  a  small 
incuse  five-pointed  star.  Dr.  Judd  includes  the  following  commentary  on 
the  variety  in  his  United  States  Pattern,  Experimental  and  Trial  Pieces-. 
"The  only  known  pieces  ever  struck  in  platinum  in  our  Mint  are  the  three 
half  dollars  dated  1814.  Whether  they  were  struck  in  1814  or  at  some 
later  date  is  not  known.”  We  can  only  add  the  observation  that  this  piece 
was  coined  from  the  dies  of  Overton- 107,  and  was  therefore  almost  cer¬ 
tainly  produced  in  1814  using  dies  that  were  already  set-up  in  the  coin¬ 
ing  press.  If  the  coin  had  been  produced  in  some  later  year,  it  is  likely 
that  the  1814-dated  obverse  would  have  been  muled  with  some  randomly 
selected  reverse  resulting  in  a  combination  that  had  no  corollary  with  any 
known  Overton  variety. 

Overton-107  is  a  very  distinctive  half  dollar  variety.  The  13th  star  has 
a  small  but  obvious  spine  on  the  point  closest  to  Miss  Liberty’s  curl.  On 


the  reverse,  there  is  a  small  die  defect  lump  within  the  N  in  UNITED.  Both 
features  are  clearly  defined  on  this  platinum  impression. 

Only  three  1814  half  dollars  in  platinum  are  known  to  exist,  one  of  which 
is  permanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  The  presently 
offered  example  is  the  Judd  plate  coin  and  is  illustrated  in  Don  Thxay's 
Comprehensive  Catalogue  and  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Coins.  It  is  impressed 
with  33  small  P’s  on  the  obverse,  and  has  PLA  TINA  inscribed  on  the 
reverse.  In  the  1880s,  the  piece  was  in  the  collection  of  R.  Coulton  Davis, 
who  thoroughly  described  it  in  his  pioneering  monograph  on  U.S.  pat¬ 
terns  published  in  serialized  form  in  the  Coin  Collectors  Journal.  There¬ 
after  it  passed  into  the  collections  of  Virgil  Brand  and  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  ludd. 
The  7th  edition  of  the  ludd  pattern  book  notes  that  this  piece  traded  hands 
in  1974  for  $75,000. 

The  coin  is  accompanied  by  an  ANACS  certificate  for  authenticity.

Two  skilled  German  metallurgists.  Christopher  Bechtler  and  his  son  August,  owned  and  oper¬ 
ated  a  private  mint  at  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina.  Their  mint  was  located  in  Rutherford  County, 
which  was  the  principal  source  of  the  nation's  gold  supply  from  1790  to  1840.  The  Bechtlers 
have  the  distinction  of  producing  the  first  circulating  gold  dollar  in  the  United  States,  as  the  U.S. 
government's  own  version  was  not  made  for  general  circulation  until  1849  (although  patterns 
were  made  in  1836).

A  highly  important  example,  and  almost  certainly  the 
finest  extant  of  the  design  type.  The  eagle’s  wing,  breast,  and  tail  feathers 
all  show  superb  definition.  The  fields  are  smooth  and  satiny,  and  are  es¬ 
sentially  devoid  of  the  distracting  marks  and  nicks  that  plague  almost 
all  surviving  $50  slugs  coined  by  Augustus  Humbert. 

The  obverse  features  an  eagle  having  raised  wings,  with  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  around.  The  fineness  of  the  gold,  “880”  is  hand-stamped 
on  a  banner  over  the  eagle’s  head,  and  the  denomination  “50“  is  hand- 
stamped  beneath  the  rock  upon  which  the  eagle  is  standing.  The  edge 
is  lettered  AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD 
CALIFORNIA  1851,  but  as  the  coin  is  encapsulated  in  an  NGC  holder, 
the  edge  lettering  can  not  be  read. 

Numismatic  writer,  Les  Fox,  in  a  letter  to  the  consignor  writes  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “This  is  in  my  opinion  (and  David  Akers’)  the  finest  known  non- 
Proof  example  of  a  $50  Gold  Rush  Era  slug . It  is  also  a  nice  ‘com¬ 

parison’  to  note  that  the  only  better  $50  (the  Garrett  Proof)  realized 
$500,000  in  1980.” 


Although  the  variety  is  thought  to  be  Rarity-5  overall,  only  a  few  of 
high-grade  survivors  are  known,  and  this  is  the  only  example  that  we 
have  any  record  of  that  is  unequivocally  Uncirculated.

KELLOGG  &  CO.  is  well  centered  on  Liberty's  coronet,  and 
there  are  slight  differences  in  the  hair  style  of  this  piece.  The  reverse  is 
of  the  Short  Arrows  type.  Much  original  lustre  remains  on  the  pleasing 
surfaces  of  this  attractive  piece,  and  splashes  of  deep  golden  orange  ac¬ 
centuate  the  central  devices.  The  fact  that  the  variety  is  unlisted  doesn’t 
necessarily  imply  that  it  is  rare.

This  piece  is  one  of  a  number  of  coins  produced  by  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.,  a  Denver  banking 
house  (a  branch  of  an  earlier  establishment  in  Leavenworth.  Kansas),  which  minded  its  business 
properly  and  came  to  gain  an  excellent  reputation  in  its  trading  area.  Its  coins  were  of  correct 
weight  and  were  readily  accepted  in  channels  of  commerce.  During  the  Civil  War,  Clark,  Gruber 
&  Co.  issued  $5  paper  notes  which  were  redeemable  in  its  own  coins.  At  a  time  when  Union 
' ■greenbacks’'  were  trading  at  a  discount  from  face  value,  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.  $5  notes  were 
valued  at  par!  Mintage  of  gold  coins  was  accomplished  from  metal  found  in  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains,  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  city.

The  workmanship  of  this  and  the  preceding  lot  is  considered  far  superior  to  the  earlier-listed 
Dubosq  patterns.  A  pair  of  similar  impressions  in  the  Kenyon  Painter  Collection  were  described 
as  being  on  very  thin  silver  planchets  and  from  the  Longacre  Estate.  Perhaps  this  indicates  that 
J.B.  Longacre  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  prepared  these  dies.  It  has  been  speculated  that  perhaps 
the  hub  for  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  may  have  been  made  at  the  Mint  itself,  for  the  workmanship 
•  is  of  outstanding  quality  and  the  design  is  extremely  close  to  that  used  on  contemporary  U.S.

CANADIAN  COINS 


Interest  in  Canadian  coins,  currency,  and  tokens  has  grown  stead¬ 
ily  since  our  landmark  offerings  of  the  Victoria  Collection  in  our  Sep¬ 
tember  1989  sale,  and  the  outstanding  selection  of  rarities  from  our 
[March  1990  offering.  Those  auctions,  which  featured  private  col¬ 
lections  replete  with  important  and  famous  rarities,  inspired  renewed 
[interest  in  Canadian  issues,  not  only  among  Canadian  collectors 
1  themselves,  but  among  a  new  generation  of  numismatists  south  of 
the  Canadian  border,  in  the  United  States.  The  present  offering  of 
[Canadian  issues  will,  we  are  sure,  provide  this  new  generation  of 
collectors  with  many  specimens  and  regular  issues  presently  lack¬ 
ing  in  their  collections,  ones  which  are  very  infrequently  seen. 

Denominations  included  in  the  lots  to  follow  range  from  large  cents 
through  recent  gold  $100  issues.  Highlighted  in  this  selection  is  an 
example  of  the  very  rare  1921  half  dollar,  called  “The  King  of  Cana¬ 
dian  Coins.”  An  outstanding  selection  of  Specimen  issues  is  included, 
featuring  examples  of  the  reeded  and  plain  edge  1858  silver  five- 
rent,  10-cent,  and  20-cent  pieces.  Among  Specimen  sets  are  fea- 
:ured  examples  of  the  1908,  1911,  the  extremely  rare  1929,  1947 
Maple  Leaf,  and  1948.  Coins  of  Newfoundland  feature  a  mini-hoard 
pf  gold  $2  pieces,  including  multiple  offerings  of  the  rare  1880  issue. 

Standard  references  for  Canadian  coins  are  the  series  of  Charlton 
Mess  Standard  Catalogues  covering  Canadian  colonial  tokens,  Cana¬ 
dian  coins,  and  Canadian  currency  issues.  Every  new  collector  of 
fanadian  material  should  be  aware  of  these  guides,  and  should  in¬ 
clude  them  in  his  or  her  library.  The  Standard  Catalogues  offer  not 
only  the  usually  found  mintage  figures  and  type  descriptions,  but 
also  historical  background  to  individual  issues,  and  occasionally  even 
individual  dates;  much  information  on  Specimen  and  collectors’ 
coins;  as  well  as  indications  of  pricing  similar  to  those  found  in  Guide 
9 00k  of  United  States  Coins.  Readers  of  the  descriptions  to  follow 
who  require  additional  information  regarding  the  coins  offered  may 
contact  Michael  Hodder.

3412  1928  Specimen-60.  Recolored,  an  interesting  combination  of  iridescent 
purple  and  gray-brown.  Unknown  absolute  rarity,  undoubtedly  extremely 
low.  Very  few  Specimen  issues,  either  singles  or  as  sets,  were  struck  in 
the  1920s  at  the  Ottawa  Mint. 
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Specimen  1858  Urge  Date  Five  Cents 


3415  1858  Large  Date/Small  Date.  Plain  edge.  Specimen-60/63.  Reverse 
struck  medal  turn,  as  the  preceding.  Extremely  rare,  although  absolute 
rarity  still  unknown.  Beautifully  toned,  in  deep  gray,  iridescent  blue -green, 
and  rose  shades  on  both  sides.  Tiny  obverse  marks  visible  behind  head 
and  before  lips.  A  gorgeous  example  of  the  Large  Date  Over  Small  Date 
variety,  and  a  worthy  companion  to  the  piece  in  the  preceding  lot.  Both 
coins  would  make  showpieces  in  their  new  owner’s  collection. 


Second  1921  Silver  Five  Cents 


3420  1921  EF-45.  A  second  example  of  the  single  rarest  date  in  the  silver 
five-cent  series.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  attractively  toned  in  light 
silver  gray  shades,  with  delicate  pale  golden  brown  lustre  around  the  pro¬ 
tected  areas  of  the  obverse.  One  or  two  light  hairline  marks  can  be  seen 
in  the  lower  right  obverse  field.  Here  is  a  second  opportunity  for  the  ad¬ 
vanced  collector  to  acquire  an  important  rarity  in  the  dominion  of  Canada 
series. 

Although  more  than  2.5  million  pieces  were  struck  in  1921,  nearly  the  entire  mintage  was  melted 
in  1922.  The  reason  for  the  melting  is  easily  understood,  as  the  mint  decided  to  alter  the  compo¬ 
sition  of  the  denomination  from  silver  to  nickel.  The  legislation  that  authorized  the  change  was 
passed  in  May  1921,  and  after  that  date  no  further  five-cent  pieces  were  struck  in  silver.  In  1922 
the  mint  is  reported  to  have  melted  some  three  million  five-cent  pieces,  which  is  presumed  to 
have  included  nearly  the  entire  quantity  of  the  1921  issue,  and  parts  of  the  1920  issue,  still  un¬ 
released.  The  majority  of  the  examples  of  the  1921  silver  five-cent  pieces  that  survive  today  were 
purchased  by  visitors  to  the  mint  early  in  1921,  before  the  denomination  was  discontinued.  A 
few  Specimen  strikes  of  this  date  are  known  also.

These  variants  probably  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  suggesting  that  they  were  "delicacies”  for 
collectors,  for  it  would  take  an  astute  observer  to  notice  them.

3478  1931  MS-63.  Beautifully  toned,  in  pale  silver  gray,  iridescent  rose,  and 
light  blue  shades,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  A  high-grade  example  of 
a  date  which  is  extremely  elusive  in  Uncirculated  condition. 

Many  dates  in  the  George  V  25-cent  piece  series  are  extremely  difficult  to  locate  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  Among  these  may  be  numbered  the  1921,  and  the  very  elusive  1927,  the  1931,  as 
here,  1933,  and  1934.  The  1936  Dot  25-cent  piece  was  struck  after  the  death  of  the  monarch.

3481  1936  Dot.  AU-50.  A  pleasing,  lightly  lustrous  example  of  this  elusive 
issue.  Mint  bloom  may  be  seen  in  the  protected  areas  of  both  the  ob¬ 
verse  and  the  reverse.  Only  153,322  pieces  were  struck  in  1937,  bearing 
the  effigy  of  George  V. 

In  1937,  before  the  arrival  of  the  new  obverse  tools  for  the  George  VI  coinage,  a  small  issue 
of  25-cent  pieces  was  struck  bearing  the  obverse  effigy  of  George  V.  To  indicate  that  these  were 
‘'emergency’'  issues  rather  than  "regular"  ones,  a  microscopic  dot  was  added  to  the  reverse 
die,  just  below  the  wreath.  In  this  respect,  the  issue  is  very  similar  to  the  1947  Dot  five-cent 
piece  and  the  1947  Maple  Leaf  50-cent  piece.

3482  1870  L.C.W.  AU-55.  Deeply  toned,  in  gray  and  golden  brown  shades 
on  both  sides,  the  color  schemes  on  the  reverse  more  uniform.  A  nice 
example  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomination  for  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  with  the  engraver’s  initials  below  Victoria’s  bust  on  the  obverse. 

Two  varieties  of  the  1870  50-cent  piece  are  known,  with  and  without  L.C.  Wyon's  initials  on 
the  truncation  of  Victoria's  bust  on  the  obverse.  The  variety  with  wyon's  initials  is  the  one  most 
usually  collected,  as  the  other  is  prohibitively  rare. 


3483  1870  L.C.W.  AU-50.  A  second  example  of  this  first  year  of  issue  of  the 
denomination  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are 
pleasingly  toned  in  uniform  shades  of  rose  and  gray,  with  light  violet  high¬ 
lights.  Very  attractive. 

3484  1870  L.C.W.  EF-40,  lightly  brushed.  Pale  silver  gray.  A  final  opportunity 
to  acquire  an  example  of  this  first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomination  for 
the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
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Scarce  1871-H  50-Cents 


3485  1871-H  AU-50  (ICCS).  Scarce,  only  45,000  pieces  were  struck  this  year, 
the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  date  struck  during  the  queen’s  reign. 
This  example  is  toned  in  light  gray  and  golden  brown  shades  on  both 
sides.  A  very  elusive  variety,  particularly  difficult  to  obtain  in  this  condi¬ 
tion.  V\fe  note  that  Victoria:4173  was  only  graded  VF-20,  while  Carter:3439 
was  called  EF. 


3487  Pair  of  early  50-cent  pieces:  ☆  1900  EF-40  ☆  1909  EF-45,  dipped.  (To¬

3488  1900  AU-58.  Interestingly  toned,  in  shades  combining  pale  green,  yel¬ 
low,  and  silver  gray.  A  few  marks  can  be  seen  on  Victoria’s  face.  Only 
118,000  50-cent  pieces  were  struck  this  year. 


Outstanding  1910  50  Cents 


3489  1910  Edwardian  Leaves.  MS-62.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  scarce 
issue.  Fewer  than  700,000  pieces  were  struck  this  year.  The  obverse  and 
reverse  are  a  pleasing  pale  silver  gray  with  delicate  overtones  of  cham¬ 
pagne  and  pale  blue  in  places.  A  lovely  example  of  the  second  foliage 
reverse  style  of  this  date. 


3490  1911  AU-50.  So-called  ’’Godless”  issue,  struck  in  1911  only.  This  ex¬ 
ample  is  deeply  toned  on  the  reverse  in  a  rich  gray  shade,  while  the  ob¬ 
verse  is  a  lighter  gray  and  golden  brown.  The  variety  takes  its  name  from 
the  omission  of  the  Deity’s  name  from  George  V’s  obverse  titulature. 


3486  1872-H  AU-50.  A  lovely,  deeply  toned  example  of  this  issue.  The  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  are  medium  silver  gray,  with  some  golden  brown  high¬ 
lights  visible.  Rims  irregular,  but  as  made.  Normal  V  in  VICTORI.  A  mere 
80,000  50-cent  pieces  were  struck  at  the  Heaton  Mint  this  year. 

Under  magnification,  the  final  numeral  in  the  date  can  be  seen  to  have  been  boldly  repunched. 


3491  1912  AU-55.  Attractive,  pale  silver  gray  and  golden  brown  on  both  sides. 
An  example  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  modified  obverse  legend  type, 
with  the  Deity’s  name  added  to  the  titulature. 

Uncirculated  1912  50-cent  pieces  are  exceptionally  elusive. 
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3492  1914  EF-45.  Light  silver  gray  on  both  sides.  One  or  two  minor  marks 
can  be  seen.

The  “King  of  Canadian  Coins” 


3494  1921  AU-55.  Once  lightly  cleaned,  hairlines  visible  on  both  sides.  Now 
pale  silver  gray,  with  vestiges  of  light  golden  brown  toning  around  some 
portions  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  rims.  Extremely  rare,  although  the 
exact  number  of  1921  50-cent  pieces  that  survives  today  is  unknown  and 
variously  estimated.  The  1991  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  World 
Coins  by  Krause  and  Mishler  estimates  between  75  and  100  pieces  known; 
while  the  current  Charlton  Guide  suggests  a  figure  of  around  75,  or  so. 
The  exact  number  may  never  be  known  with  certainty.  What  is  known, 
however,  is  that  the  1921  Canadian  50-cent  piece  is  the  rarest  date  in 
the  series.  Demand  for  50-cent  pieces  in  Canada  was  very  low  in  the  1920s, 
and  only  about  28,000  pieces  were  struck  between  1921  and  early  1929. 


This  number  is,  most  likely,  composed  entirely  of  1920-dated  pieces.  Al¬ 
though  206,398  50-cent  pieces  are  recorded  as  having  been  struck  in 
1921,  the  vast  majority  of  this  issue  appears  to  have  been  melted  in  1929. 
The  silver  was  subsequently  recoined  into  1929-dated  pieces.  It  is  sus¬ 
pected  that  the  1921-dated  50-cent  pieces  that  survive  today  are  those 
that  were  originally  issued  in  the  very  rare  Specimen  sets  of  1921,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  similarly  small  number  of  pieces  sold  to  visitors  at  the  mint 
in  1921. 

Here  is  a  landmark  rarity  in  the  Canadian  series,  and  an  important  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  advanced  collector  to  acquire  an  example  of  this  great 
Canadian  rarity. 
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AU-58  1932  50  Cents 


3495  1932  AU-58.  Rare,  only  19,213  50-cent  pieces  were  stmck  in  1932.  This 
example  is  light  silver  gray  on  both  sides,  with  attractive  mint  lustre  visi¬ 
ble  in  the  protected  areas  of  both  sides,  and  across  both  obverse  and 
reverse  fields.

3496  1936  Specimen-60  (ICCS).  A  pleasing,  light  silver  gray  example  of  the 
extremely  rare  Specimen  strike  of  this  year.  Undoubtedly  from  one  of  the 
few  1936  Specimen  sets  struck,  the  exact  number  of  which  is  unknown, 
but  was  undoubtedly  very  small  given  the  low  collector  demand  during 
the  Depression.  Light  hairlines  can  be  seen  on  both  sides.  Overall,  about 
equivalent  to  Victoria:4204.

The 
fields  are  smooth  and  have  a  matte  appearance.  The  strike  is  sharp,  with 
all  jewels  showing  in  Edward’s  crown  on  the  obverse  and  the  Hudson’s 
Bay  monogram  visible  on  the  central  bale  on  the  reverse.  Here  is  an  im¬ 
portant  opportunity  for  the  very  advanced  collector  of  Canadian  rarities 
to  acquire  a  Specimen  striking  of  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  for  Canada. 
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3516  1947  Maple  Leaf.  MS-63.  Brilliant,  with  brightly  reflective  fields.  Lightly 
toned  around  the  rims  in  pale  golden  brown  shades.  Small  mint-made 
rim  imperfection  at  3:00  on  reverse.  Very  scarce;  a  mere  21,135  1947 
Maple  Leaf  dollars  were  struck. 

The  maple  leaf  added  beside  the  date  on  the  reverse  of  this  piece  signified  that  it  was  an  •'emer¬ 
gency"  issue.  In  1948.  before  the  arrival  of  the  new  obverse  dies  bearing  George  Vi's  revised 
titulature  (lacking  the  Indian  title),  and  in  the  face  of  demand  for  silver  dollars,  the  Ottawa  Mint 
struck  an  additional  quantity  of  dollars  dated  1947.  To  distinguish  those  struck  in  1948  from 
those  struck  in  1947,  a  small  maple  leaf  was  added  beside  the  final  numeral  of  the  date. 


3517  1947  Maple  Leaf.  MS-62  (ICCS).  A  second  example  of  this  elusive, 
low-mintage  issue.  This  piece  is  brilliant  and  untoned,  with  slightly  reflective 
fields  and-  pleasing  sharpness  of  strike. 


3518  1947  Maple  Leaf.  MS-62  (PCGS).  A  third  example  of  this  low-mintage 
issue.  This  piece  is  brilliant  and  untoned.  There  is  a  small  discoloration 
spot  on  George’s  chin. 


3519  1947  Maple  Leaf.  AU-55.  Lightly  reflective  surfaces  grace  this  example.

Brilliant  and  untoned,  with  brightly  reflective 
surfaces.  The  third  variety  issued  in  1947,  unknown  total  mintage,  but 
considerably  lower  than  the  65,595  recorded  as  having  been  struck  for 
both  the  Blunt  and  Pointed  7  varieties. 

1947  is  one  of  the  most  challenging  years  for  the  collector  of  Canadian  silver  dollars,  as  there 
are  three  distinct  varieties  of  the  date.  The  most  easily  obtainable  is  the  1947  Blunt  7  variety, 
in  which  the  lowest  point  of  the  7  in  the  date  is  truncated.  Next  in  rarity  comes  the  1947  Pointed 
7  variety,  distinct  from  the  former  in  that  the  point  of  the  final  numeral  of  the  date  is  elongated. 
Finally  comes  the  1947  Maple  Leaf  variety,  considerably  rarer  than  the  other  two,  as  a  mere 
21,135  pieces  were  struck. 


3524  1947  Pointed  7.  MS-60  (PCGS).  A  second  example  of  this  low-mintage 
issue.  Light  hairlines  can  be  seen  on  both  sides. 
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3525  1947  Pointed  7.  AU-58.  A  final  example  of  this  issue.  A  few  obverse 
rim  nicks  can  be  seen.

Rare  1948  Dollar 


3526  1948  MS-63,  prooflike.  A  very  attractive  example,  much  nicer  than  the 
issue  is  usually  found.  The  obverse  and  reverse  surfaces  are  brightly  reflec¬ 
tive.  The  strike  is  sharp.  One  or  two  light  areas  of  toning  can  be  seen, 
primarily  on  the  obverse  and  around  the  upper  portions  of  the  reverse, 
resembling  old  lacquer.  Only  18,780  silver  dollars  were  struck  in  1948 
bearing  the  correct  year  date.  This  is  the  key  issue  in  the  Canadian  silver 
dollar  series. 

Second  Rare  1948  Dollar 


3527  1948  MS-63.  Rare,  the  key  date  in  the  Canadian  silver  dollar  series.  The 
obverse  is  largely  brilliant  and  lustrous,  with  a  trace  of  pale  champagne 
at  the  right  periphery;  while  the  reverse  is  entirely  untoned.  An  attrac¬ 
tive  example  of  this  rare  issue,  one  sure  to  grace  its  new  owner’s  collection.

3528  1948  MS-63.A  third  example  of  the  single  rarest  date  in  the  silver  dol¬ 
lar  series.  The  obverse  of  this  piece  is  brilliant  and  untoned,  while  the

There  are  areas  of  pale 
champagne  toning  around  the  peripheries  of  both  sides.  The  strike  is  sharp, 
and  the  rims  are  full  and  broad.  A  small  rim  nick  on  the  reverse  at  10:00 
is  noted  for  accuracy’s  sake.  Very  rare,  probably  fewer  than  20  Specimen 
1950  Normal  Waterlines  dollars  survive.  Although  this  is  the  third  exam¬ 
ple  we  have  handled  since  September  1989,  this  should  not  mislead  col¬ 
lectors  into  thinking  that  the  Specimen  issue  is  plentiful. 


3532  1951  Arnprior.  MS-63  (PCGS).  Brilliant  and  largely  untoned.  A  nice 
example  of  this  scarce  and  popular  variety. 

The  "Arnprior'’  issue  is  distinguished  from  the  regular  reverse,  in  that  there  is  not  a  hill  com 
plement  of  waterlines  at  the  prow  of  the  voyageur's  canoe  on  the  reverse.

3533  1953  No  Shoulder  Fold.  Specimen-65.  Brilliant  and  untoned,  with  fields 
as  mirrorlike  as  those  seen  on  United  States  Proofs.  A  small  hairline  scratch 
in  the  right  obverse  field  is  noted,  for  accuracy's  sake.  See  the  Charlton 
Guide,  p.  127  for  the  diagnostics  of  the  No  Shoulder  Fold  variety:  note 
placement  of  DEI  and  neighboring  beads.  About  equivalent  in  quality  to 
the  example  we  offered  in  our  landmark  March  1990  auction  of  Cana¬ 
dian  rarities. 


3534  1953  With  Shoulder  Fold.  MS-65.  Brilliant,  brightly  reflective  and  largely 
untoned  save  for  a  trace  of  pale  silver  gray  at  the  base  of  the  reverse. 
Fully  mirrorlike  fields,  matched  with  lightly  frosted  central  devices,  have 
persuaded  some  that  this  was  a  Specimen  strike.  However,  some  rough¬ 
ness  on  Elizabeth's  shoulder  and  in  the  center  of  the  canoe  on  the  re¬ 
verse  persuade  the  cataloguer  to  call  this  an  Uncirculated  business  strike, 
rather  than  a  Specimen  issue. 

3535  1953  With  Shoulder  Fold.  MS-63.  An  attractive  example,  pleasingly  toned 
in  deep  silver  gray  shades  around  the  peripheries  of  the  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse.  The  surfaces  are  brightly  reflective,  nearly  prooflike. 


3536  1955  “Arnprior.”  MS-62.  Brilliant  and  untoned.  Small  patch  of  fric¬ 
tion  on  Elizabeth’s  cheek.  Two  waterlines  visible  before  the  prow  of  the 
canoe  on  the  reverse.

Rare  1966  Small  Beads  Dollar 


3538  1966  Small  Beads.  PL-62  (ICCS).  Very  rare;  only  about  485  silver  dollars 
with  small  obverse  beads  are  believed  to  have  been  struck.  This  piece 
is  fully  prooflike,  with  brightly  reflective  fields.  The  rims  are  graced  by 
areas  of  light  golden  brown  toning,  and  there  is  a  faint  wash  of  pale  rose 
across  portions  of  the  reverse.  Finer  than  either  of  the  examples  we  sold 
in  our  September  1989  and  March  1990  auctions. 

The  Small  Beads  variety  of  the  1966  dollar  was  the  first  design  tried  by  the  Ottawa  Mint.  It 
was  found  that  the  obverse  die  wore  faster  (because  of  the  flatness  of  the  field)  than  the  mint 
had  been  used  to  in  the  past,  and  the  design  was  abandoned.  The  new  design,  with  large  beads 
on  the  obverse,  had  a  slightly  more  concave  obverse  field,  with  a  distinct  slope  upward  toward 
the  rims. 

The  distinction  between  the  large  and  small  beads  varieties  is  very  subtle,  unless  examples 
of  both  are  available  for  side-by-side  comparison.  Perhaps  the  easiest  way  we  have  found  is  to 
note  the  position  of  the  bead  directly  above  I  of  REGINA.  On  the  small  beads  variety,  as  here, 
the  left  side  of  that  bead  is  above  the  left  top  serif  of  I;  on  the  large  beads  variety,  the  left  side 
of  that  bead  is  over  the  space  to  the  left  of  the  uppermost  left  serif  of  1.

3542  Sovereign,  1916-C.  AU-58.  Extremely  rare.  A  lustrous  and  attrac¬ 
tive  example  of  this  highly  elusive  issue,  the  key  to  the  Canadian  sover¬ 
eign  series,  and  one  of  the  great  rarities  in  the  Canadian  coinage  system. 
Only  around  20  examples  are  believed  known.  The  obverse  shows  con¬ 
siderable  mint  lustre  in  the  protected  areas,  and  across  portions  of  the 
field.  The  reverse,  on  the  other  hand,  has  a  nearly  completely  unbroken 
lustre  cartwheel  visible.  Accompanied  by  a  letter  of  authentication  from 
the  Royal  Mint  at  London,  signed  J.C.  Hill,  which  states: 

“Dear  Sir, 

We  have  examined  your  1916-dated  sovereign  and  believe  it  to 
be  genuine.” 

The  letter  continues  to  give  details  regarding  insurance  and  postage. 

Far  finer  than  Victoria:4311,  and  only  the  fourth  example  we  can  remem¬ 
ber  having  handled  at  auction  or  private  sale. 

In  1916,  at  the  height  of  the  First  Wtorld  War,  some  6,111  sovereigns  were  struck  at  the  London 
Mint,  for  Canadian  circulation,  mintmarked  with  a  C  for  Canada.  While  this  was  a  slightly  higher 
mintage  than  the  1913  issue,  only  a  very  few  1916-dated  coins  seemed  to  have  emerged  from 
the  mint's  coffers.  It  is  believed  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  1916-C  sovereign  issue 
was  melted,  partly  due  to  lack  of  demand,  partly  due  to  the  need  for  uncoined  bullion  reserves. 
The  exact  number  of  pieces  which  escaped  from  the  mint  is  not  known  with  certainty.  Estimates 
of  surviving  coins  range  from  under  20  pieces,  to  around  10  or  so.  Whatever  the  true  figure  may 
be,  it  is  certainly  very  low,  and  the  date  is  considered  to  be  the  most  desirable  in  the  entire  Cana¬ 
dian  gold  series,  both  decimal  and  homeland  standards.  This  example  is  sure  to  see  spirited  com¬ 
petition  of  the  sort  that  accompanies  the  appearance  of  any  1916-C  sovereign,  and  we  are  sure 
it  is  destined  to  take  its  place  in  an  advanced  cabinet  of  issues. 


First  year  of  issue  of  the  de¬ 
nomination.  Only  165,680  $5  gold  pieces  were  struck  this  year.

The  specific  occasion  warranting  the  issue  of  1929-dated  Specimen  sets  is  unknown.  It  is  prob¬ 
able  that  these  were  part  of  an  annual  production,  of  extremely  limited  quantity,  meant  for  distri¬ 
bution  to  VIP's,  government  dignitaries,  and  the  mint's  own  collection.  Very  few  collectors  of  Cana¬ 
dian  coins  were  active  in  1929,  the  number  probably  limited  to  under  30  advanced  enough  to 
desire  such  a  delicacy.  In  fact,  four-  or  five-piece  Specimen  sets  were  issued  in  1921,  1928,  and 
1929  only.  Specimen  strikings  from  other  years  were  limited  to  the  few  denominations  then  being 
coined,  principally  the  one-cent  and  five-cent  denominations.  The  current  Charlton  Guide  lists 
sets  for  1928  and  1929,  only.  These  statistics  should  give  a  clear  measure  of  the  rarity  of  this 
property,  and  the  importance  of  the  opportunity  it  presents  to  the  astute  collector.

HOARD  OF  $2  GOLD  PIECES 


The  following  35  lots  represent  a  hoard  of  $2  gold  pieces  struck 
for  Newfoundland,  containing  63  separate  examples.  Included  are 
six  of  the  very  scarce  1872-dated  issue  and  five  of  the  rare  issues 
dated  1880.  Only  6,050  $2  gold  pieces  were  struck  for  Newfound¬ 
land  in  1872,  and  a  mere  2,500  were  struck  dated  1880!  The  fol¬ 
lowing  offering  of  $2  gold  pieces  represents  the  largest  to  cross  the 
auction  block  in  recent  memory  and  is  an  unrivaled  opportunity  for 
many  collectors  to  acquire  examples  of  the  dates  that  they  presently 
lack  in  their  collections. 

Newfoundland  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  British 
“colony”  ever  to  be  awarded  a  gold  coinage  of  its  own!  In  fact,  gold 
coins  were  struck  for  Newfoundland  long  before  gold  issues  were 
coined  for  any  of  the  other  Canadian  provinces  (for  general  circula¬ 
tion).  Originally,  a  gold  $1  denomination  had  been  planned,  but  it 
was  felt  that  the  size  of  such  a  coin  would  be  so  small  as  to  make 
inadvertent  loss  almost  inevitable.  Consequently,  a  larger  denomi¬ 
nation  was  decided  upon,  and  the  $2  gold  piece  was  born.  Patterns 
for  the  issue  are  known  in  bronze  and  gold  dated  1865,  the  first 
year  of  issue  of  the  denomination  in  its  intended  form  and  metal. 
Unusual  among  British  denominations,  the  reverse  expresses  its  value 
in  three  ways:  2  DOLLARS,  TWO  HUNDRED  CENTS,  and  ONE  HUN¬ 
DRED  PENCE.  The  obverse  bears  the  standard  bust  left  of  Victoria, 
titles  around  and  NEWFOUNDLAND  below  the  bust. 

$2  gold  pieces  were  struck  for  Newfoundland  in  eight  years  only: 
1865,  1870,  1872,  1880,  1881,  1882,  1885,  and  1888.  Those  struck 
in  1882  were  coined  at  the  Heaton  Mint,  and  there  is  a  very  small 
H  mintmark  below  the  date  on  the  reverse.  Quantities  struck  were 
extremely  small,  in  no  case  exceeding  25,000  pieces  in  any  one  year. 
In  fact,  that  latter  figure  was  reached  only  in  two  years,  1882  and 
1888.  Mintages  for  1865,  1870,  1881,  and  1885  did  not  exceed 
10,000  pieces,  while  those  for  1872  and  1880  have  been  noted  above 
and  were  exceptionally  small.  Thus,  the  collector  is  presented  with 
a  small,  closed  series  comprised  of  a  limited  number  of  dates  each 
of  which  was  struck  in  a  very  small  quantity.  By  way  of  contrast, 
the  total  mintage  of  all  $2  gold  pieces  struck  for  Newfoundland 
1865-1888  is  exceeded  by  the  mintage  of  U.S.  gold  dollars  for  the 
single  year  1873,  alone.  Yet,  current  price  levels  for  the  Newfound¬ 
land  gold  issue  appear  considerably  undervalued  when  compared 
to  price  levels  for  similar  rarities  in  United  States  gold  coinage  col¬ 
lecting  fields.  Clearly,  the  astute  collector  would  be  well  advised  not 
to  overlook  the  opportunities  presented  in  the  35  lots  to  follow.

Situated  as  it  was  between  the  great  empires  of  the  West  and  East, 
Poland’s  numismatic  history  reflects  traditions  common  to  both.

An  obituary'  written  in  recent  times  by  Ed  Metzger,  manager  of  the  Whit¬ 
man  Coin  Division  of  Western  Publishing  Company,  noted  that  R.S.  Yeo¬ 
man  (his  surname  was  Yeo,  but  he  used  the  nom  de  plume  Yeoman)  “The 
father  of  modem  day  coin  collecting."  A  portion  of  Mr.  Metzger's  tribute 
follows: 

Once  called  “20th-century  coin  genius,"  Yeo  helped  to  create 
the  basic  tools  and  framework  of  coin  collecting  reference  materials. 

His  efforts  came  as  a  result  of  a  keen  skill  in  determining  and  ful¬ 
filling  the  needs  of  the  collector. 

Yeo  served  his  hobby  in  a  number  of  capacities  as  author  of 
A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  ( ‘ '  Red  Book’ ' )  and  The  Hand¬ 
book  of  United  States  Coins  ("Blue  Book”);  inventor  of  the  coin 
folder;  speaker;  exhibit  judge;  and  noted  authority  on  American 
and  world  coins.  He  took  none  of  these  roles  less  seriously  than 
the  others.  His  total  commitment  to  the  hobby  was  reflected  in 
everything  he  did. 

Stuart  Mosher,  whose  copy  is  here  offered,  was  the  curator  of  the  Mint 
Collection  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington,  D.C.  for  many 
years.  R.S.  Yeoman,  a  true  researcher,  asked  Mosher  for  assistance  in 
choosing  the  contents,  as  well  as  other  editorial  guidance  for  the  Guide 
Book.

It  is  my  understanding  that  this  first  edition  copy  of  the  Hand¬ 
book  of  United  States  Coins  is  the  first  copy  that  was  printed, 
and  that  it  was  given  by  Dick  Yeoman  to  his  father  in  1942  on 
the  day  that  the  book  was  published. 

The  book  was  returned  to  Dick  after  his  father  died,  and  he  kept 


it  for  many  years.  He  then  passed  it  on  to  me  in  1979.  It  has  been 
part  of  my  complete  set  of  Red  and  Blue  books  ever  since. 

The  information  about  the  history  of  this  copy  came  directly 
from  Dick  Yeoman  when  he  gave  the  book  to  me.  You  will  note 
that  he  signed  the  book  “To  Dad;  R.S.  Yeoman,  Dick  Yeo  to  you.” 

The  family  name  is  Yeo,  but  Dick  always  used  his  pen  name  for 
numismatic  activities.  I  do  not  recall  that  he  ever  signed  any  of 
his  other  books  with  his  family  name,  so  this  one  is  unique  in 
many  respects." 

The  co-author  Lee.  F.  Hewitt  was  the  publisher  of  the  Numismatic  Scrap¬ 
book  Magazine  from  1935  to  1968.  He  and  Richard  S.  Yeoman  were  the 
first  living  persons  elected  to  the  ANA  Hall  of  Fame.  Charles  E.  Green, 
the  other  author,  was  a  prominent  Chicago  coin  dealer  who  in  1936  had 
published  The  Mint  Record  and  Type  Table  of  United  States  Coins. 

The  “Blue  Book,"  as  it  is  affectionately  called,  has  “mint  records  and 
prices  paid  by  dealers  for  all  U.S.  coins."  This  was  to  become  the  com¬ 
panion  volume  for  the  "Red  Book,"  which  was  to  appear  four  years  later. 
This  “Blue  Book”  will  be  the  centerpiece  of  any  numismatic  book  col¬ 
lection.

The  1915  Lincoln  cent  struck  on  a  gold  flan  was  shown  by  J.V.  McDermott  at  the  December 
3,  1947  meeting  of  the  Chicago  Coin  Club.  The  1915  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  commemorative 
half  dollar  struck  on  a  cut-down  double  eagle  was  sold  by  us  in  Norweb  111:3307.  The  owner 
of  the  other  specimen  of  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  50c  in  gold  also  reports  that  his  is  over  a  cut- 
down  Saint-Gaudens  type  $20  gold  piece. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  compare  the  dies  used  to  coin  this  1900  Indian  cent  in  gold  with 
known  Indian  cents  struck  in  the  intended  coinage  metal.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  a  pair  of 
working  dies  was  employed  to  coin  this  enigmatic  piece.  The  Norweb  specimen  of  the  1915  Panama- 
Pacific  50c  in  gold  was  struck  from  dies  sunk  from  the  working  dies  (before  the  mintmark  was 
added)  for  the  commemorative  issue.  The  source  of  the  bullion  used  to  create  the  planchet  for 
this  1900  Indian  cent  in  gold,  the  circumstances  of  its  striking,  and  perhaps,  even,  its  authorship, 
are  all  questions  open  for  further  research.  The  authorship  may  have  been  mint  engraver  George 
T.  Morgan,  who  had  a  penchant  for  making  "fancy  pieces.”

One  of  the  most  famous  of  all  early  American  coin  rarities,  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  incor¬ 
porates  James  Barton  Longacre's  adaptation  of  Gobrecht's  Flying  Eagle  motif  in  horizontal  posi¬ 
tion.  and  the  agricultural  reverse  wreath  design  from  Longacre's  own  $1  and  $3  gold  coin  designs 
of  1854. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint,  in  the  early  1850s,  began  experimenting  with  different  coin  alloys,  in 
particular,  one  consisting  of  88  parts  copper  and  12  parts  nickel  (the  composition  which  makes 
up  the  Flying  Eagle  cent).  In  addition,  the  Mint  went  to  a  smaller  planchet  diameter,  just  19mm 
in  size. 

Slightly  over  600  pieces  were  struck  in  Uncirculated  finish  and  were  distributed  among  those 
of  public  importance,  including  congressmen,  newspaper  editors,  and  the  like,  in  order  to  acquaint 
these  influential  parties  with  the  new  format  design.  Additionally,  a  few  Proofs  were  struck  for 
collectors.  Walter  Breen  notes  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins  that 
634  pieces  had  been  distributed  in  this  manner,  with  a  few  pieces  going  to  the  Mint  Cabinet  Col¬ 
lection,  by  early  1857. 

Although  no  one  can  determine  for  certain  how  many  so-called  "original"  pieces  were  struck 
in  1856,  as  opposed  to  1857,  it  is  believed  by  many  that  between  600  and  1,000  pieces  were 
coined  in  1856.  It  is  also  believed  that  beginning  about  1858  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  was 
restruck  to  meet  the  demand  for  the  issue.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  1,000  to  1,500 
pieces  were  restruck  for  this  purpose.

By  early  1853  the  price  of  gold  relative  to  the  price  of  silver  had  risen  on  world  markets,  in 
response  to  gold  becoming  more  "common"  after  the  exploitation  in  California.  Previously  minted 
silver  coins  became  worth  more  in  bullion  value  than  face  value,  causing  tremendous  numbers 
to  be  melted.  Realizing  that  newly  minted  coins  would  be  quickly  converted  to  bullion  by  brokers 
and  speculators,  the  Mint  lowered  the  authorized  weight  of  silver  coins  from  the  half  dime  to 
the  half  dollar,  indicating  this  change  by  placing  arrowheads  alongside  the  date.  All  coins  minted 
under  the  Act  of  February  21,  1853  are  of  the  With-Arrows  format.  After  1855  the  arrows  were 
discontinued,  although  the  lowered  weight  remained  the  same. 

4290  1879  Proof-60.  Delicate  golden  brown  and  electric  blue  toning.  Only 
15,100  dimes  were  struck  during  the  year,  a  figure  which  includes  busi¬ 
ness  strikes  as  well  as  Proofs.

In  today's  market  the  price  of  later-dated  Liberty  Walking  half  dollars  is  very  reasonable  com¬ 
pared  to  what  it  was  just  a  year  or  two  ago.  The  coins  are  the  same  in  quality  as  they  were 
a  year  or  two  ago.  with  the  only  difference  being  that  today  a  given  budget  buys  more.  Logic 
suggests  that  such  pieces  should  be  snapped  up  quickly  by  investors  in  particular  (who  are  eager 
to  buy  them  at  higher  levels  a  year  or  two  ago).  However,  history  suggests  that  investors  do 
not  have  the  fortitude  to  make  their  own  decisions  nor  do  they  have  the  fortitude  to  buy  coins 
when  the  market  is  low.  Instead,  they  like  to  buy  when  prices  are  rising,  with  investor  activity 
being  at  its  most  intense  at  market  peaks.  You  figure  it  out. 


4350  1938  MS-64/65.  Brilliant  and  frosty.  The  plate  illustrated  in  Anthony 
Swiatek's  book,  The  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar,  and  particularly  sig¬ 
nificant  as  such. 

Anthony  Swiatek  is  best  known  for  his  expertise  in  the  field  of  United  States  commemorative 
coins,  but  he  has  written  on  other  different  subjects,  including  Liberty  Walking  half  dollars. 

4351  1938-D  MS-64.  Sharply  struck,  lustrous,  and  frosty.  A  superb  coin  worthy 
of  a  strong  bid. 

4352  1939-S  MS-65.  Brilliant  and  frosty.  A  nice  example  of  this  issue.

4366  1798  Small  Eagle.  Bolender-la.  EF-40.  Described  by  ANACS  on  Cer¬ 
tificate  WD-5434  as  “repaired  and  cleaned,  EF-40.”  Some  marks  are  seen 
around  the  rim.  The  piece  was  brushed  or  burnished  years  ago  and  is 
now  retoned  a  Florentine  surface.  So  far  as  the  “repair”  is  concerned, 
this  notation  may  refer  to  a  slight  burnishing  of  the  cheek.  We  recom¬ 
mend  in-person  examination  of  this  coin,  as  overall  it  is  quite  attractive. 

The  Small  Eagle  reverse  was  used  only  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  is  much  scarcer  as  a  type  than  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  of  the  same 
year. 


4361  1943/2-D  MS-65.  Breen-5205.  Brilliant,  frosty  surfaces.  Considered  to 

be  rare  at  present. 

The  overdates  of  this  year  are  not  widely  known  within  the  numismatic  community,  so  as  time 
goes  on  undoubtedly  more  will  be  discovered.  Even  so,  they  probably  will  remain  quite  scarce 
in  relation  to  non  overdated  coins  of  the  same  date.

residences  in  California  and  Hawaii.  Spreckels  lived  life  in  the  elegant  style  and  was  a  prominent 
member  of  California  society.  Issued  for  circulation  in  1883  were  denominations  of  10  cents,  25 
cents,  50  cents,  and  $1.  in  Mint  State  all  are  scarce  except  the  quarter  dollar  of  which  some 
hoards  survived  in  Hawaii  after  1883.  Such  hoards  came  on  the  market  in  quantities  of  several 
.  hundred  pieces  as  late  as  the  1960s.

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A  Century  of 
Numismatic  Research 

1891-1991 

by  Michael  Hodder 


The  centennial  year  of  the  founding  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  offers 
an  appropriate  occasion  for  surveying  the 
state  of  numismatic  research  in  United 
States  and  early  American  coins,  currency, 
medals,  and  tokens.  Such  a  review  of  the 
literature  can  help  tell  us  where  we  have  been, 
where  we  are  now,  and  where  we  could  go  in 
the  future.  Much  solid  work  has  been  done  in 
the  past,  primarily  of  a  foundation-building 
sort,  on  which  the  present  generation  of  numis¬ 
matic  researchers  can  erect  their  own  struc¬ 
tures.  A  note  of  caution:  this  short  essay  is  not 
intended  to  be  an  exhaustive  review  of  all  the 
important  work  done  in  the  past  on  all  aspects 
of  United  States  numismatics.  Such  an  under¬ 
taking  would  require  several  volumes;  John  W. 
Adams’  review  of  numismatic  auction  sales 
over  the  past  century  and  a  half  required  two 
volumes  to  analyze  just  the  most  important 
ones.  Rather,  this  present  essay  will  be  more  an 
impressionistic  view,  based  on  the  author’s  own 
experience  and  interests,  and  since  these  are 
primarily  of  a  technical  numismatic  sort,  this 
survey  will  omit  much  of  the  popular  literature. 

Research  into  United  States  numismatic  coins 
over  the  past  century  has  been  primarily  in  the 
hands  of  amateur  collectors  and  hobbyists. 
Unlike  our  European  cousins,  who  enjoy  sev¬ 
eral  institutions  with  departments  dedicated  to 
the  scholarly  pursuit  of  numismatics  and  nu¬ 
mismatic  history,  we  in  the  United  States  lack 
such  strong  academic  grounding  in  numismat¬ 
ics.  Apart  from  the  American  Numismatic  Soci¬ 
ety,  whose  emphasis  since  the  1 920s  has  been 
primarily  upon  ancient  coins,  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  whose  emphasis  has 
been  primarily  curatorial,  there  are  no  academic 
institutions  offering  seminars  or  courses  of 
studies  leading  towards  a  certificate  or  degree  in 
numismatics  in  the  United  States.  In  further 
contrast  to  our  European  brethren,  there  are 


few  scholarly  numismatic  journals  published  in 
the  United  States.  Consequently,  much  of  the 
numismatic  research  done  in  America  now,  as 
in  the  past,  has  appeared  in  popular  collector/ 
hobby  publications,  such  as  The  Numismatist, 
The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  The 
Coin  Collector’s  Journal,  Numisma,  Coin  World, 
Numismatic  News,  etc.  Several  of  the  periodi¬ 
cals  which  have  featured  research  articles  have 
been,  over  the  years,  house  organs  owned  and 
published  by  commercial  rare  coin  firms. 

Given  the  large  role  by  collectors/hobbyists, 
and  the  popular  or  commercial  press,  it  is  not 
unexpected  that  the  majority  of  the  numismatic 
research  articles  which  have  appeared  in  the 
past  century,  dealing  with  early  American  and 
United  States  issues,  have  emphasized  cata¬ 
logue-style  listings  of  coins  by  die  varieties. 
Indeed,  some  of  the  best  known  and  most  often 
utilized  research  works,  such  as  Al  Overton’s 
work  on  half  dollars,  Bolender’s  on  dollars, 
Browning’s  on  quarters,  and  Newcomb’s  on 
large  cents,  have  been  largely  nothing  more 
than  lists  of  dates  by  die  varieties.  This  type  of 
work  is  characteristic  of  the  majority  of  publica¬ 
tions  dealing  with  United  States  numismatics 
popularly  termed  “research  works.”  While  such 
publications  are  often  exhaustive,  so  thoroughly 
covering  the  field  that,  in  many  cases,  few 
varieties  have  been  found  to  have  been  left  out, 
there  was  little  effort  expended  in  dealing  with 
the  more  technical  aspects  of  the  coins  studied 
by  such  authors,  such  as  die  states,  emission 
sequences,  weights  and  diameters,  etc. 

To  be  fair,  catalogue  listings  such  as  Miller’s 
for  Connecticut  coppers,  Sheldon’s  for  large 
cents,  and  Valentine’s  for  half  dimes,  all  set  the 
stage  for  what  might  be  termed  the  secondary 
takeoff  phase  in  U.S.  numismatics.  Had  such 
earlier  work  not  been  done,  of  course,  it  would 
have  had  to  have  been  accomplished  by  the 
present  generation  of  numismatic  researchers. 
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However,  it  should  be  realized  that  the  study  of 
a  denomination  does  not  end  with  a  complete 
listing  of  all  known  varieties  of  it.  This  is  only 
the  starting  place,  for  the  coins  tell  us  more 
about  their  social  milieu,  method  of  manufac¬ 
ture,  artistic  and  cultural  styles  embodied  in 
their  types,  and  the  economic  history  of  their 
times,  than  their  dates  and  die  varieties  alone 
can  offer.  Numismatists  of  the  past  have  cre¬ 
ated  a  firm  basis  upon  which  the  present  gen¬ 
eration  of  researchers  can  build. 

Numismatic  research  has  come  a  long  way 
since  1891,  when  the  ANA  was  founded.  In 
some  areas,  work  performed  before  that  date 
has  never  been  entirely  improved  upon.  A 
shining  example  of  this  statement  is  Sylvester 
S.  Crosby’s  The  Early  Coins  of  America  (1875), 
a  comprehensive  survey  of  colonial  American 
numismatics  and  history  which  has  never  been 
surpassed,  and  may  never  be  in  the  future. 
After  1891  such  indispensable  catalogue  list¬ 
ings  as  Beistle’s  work  on  half  dollars  (1929), 
Bolender’s  on  dollars  (1950),  Browning’s  on 
quarters  (1925),  Sheldon’s  on  large  cents  (1949; 
with  Paschel  and  Breen,  1 958) ,  Noe’s  on  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  silver  (1943-1952),  and  were  ac¬ 
complished  during  our  century  of  interest.  In 
many  respects,  as  in  the  absence  of  a  thorough 
listing  of  large  cent  varieties,  for  example,  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  how  collectors  of  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago  managed  to  find  their  way  through  the 
thickets  of  unlisted  varieties,  die  combinations, 
and  so  on. 

In  the  half  century  following  1891,  until  the 
opening  years  of  the  Second  World  War,  several 
exceptionally  useful  and  important  catalogue 
listings  were  composed,  covering  the  fields  of 
early  American  numismatics,  medals  and  to¬ 
kens,  regular  issue  U.S.  coins,  pattern  issues, 
and  paper  currency.  Outstanding  among  these, 
in  addition  to  those  already  mentioned,  are 
Ryder’s  work  on  Vermont  coppers  (1919), 
Clapp’s  early  work  on  large  cents  (1941), 
Crosby’s  own  on  large  cents  (1897),  Gilbert’s 
on  half  cents  (1916),  Valentine’s  on  half  cents 
(1931),  Edgar  H.  Adams’  work  on  territorials 
( 1 9 1 1  - 1 2) ,  to  mention  just  some  of  the  high¬ 
lights.  Such  numismatic  research  efforts  filled  a 
yearning  need,  as  they  provided  collectors  with 
the  framework  on  which  they  could  organize, 
understand,  and  better  appreciate  their  hold¬ 
ings.  The  appearance  of  each  of  these  works 


met  with  general  acclaim,  and  was  considered 
a  minor  landmark  in  its  own  right. 

The  half  century  from  1941  to  1991  has 
seen  more  solid  numismatic  research  and  cata¬ 
logue  listings  than  had  appeared  before.  In  fact, 
the  work  presently  being  done  by  many  re¬ 
searchers  in  the  field  of  early  American  and 
United  States  numismatics  rivals,  and  in  many 
cases  surpasses,  anything  that  has  been  done 
anywhere  in  the  world  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

In  many  respects,  the  shape  of  numismatic 
research  as  it  exists  today  has  been  molded  by 
the  work  of  a  handful  of  individuals  and  two  or 
three  numismatic  auction  firms.  Modern  collec¬ 
tors,  and  the  present  generation  of  numismatic 
researchers,  owe  an  immense  debt  to  the  work 
of  such  luminaries  as  Don  Thxay,  Walter  H. 
Breen,  Robert  W.  Julian,  Robert  R  Hilt,  and  Eric 
P.  Newman.  With  only  one  exception,  each  of 
these  named  individuals  has  been  a  prolific 
author,  whose  numismatic  interests  have  ranged 
across  the  entire  spectrum  of  United  States 
coins,  from  colonials  through  paper  money, 
and  whose  work  has  both  molded  and  inspired 
the  efforts  of  a  younger  generation.  The  excep¬ 
tion,  Hilt,  while  not  as  prolific,  nonetheless 
authored  a  seminal  (but  little  appreciated)  study 
whose  stochastic  methods  of  analysis  have 
opened  the  eyes  of  other  researchers  and  shown 
them  new  ways  of  evaluating  die  emission 
sequences  and  die  linkages. 

In  the  absence  of  scholarly  publications  deal¬ 
ing  with  United  States  numismatic  issues  of 
interest,  commercial  coin  auction  firms  have 
occasionally  stepped  in  to  fill  the  gap,  by  pre¬ 
senting  new  research  information,  often  of  a 
highly  technical  and  abstruse  nature,  in  the 
descriptions  of  lots  offered  for  sale.  This  role, 
which  is  quite  alien  to  European  auction  firms’ 
practice,  has  set  these  American  firms  apart 
and  raised  some  of  their  catalogues  to  the  status 
of  fine  research  tools.  Chief  among  such  firms, 
of  course,  was  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company 
of  New  York  City,  whose  auction  catalogues  of 
the  1950s,  written  by  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  and 
Walter  H.  Breen,  are  unrivaled  today  for  the 
depth  of  their  descriptions,  content  of  historical 
information,  and  precision  of  descriptions.  A 
second  firm,  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  and 
its  successors  Auctions  by  Bowers  and  Merena, 
Inc.,  has  offered  cataloguers  such  as  George 
Fuld  the  opportunity  to  present  the  fruits  of 


their  own  numismatic  research,  often  blazing 
new  trails  into  uncharted  territories.  Walter 
Breen’s  association  with  Pine  Tree  Numismatic 
Auctions  in  the  1970s  created  descriptions  of 
early  American  coppers,  primarily  Connecticuts, 
which  have,  in  many  cases,  stood  the  test  of 
time  and  continued  the  standard  of  excellence 
begun  by  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company  some 
20  years  earlier. 

The  past  century  has  seen  the  production  of 
numismatic  research  works  which  have  laid 
the  foundation  for  more  advanced  studies  in 
the  denominational  series,  as  well  as  in  the 
related  numismatic  fields  of  economic  and  aes¬ 
thetic  history  as  applied  to  the  study  of  coins. 
Catalogue  listings,  such  as  those  mentioned 
above,  have  in  some  cases  been  fleshed  out  by 
the  work  of  such  writers  as  Don  Thxay,  Carl  W. 
A.  Carlson,  and  Walter  Breen,  providing  us  with 
the  historical  context  into  which  we  can  place 
our  study  of  some  aspects  of  U.S.  numismatics. 
Where  do  we  go  from  here?  It  seems  to  the 
present  writer  that  the  single  most  neglected 
aspect  of  United  States  numismatics  today  is 
the  technical  side.  In  many  cases,  we  know 
exactly  how  many  varieties  of  a  particular 
denomination  survive  today,  much  about  their 
minting  history  and  total  mintages,  as  well  as 
the  historical  context  in  which  they  were  struck. 
What  we  do  not  know,  with  any  accuracy,  is  the 
exact  source  of  planchet  stock  for  many  (par¬ 
ticularly  the  early  federal  issues)  or  their  metal¬ 
lic  contents  and  trace  element  analyses,  which 
would  serve  to  fingerprint  the  ore  sources,  die 
emission  sequences  for  many  well-studied  is¬ 
sues,  such  as  Bust  type  dollars,  Capped  Bust  half 
dollars,  early  half  dimes,  etc.  Technical  analyses 
of  these  sorts,  applied  to  early  federal  coinages  in 
particular,  could  elucidate  the  striking  sequence 
of  some  varieties  which  are  presently  little  under¬ 
stood.  Walter  Breen’s  most  recent  unpublished 
work,  a  new  encyclopedia  of  large  cents,  breaks 
new  ground  in  creating  die  emission  sequences 
for  early  date  large  cents.  Such  sequences  are 
badly  needed  in  other  federal  series,  particu¬ 
larly  those  noted  above.  Applied  to  colonial 
American  numismatics,  such  technical  studies 
are  absolutely  indispensable,  since  the  histori¬ 
cal  record  is  very  scant  and  surviving  docu¬ 
mentation  is  virtually  non-existent.  In  many 
cases,  die  emission  sequence  studies,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  can  provide  clues  as  to  the  original  oper¬ 


ating  mint  responsible  for  coining  many  variet¬ 
ies.  In  some  cases,  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
New  Jersey  copper  coinage  series  of  1 786- 1 788, 
such  die  emission  sequences  have  overturned 
earlier  beliefs  about  minting  sites  and  personali¬ 
ties  responsible  for  particular  varieties,  and  have 
cast  the  coinage  in  an  entirely  new  light. 

In  no  field  more  so  than  in  early  American 
numismatics  has  the  trend  in  modern  research 
been  towards  technical,  abstract,  and  highly 
complex  analyses  of  various  issues.  In  fact,  the 
study  of  early  American  numismatics  is  enjoy¬ 
ing  something  of  a  renaissance  today,  and  the 
work  of  individuals  such  as  James  C.  Spilman 
and  Gary  A.  Trudgen  is  so  far  ahead  of  anything 
which  has  been  done  in  the  past  in  this  field  as 
to  stand  apart  as  a  notable  and  time  worthy 
effort.  There  are  great  gaps  in  our  knowledge  of 
many  early  American  issues  which  can  only  be 
filled  by  diligent  research  of  a  technical  sort. 

As  long  as  there  are  collectors  there  will  be  a 
need  for  understanding  the  coins  in  their  collec¬ 
tions,  and  thus  for  numismatic  research  of  all 
sorts,  both  popular,  semi-serious,  and  in-depth 
studies.  As  long  as  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  fosters  research  through  its  princi¬ 
pal  publication,  The  Numismatist;  as  long  as 
publications  such  as  The  Gobrecht Journal,  The 
John  Reich  Society  Collector’s  Journal,  Penny- 
Wise,  and  others  continue  to  be  supported  by 
their  memberships;  and  as  long  as  commercial 
coin  auction  firms  find  it  profitable  to  include 
research  information  in  their  catalogue  descrip¬ 
tions  of  coins  offered  for  sale;  then  numismatic 
research  in  the  United  States  will  proceed  apace, 
growing  upon  the  work  of  past  generations, 
and  offering  those  of  the  future  new  bases  upon 
which  to  create  their  new,  more  advanced  stud¬ 
ies.  It  is  in  the  interest  of  every  hobbyist, 
whether  he  has  a  small  handful  of  Buffalo 
nickels,  a  collection  of  1652-dated  Massachu¬ 
setts  silver,  or  an  outstanding  selection  of  Proof 
gold,  to  support  the  many  hobby  organizations 
which  cater  to  his  interests.  Without  such  firm 
collector  support,  both  financial  and  moral, 
numismatic  research  will  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
a  small  number  of  dedicated  individuals  with 
few  outlets  for  their  efforts.  It  is  the  American 
Numismatic  Association’s  purpose,  and  good 
fortune,  to  act  as  one  of  the  chief  sponsors  for 
the  numismatic  research  which  encourages  and 
enlivens  the  hobby  in  general.

About  the  Bowers  &  Merena  Organization 

by  Q.  David  Bowers 


If  this  is  your  first  catalogue  from  us,  permit  me 
to  introduce  our  company.  Bowers  and  Merena 
Galleries  had  its  inception  in  1953  when  I  at  the  age 
of  14,  having  collected  coins  for  about  a  year,  decid¬ 
ed  to  become  a  coin  dealer.  My  business  credo  was 
and  still  is  this:  Give  each  client  a  full  measure  of 
value  for  the  price  paid,  and  describe  coins  accurate¬ 
ly  and  authoritatively.  In  1955  at  the  age  of  16  I 
issued  my  first  printed  catalogue.  By  that  time  I  was 
a  regular  advertiser  in  leading  numismatic  periodi¬ 
cals  of  the  day. 

My  business,  conducted  in  the  early  years  in  part¬ 
nership  with  James  F.  Ruddy  (until  his  retirement 
in  1977),  grew  steadily.  In  1961  we  announced  that 
we  had  achieved  over  $1  million  worth  of  sales  an¬ 
nually,  a  figure  unmatched  at  the  time  by  any  other 
rare  coin  seller.  This  was  in  an  era  when  many  coins 
were  priced  at  tiny  fractions  of  what  they  sell  for 
today.  In  the  same  year  we  handled  the  Maj .  Lenox 
R.  Lohr  Collection,  which  consisted  of  nearly  1,500 
different  patterns- the  largest  such  holding  ever 
formed.  From  1974  until  1982  the  company  was  a 
division  of  General  Mills,  Inc.,  the  multinational  firm, 
after  which  the  firm  became  known  as  Bowers  and 
Merena  Galleries,  Inc.,  with  Raymond  N.  Merena, 
who  had  worked  with  my  company  in  the  1960s, 
becoming  president.  Our  public  sales  division  be¬ 
came  known  as  Auctions  by  Bowers  and  Merena, 
Inc. 

Over  the  years  I  have  enjoyed  numismatics  im¬ 
mensely.  Perhaps  the  greatest  pleasure  has  come 
from  knowing  so  many  fine  people.  Many  thousands 
of  collectors  have  done  business  with  my  company 
over  the  years,  and  dealers  from  all  over  the  world 
have  patronized  our  price  lists  and  auction  sales.  In 
1977  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild  elected 
me  as  its  president  and  in  1985  I  was  named  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association;  two 
honors  which  I  still  cherish  very  highly,  as  I  do  the 
Founders’  Award  given  by  the  PNG  and  the  Medal 
of  Merit  awarded  by  the  ANA. 

While  our  advertisements  remind  just  about  every¬ 
one  that  we  have  handled  eight  of  the  top  10  world’s 
most  valuable  coins  sold  at  auction,  that  we  sold 
the  three  most  valuable  rare  coin  collections  ever 
auctioned  (the  $25  million  Garrett  Collection  for  The 


Johns  Hopkins  University,  the  $20  million  Norweb 
Collection,  and  the  $12.4  million  Eliasberg  Collec¬ 
tion  of  U.S.  Gold  Coins),  and  multiple  specimens  of 
just  about  every  rarity  in  the  book,  I  still  find  satis¬ 
faction  and  pleasure  in  buying  and  selling  ‘  ‘every¬ 
day’  ’  types  of  coins.  I  find  Morgan  silver  dollars  to 
be  absolutely  fascinating  from  a  romantic  and  histor¬ 
ical  viewpoint,  and  this  goes  for  the  common  1881-S 
as  well  as  such  stellar  items  as  an  MS-65  1893-S. 

Writing  catalogues,  articles,  and  books  has  always 
interested  me.  In  1985,  when  Coin  World  celebrated 
its  25th  anniversary,  Editor  Beth  Deisher  informed 
me  that  more  of  my  columns  had  appeared  in  that 
publication  than  had  those  of  any  other  outside  con¬ 
tributor.

When  the  ANA 
tapped  me  to  write  The  American  Numismatic  As¬ 
sociation  Centennial  History  I  was  very  honored,  but 
I  had  no  idea  that  it  would  take  several  years  to  do 
and  would  end  up  being  1 ,768  pages  in  length  (this 
book  will  be  released  this  spring) .
